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PREFACE. 

npHESE  annals  of  the  past  are  the  result  of  labors  prosecuted 
amid  the  duties,  cares  and  responsibilities  of  an  active  min- 
istry. For  their  preparation,  information  has  been  sought  from 
every  source  accessible  to  the  author,  through  church  records,  of- 
ficial documents  and  the  written  or  verbal  testimony  of  the  living. 
A constant  reference  to  the  sources  of  his  information  has  not 
been  thought  necessary,  but  the  author  wishes  to  acknowledge  his 
indebtedness  to  the  Hon.  William  Nelson,  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  who 
very  kindly  granted  him  permission  to  make  use,  as  occasion  might 
require,  of  his  “History  of  the  Old  Dutch  Church  at  Totowa,” 
his  “History  of  Bergen  and  Passaic  Counties,”  and  a small  work 
entitled  “ The  Van  Houten  Manuscripts.” 

The  monographs  concerning  the  characteristics  and  polity  of 
the  Reformed  Church,  have  been  prepared  for  the  information  of 
“the  stranger  within  our  gates”  and  the  host  who  think  the 
Reformed  Church  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  differ  only  in 
name. 

In  giving  the  history  of  the  controversy  occasioned  by  the 
burning  of  the  old  Totowa  church,  the  author,  for  various  reas- 
ons, has  simply  transcribed  official  documents,  without  an  expres- 
sion of  opinion  or  a comment,  that  the  judgment  of  future  gen- 
erations might  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  just  and  len- 
ient principle  enunciated  by  the  Savior  in  one  of  his  parables, 
“Out  of  thine  own  mouth  will  I judge  thee.” 

No  portion  of  the  work  has  required  greater  labor  than  the 
roll  of  communicants,  which  contains,  in  a concise  form,  some  in- 
formation of  every  one  who  has  been  or  is  in  the  communion  of 
the  church.  Extended  notes  are  given  in  reference  to  the  Chris- 
tian character  of  a few  of  those  who  have  departed  this  life,  not 
because  they  have  been  thought  more  worthy  of  special  mention 
than  others,  but  because  in  searching  the  records  of  the  past,  the 
testimony  here  given  was  found.  The  author  would  have  gladly 
increased  the  number  of  such  notes,  and  have  given  some  sketch 
of  the  character  of  all  who  “through  faith  and  patience  have  in- 
herited the  promises,”  but  every  man’s  ignorance  exceeds  his 
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knowledge,  and  the  author  could  tell  only  what  by  research  he 
had  learned. 

Having  faithfully  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  truth,  record  is 
made  only  of  what  is  believed  to  be  the  truth,  but  as  the  purest 
purpose  however  assiduously  pursued  and  the  utmost  caution  how- 
ever constantly  maintained,  do  not  insure  infallibility,  it  would 
be  passing  strange,  if  in  copying  dates  and  names  well  nigh  innu- 
merable, there  was  never  a slip  of  the  pen,  and  equally  strange  if 
in  arranging  facts  collated  from  many  sources,  there  was  never  an 
error  of  judgment.  The  realder  should  therefore  remember  that 
the  writer  was  not  Divinely  inspired,  and  if  errors  are  discovered 
in  the  work  he  has  wrought,  should  regard  them  as  the  result  of 
the  imperfection  that  invariably  characterizes  the  labors  of  man- 
kind.

The  Pastor  and  the  Church. 


THE  PASTOR: 

REV  JOHN  HUDSON  DURYEA,  D.  D. 


INTRODUCTORY. 

The  Rev.  John  Hudson  Duryea,  D.  D.,  was  born  at  Wall- 
kill,  Orange  County,  New  York,  Thursday,  November  the 
twenty-eighth,  1S10.  He  commenced  his  labors  as  pastor  of 
the  Second  Reformed  Church  of  Totowa,  at  Paterson,  New 
Jersey,  Sunday,  February  the  seventeenth,  1839,  and  continued 
in  the  pastorate  of  the  Church  until  his  death. 

He  died  at  his  residence,  No.  79  Hamilton  avenue,  Paterson, 
New  Jersey,  after  a lingering  and  painful  illness,  Wednesday 
morning,  August  the  seventh,  1895. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  church  in  which  for  so  long 
a time  he  officiated,  on  Friday  afternoon,  at  half-past  two 
o’clock,  August  the  ninth. 

The  church,  heavily  but  appropriately  draped,  was  filled  by 
a congregation  of  sincere  mourners,  well  nigh  to  its  utmost  ca- 
pacity, while  many  floral  tributes  of  respect  to  the  departed 
pastor,  relieving  the  dark  insignia  of  mourning  about  the  pul- 
pit, gave  intimation  that  the  bereaved  congregation  sorrowed, 
not  without  hope  of  an  eternal  reunion. 

The  services  were  conducted  by  the  pastor  of  the  Church, 
the  Rev.  Theodore  W.  Welles’,  D.  D.,  assisted  by  a number  of 
clergymen  of  the  Reformed  and  other  Churches,  many  of 
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whom  followed  the  remains  of  their  esteemed  brother  to  their 
final  rest  in  Cedar  Lawn  Cemetery. 

Sabbath  morning,  October  6th,  1895,  memorial  services  were 
held  in  the  church  at  half-past  ten  o’clock,  when  a memorial 
discourse  was  delivered  by  the  pastor. 

As  this  discourse  contains  an  outline  of  the  life  and  charac- 
ter of  Dr.  Duryea,  without  some  knowledge  of  which  those 
who  were  not  acquainted  with  his  daily  walk  and  conversation 
cannot  rightly  appreciate  the  addresses  delivered  in  connection 
with  his  funeral  obsequies,  the  Memorial  Discourse  is  present- 
ed first,  and  is  published,  not  as  it  was  delivered,  but  as  it  was 
originally  written  with  many  details  of  incident  and  scene 
which  the  time  allotted  for  a pulpit  discourse  rendered  it  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  omit,  but  which  it  is  believed  will  be  of  in- 
terest not  only  to  the  many  who  revere  the  memory  of  Dr.  Dur- 
yea, but  to  all  who  are  sufficiently  interested  in  the  Church  to 
which  he  ministered,  to  peruse  these  pages. 


THE  MEMORIAL  DISCOURSE 


Delivered  Oct.  6,  1895,  by  Rev.  Theodore  W.  Welles,  D.  D. 


Text. — The  precious  sons  of  Zion,  comparable  to  fne gold ; 

How  are  they  esteemed? — Lamentations  4:2. 

The  present  occasion  is  an  emphatic  answer  to  the  prophet’s 
inquiry.  The  many  events,  the  varied  circumstances,  the  fond 
recollections,  the  deep  emotions  and  desires  of  countless  hearts, 
which  have  constrained  us  to  set  apart  this  Holy  Sabbath  morn- 
ing to  becomingly  honor  the  memory  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  H. 
Duryea,  are  a declaration  by  the  people  of  this  congregation  to 
whom  he  ministered  and  of  this  community  in  which  for  more 
than  half  a century  he  resided,  that  they  esteemed  him  very 
highly,  a saintly  man,  a precious  son. of  Zion,  comparable  to 
the  finest  gold,  worthy,  thrice  worthy  of  imperishable  honor 
and  meriting  everlasting  remembrance. 

So  greatly  respected  was  he  among  those  who  knew  him, 
that  in  attempting  to  present  an  outline  of  his  life  and  a sketch 
of  his  character,  we  are  embarrassed  with  the  consciousness  that 
our  work  will  prove  as  unsatisfactory  to  his  acquaintances  and 
friends  as  are  the  attempted  reproduction  of  the  Alps  in  minia- 
ture to  those  who  are  familiar  with  their  massive  beauty  and 
their  towering  sublimity. 

However  skillful  tl  e artist  or  faithful  his  delineation  of  the 
scenery  he  beholds,  his  work  will  lack  the  grand  impressiveness 
of  nature.  However  true  to  the  living  man  may  be  our  etching 
of  him  who  is  the  subject  of  this  memorial  discourse,  our  work 
will  lack  the  subtle  power  and  sympathy  of  life,  and  will  awaken 
in  many  loving  hearts  the  intense  longing 

“ Oh!  for  the  touch  of  a vanished  hand 
And  the  sound  of  a voice  that  is  still.” 

The  Rev.  John  Hudson  Duryea,  D.  D.,  was  the  son  of  John 
Duryea  and  Mary  Crawford.  He  was  born  at  Wallkill,  Orange 
County,  New  York,  Thursday,  ^November  28,  1810.  He  was 
the  first  born  son,  but  the  fourth  child  of  his  parents.  The 
quaint  farm  house  in  which  he  was  born  is  still  to  be  seen. 
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The  picturesque  scenery,  the  rich  fields,  the  fragrant  meads, 
the  wooded  hills  and  rugged  mountains,  amid  which  it  rests  in 
quiet  isolation,  far  removed  from  the  marts  of  commerce  and 
the  noise  of  trade,  undisturbed  save  bv  the  voices  of  nature 
whispering  of  God,  awakened  in  his  heart  a life-long  love  for 
the  country  and  an  abiding  sense  of  the  presence  and  nearness 
of  the  Heavenly  Father. 

“These  early  affections, 

These  fond  recollections, 

Abide  in  the  heart  forever. 

The  fountain-light  of  all  our  being, 

The  master-light  of  all  our  seeing, 

Their  brightness  fading  never; 

Have  power  to  make  our  busy  years, 

With  God’s  sweet  presence,  blest.” 

Dr.  Duryea  was  descended  from  a highly  honored  and  re- 
spected ancestry.  On  the  paternal  side  his  lineage  is  traced  to 
the  Huguenots,*  forever  memorable  in  the  history  of  France, 
the  French  Protestant  Christians  to  whom,  in  the  sixteenth 
century,  the  name  was  given  in  contempt  by  their  relentless 
enemies,  but  the  ignominy  of  which,  like  the  reproach  of  the 
Cross,  has  long  since  been  wiped  away  by  the  holy  lives,  the 
patient  sufferings  and  the  heroic  deeds  of  those  by  whom  it  was 
borne.  The  most  honorable  men  of  their  fatherland  and  the 
most  practically  useful,  they  were  driven  from  their  native  soil 
and  scattered  by  the  intolerant  bigotry  of  their  countrymen, 
like  choice  and  precious  seeds,  among  the  nations  of  the  earth, 
augmenting  the  moral  wealth  and  increasing  the  prosperity  of 
the  communities  in  which  they  established  their  homes. 

Like  the  history  of  the  Hollanders  in  their  conflict  with 
Philip  II.  of  Spain,  the  history  of  the  Huguenots  in  France,  is 
a history  of  the  triumph  of  truth  and  faith  over  the  evil  plottings 
of  men  mighty  in  power,  and  exhibits  the  most  heroic  devotion 
to  religious  principles,  and  the  most  dauntless  following  of  con- 
scientious convictions,  the  love  of  God  ever  wrought  in  men,  or 
the  grace  of  Jesus  Christ  achieved. 

If  traditionj  be  correct,  the  progenitor  of  the  Duryea  family 
of  America  was  a dry  goods  merchant  in  the  city  of  Paris,  a 
member  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  France,  a staunch  and 

*The  origin  of  the  word  is  doubtful.  Fifteen  derivations  have  been  suggested,  the 
most  plausible,  that  it  is  from  Huguon , a word  applied  in  Touraine  to  persons  who  walk  at 
night  in  the  street;  the  early  French  Protestants  like  the  early  Christians  having  chosen 
that  time  for  their  religious  assemblies.  Their  persecution  began  in  1545  and  raged  wilh 
greater  or  less  severity  for  two  hundred  years.  The  massacre  on  St.  Bartholemew’s  Eve, 
brought  death  to  60,000  people.  French  historians  say,  The  Huguenot  persecutions  drove 
300,000  people  from  France  and  that  a like  number  perished  in  prison,  at  the  stake  or  by 
the  sword. 

tThis  tradition  was  published  fifty  or  sixty  years  ago  in  the  Christian  Intelligencer. 
As  there  related  it  is  not  correct — the  narrator  confounding  persons  and  dates.  The  ver- 
sion here  given  is  probably  as  near  the  truth  as  it  is  possible  to  bring  family  tradition  after 
the  lapse  of  two  hundred  years.

steadfast  Huguenot,  “firm  in  his  principles,  benevolent  in  his 
disposition,  bland  in  his  manners  and  noble  in  his  actions.” 

Because  of  the  persistent  persecutions  of  the  Hueguenots,  he 
and  a few  friends,  having  escaped  massacre  by  hiding  them- 
selves in  a small  apartment  of  the  cellar  of  his  house,  in  which 
they  had  been  accustomed  to  assemble  for  the  worship  of  God, 
resolved  to  leave  home  and  property  and  city  and  France  itself, 
and  seek  a home,  where,  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  an 
enlightened  conscience,  God  might  be  worshiped  without  fear 
of  persecution  or  peril  of  death. 

Under  cover  of  the  night,  their  souls  filled  with  horror  by 
glimpses  of  the  slain,  they  fled  to  Manheim  in  the  Palatinate  of 
the  Rhine.  Through  fear  of  discovery  and  detention  and  prob- 
ably death,  they  traveled  only  at  night,  but  with  all  their  pre- 
caution barely  escaped.  Weary  and  hungry,  after  many  fa- 
tigues, they  stopped  for  refreshment  at  a small  cottage  occupied 
by  a friend.  In  response  to  their  knocking,  a woman  opened 
the  door  and  whispered  “ Hush  ! the  King’s  officers  are  sleep- 
ing on  the  floor.  Keep  perfectly  quiet  and  I will  aid  you.” 
She  kindly  brought  them  a goodly  quantity  of  milk,  which  they 
drank  in  silence,  and  whispering  their  thanks,  stole  quietly 
away,  fugitives  for  conscience  sake.  At  Manheim  they  found, 
at  least  for  a time,  a safe  retreat ; but  here  it  is  thought  Mon- 
sieur Duryea,  the  dry  goods  merchant,  was  called  to  receive  the 
fulfillment  of  the  Savior’s  promise,  u Be  thou  faithful  unto  death 
and  I will  give  thee  a crown  of  life.” 

Joost  Duryea,  his  son.  emigrated  from  Manheim,  with  his 
wife  Magdalena  Le  Febre,  his  mother,  and  his  children,  and 
setting  sail  for  the  New  World  with  these  fondly  loved  ones, 
was  wafted  in  safety  to  the  picturesque  shores  of  Manhattan 
Island  where  the  vessel  cast  anchor  sometime  in  1675.  During 
this  year  he  appears  on  record  as  the  purchaser  of  a farm  at 
New  Utrecht,  Long  Island,  upon  which  he  resided  until  the 
autumn  of  16S1,  when  he  occupied  a farm  between  Newtown 
and  Brooklyn,  in  what  was  subsequently  known  as  the  town  of 
Bushwick,  Long  Island.  He  died  about  1727. 

Among  the  daughters  of  the  Dutch  colonists,  his  sons  found 
maidens  both  fair  and  comely,  whom  they  married,  and  his  * 
descendants  living  from  infancy  in  the  midst  of  Dutch  manners 
and  customs  and  learning  to  speak  their  mother’s  tongue,  like 
many  other  descendants  of  the  Huguenots  in  America,  thought 
themselves,  as  others  thought  them,  Dutchmen  to  the  manor 
born.  The  colonial  annals  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey  con- 
tain the  names  of  a host  of  families,  respected  and  honored  in 
the  councils  of  the  Nation,  the  State  and  the  Church,  in  which 
there  is  this  commingling  of  the  blood  of  the  sturdy,  God-fearing, 
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liberty- loving  Netherlanders,  with  the  blood  of  the  Huguenots, 
the  choicest  blood  of  France.* 

From  such  a family  residing  on  Long  Island,  in  the  town  of 
Jamaica,  during  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth  century,  Joost 
or  Yost  Duryea,  a grandson  of  the  emigrant,  the  son  of  Charles 
Duryea  and  Cornelia  Schenck,  and  the  great-grandfather  of 
Dr.  Duryea,  emigrated  to  Orange  County,  New  York,  and  es- 
tablished a home  in  the  township  of  Blooming  Grove,  the  cen- 
ter of  a rich  and  productive  region,  in  the  settlement  of  which 
he  was  a pioneer,  and  where  he  continued  to  reside  until  his 
death  in  1766.  His  eldest  son,  born  in  1747,  known  as  Cap- 
tain George  Duryea,  Dr.  Duryea’s  grand-father,  was  a farmer 
by  occupation,  but  a man  of  great  energy  and  force  of  charac- 
ter. He  was  a valuable  factor  in  the  development  of  the  wild 
country  in  which  his  lot  was  cast,  and  aided  in  achieving  the 
civil  liberties  we  so  highly  prize.  When  the  bugle-call  of  the 
Revolution  echoed  among  the  hills  and  rolled  through  the  val- 
leys of  Orange  County,  he  responded  heartily  and  gladly.  A 


*The  Duryea  lineage  is  traced  from  Joost  D'  Urie , whose  descendants  write  their  names 
Durie,  Duryea  and  Duryee.  Joost  D’  Urie,  having  previously  emigrated  from  France, 
came  to  America  with  his  wife,  Magdalena  LeFebre  from  Manheim  in  the  Palatinate  of 
the  Rhine  about  1675.  He  resided  at  New  Utrecht  and  at  Bushwick,  Long  Island,  and 

died  about  1727.  His  children  were:  Joost  (2),  a farmer  at  Bushwick,  L.  I.,  m.  Lena ; 

Peter  (3),  resided  at  Esopus,  N.  Y.,?  m.  Aginetje  Necque  or  Luqueer;  Jacob  (4),  resided  at 
Bushwick,  L.  I.,  bp.

sturdy  patriot,  he  rendered  active  service  in  the  cavalry  depart- 
ment of  the  Continental  army,  and  gained  renown  by  leading 
against  the  enemies  of  his  country  the  yeoman  soldiery  of  his 
native  land, 

“Whose  tempered  blades 
Dispersed  the  shackles  of  usurped  controll 
And  hewed  them  link  from  link.” 

He  married  Hannah  Hudson,  the  daughter  of  John  Hudson,* 
for  whom  Dr.  Duryea  was  named,  and  when  85  years  of  age, 
crowned  with  the  laurels  of  honorable  warfare,  was  laid  to  rest 
in  the  cemetery  at  Greycourt. 

His  son,  John  Duryea,  Dr.  Duryea’s  father,  was  born  De- 
cember 29th,  1778,  at  the  homestead  at  Blooming  Grove.  His 
educational  advantages  were  only  such  as  the  district  schools  of 
those  days  provided.  In  early  life  he  learned  the  trade  of  a 
blacksmith  and  wrought  at  the  forge,  meriting  Longfellow’s 
praise  of  the  craft : 

“ The  smith. — a mighty  man  is  he 
With  large  and  sinewy  hands; 

And  the  muscles  of  his  brawny  arms 
Are  strong  as  iron  bands. 

His  brow  is  wet  with  honest  sweat— 

He  earns  whate’er  he  can; 

And  looks  the  whole  world  in  the  face, 

For  he  owes  not  any  man.” 

He  married  Mary  Crawford,.  February  18th,  1800,  and  the 
same  year  removed  to  Wallkill,  Orange  County,  upon  a farm 
about  two  miles  east  of  Bloomingburgh  village,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  reside  until  his  death,  January  21st,  1859.  He  was 
modest  and  reserved  in  thought  and  deed  but  a successful  farm- 
er, industrious  and  frugal,  honest  and  true,  content  with  the 
enjoyments  of  a quiet  home.  He  delighted  in  the  hallowed 
companionship  of  a Christian  wife,  with  whom  for  fifty-seven 
years  he  lived  in  loving  intercourse,  and  in  the  warm  place  he 
occupied  in  the  affections  of  his  sons  and  daughters,  the  confi- 
dence of  his  neighbors  and  the  esteem  of  the  community.  His 
home  was  a quiet,  peaceful  home  where  love  abided  and  affec- 
tion dwelt,  it's  thrift  dispelling  anxious  care  and  its  daily  rou- 
tine of  duty  relieved  by  pure  and  innocent  amusements.  Such 
homes  are  never  forgotten — the  home  of  the  honest,  intelligent, 
prosperous  and  God  fearing  farmer.  They  are  the  glory  of 
the  land,  the  strength  of  the  commonwealth,  the  hope  of  the 
church. 


*John  Hudson  was  the  son  of  Richard  Hudson  and  Hannah  Booth.  He  was  born  at 
Southold,  Long  Island,  March  6,  1730.  He  resided  at  Blooming  Grove,  Orange  Co.,N. 
Y.,  and  was  collector  for  Cornwall  in  1756,  and  also  constable.  He  married,  Nov.  4,  1751, 
Hannah  Coleman,  of  Blooming  Grove,  and  had,  Hannah  Hudson,  born  Sept.  6, 1754,  who 
married  in  1770,  Captain  George  Duryea. 
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In  such  a home  Dr.  Duryea  was  bora  and  in  such  a home  he 
was  nurtured  by  a saintly  mother,  Mary  Crawford,  whose  mem- 
ory is  embalmed  in  the  beauty  of  holiness  and  is  fragrant  with 
the  sanctity  of  heartfelt  piety. 

She  was  born  May  12th,  1778,  and  died  November  27th, 
1857.  Her  parents  were  Samuel  I.  Crawford  and  Jeannette 
McCurdy  of  Montgomery  township,  Orange  County,  New 
York,  to  which  county  her  grandfather,  James  Crawford,  a 
native  of  Enniskellen,  County  Fermanaugh,  in  old  Ulster,  Ire- 
land, emigrated  in  1731,  and  after  purchasing  a tract  of  land 
in  what  has  become  the  town  of  Crawford,  married  Jean  Craw- 
ford, the  daughter  of  a kinsman,  James  Crawford  of  Ayrshire, 
Scotland,  who,  with  his  wife,  Mary  Wilkin,  a native  of  Wales, 
had  emigrated  in  1718  to  the  same  County  of  Orange,  and  es- 
tablished a home  in  the  town  of  New  Winsor.* 

This  with  the  lineage  already  traced  gives  Dr.  Duryea  a re- 
markable pedigree.  He  represented  by  birth  the  heroes  of  the 
Reformed  Protestant  faith,  not  only  of  France,  with  their  cour- 
age undaunted  in  the  midst  of  persecution,  and  of  the  Nether- 
lands, with  their  signal  victories  under  William  the  Silent,  but 
also  of  the  north  of  Ireland,  whose  brave  Orangemen  triumphed 

*The  Crawford  family  is  of  Norman  origin,  a branch  of  the  Richmond  family.  Early 
in  the  12th  century,  Reginald  de  Crawford  assumed  his  name  from  his  barony  of  Craw- 
ford in  Clydesdale,  Scotland — the  name  signfying  in  Gaelic,  V The  Pass  of  Blood.” 

James  Crawford  of  Scotch  ancestry,  a native  of  Ireland,  came  to  America  about  1718, 
with  his  wife,  Mary  Wilkin,  a native  of  Wales,  bringing  a church  certificate  in  these 
terms : 

“ These  are  to  certify  that  James  Crawford  and  his  wife,  Mary  Crawford,  left  the  con- 
gregation of  Golen,in  June,  1718,  free  of  any  known  scandal  or  church  censure,  being  both 
of  them  honest  and  creditable  persons,  so  they  are  of  blameless,  honorable  parentage,  and 
may  be  received  in  any  Presbyterian  Church  where  Providence  may  order  their  sitting. 

Witness  my  hand  the  ninth  day  of  August  1718 

Signed  Robt.  Colpheart.

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so  gloriously  at  the  battle  of  the  Boyn,  when  the  men  of  Ennis- 
killen were  the  body  guard  of  William  the  Third. 

Mary  Crawford,  his  mother,  was  an  humble,  quiet  unassum- 
ing woman,  ambitious  only  to  make  her  home  happy  and  her 
children  good,  a consistent  and  faithful  follower  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  with  whom,”  it  is  said,  “ religion  was  a living 
reality,  and  who  in  all  the  relations  of  life  was  a pattern  of  ex- 
cellence.” 

“Children  are  what  the  mother’s  are. 

No  fondest  father’s  fondest  care 
Can  fashion  so  the  infa,nt  heart, 

As  those  creative  beams  that  dart 
With  all  their  hopes  and  fears,  upon 
The  cradle  of  a sleeping  son.” 

Her  influence  in  awakening  the  spiritual  sensibilities — in  di- 
recting the  thought  and  in  moulding  the  character  of  her  first- 
born son,  is  revealed  in  the  virtues,  the  dispositions  and  graces 
that  alike  adorned  with  rarest  beauty  the  life  of  the  mother  and 
the  life  of  her  child. 

Mary,  the  mother  of  Dr.  Duryea  richly  merits  our  kind  re-, 
membrance,  because  of  the  loveliness  of  her  character  and  the 
noble  son  she  cradled  in  her  arms,  cherished  in  her  heart  and 
consecrated  to  God. 

The  early  years  of  Dr.  Duryea’s  life  were  passed  on  his 
father’s  farm,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  which  are  usually 
the  portion  of  a farmer’s  son.  He  cared  for  the  stock,  he  fol- 
lowed the  plow,  he  wrought  in  the  harvest  field  and  thereby 
secured  the  physical  development  and  garnered  the  strength 
which  enabled  him  to  endure  without  bodily  injury  the  exhaust- 
ing and  fatiguing  labors  of  after  years.  When  winter  hushed 
the  toil  of  the  farm  he  acquired  the  rudiments  of  a liberal  edu- 
cation by  attending  the  district  school  and  through  the  long 
evenings,  reading  such  books  as  the  farm  house  afforded. 

Thus  employed  his  years  hastened  on,  verging  youth  into 
manhood  and  bringing,  through  the  quickening  of  the  Spirit  of 
God,  broader  views  of  life,  a deeper  significance  of  being,  a 
nobler  aim  and  a loftier  purpose. 

He  was  then  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  his  age,  a thoughtful 
young  man,  facing  the  two  ways  which  open  before  us  all,  the 
broad  way,  appealing  to  all  that  is  carnal  within  us,  the  narrow 
way,  appealing  to  all  that  is  divine.  The  supreme  hour  of  his 
life,  the  decisive  moment  of  his  destiny,  it  directed  his  steps 
heavenward  and  sealing  him  for  the  service  of  Christ,  made  him 
henceforth  a man  of  God,  in  the  world  but  not  of  the  world. 

We  are  assembled  here  to-day,  because  nearly  seventy  years 
ago,  a young  man  of  eighteen,  John  H.  Duryea,  determined  to 
follow  the  Lord  fully.  We  cannot  declare  the  influences  flow. 
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ing  from  this  act  of  his  will,  making  him  the  Godly  man  that  he 
was  and  blessing  this  community  with  hisChristly  ministrations 
for  more  than  half  a century. 

He  made  a public  profession  of  his  faith  in  Christ  and  was 
received  to  full  communion  with  the  people  of  God  by  holy 
baptism  in  the  Reformed  Church  of  Bloomingburgh,  Sullivan 
County,  New  York,  October  24th,  1828. 

It  was  a happy  day  for  his  pious  mother.  It  brightened  her 
home  with  a heavenly  light  and  cheered  her  heart  with  a rap- 
turous joy.  Her  prayers  were  answered,  her  hopes  were  real- 
ized, her  first  born  son  was  created  anew  in  Christ  Jesus  and 
was  dearer  now  than  ever  before,  her  child  by  birth,  her  child 
in  the  faith,  her  child  in  the  household  of  God. 

The  church  which  received  his  consecration  vows,  was  the 
church  of  his  mother’s  love  and  fellowship.  It  had  been  re- 
cently organized  as  a Reformed  Church  out  of  the  remnants  of 
a Scotch  Presbyterian  Church,  and  its  first  pastor,  the  Rev. 
George  DuBois,  having  been  called  to  the  Franklin  Street  Re- 
formed Church  of  New  York  city,  had  just  been  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  VanVechten,  among  the  first  fruits  of  whose 
pastorate  in  his  new  field  of  labor  there  was  John  H.  Duryea, 
the  first  of  the  church’s  membership  to  enter  the  ministry.  In 
later  years,  among  those  who  received  their  religious  impres- 
sions and  recorded  their  consecration  vows  in  this  little  church 
nestling  in  the  embrace  of  the  wooded  hills  of  Sullivan  County, 
New  York,  we  find  the  Rev.  Peter  H.  Milliken,  Ph.  D.,*  the 
immediate  successor  of  Dr.  Duryea  in  the  pastorate  of  the 
Second  Reformed  Church  at  Paterson,  New  Jersey.  The  cities 
of  the  world  are  thus  ever  and  constantly  looking  to  the  coun- 
try, where  genial  nature  nurtures  life,  for  the  men  whose 
thought  and  energy  and  upright  character,  carry  forward  their 
noblest  enterprises  and  advance  their  highest  good. 

The  special  providences  and  personal  experiences  which  oc- 
casioned Dr.  Duryea’s  consecration  to  the  work  of  the  Christian 
ministry,  are  not  matters  of  record.  All  that  is  known  of  this 
period  of  his  life  is  that  he  heard  a voice  calling  for  men  to 
come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty,  and  recog- 
nizing its  accents  as  the  voice  of  God  addressed  to  him,  he 
heartily  responded  “Here  Lord  am  I,  send  me.”  Henceforth 
his  ambition  was  to  qualify  himself,  with  the  mental  attain- 
ments and  intellectual  accomplishments  necessary  for  the  duties 
to  which  he  believed  himself  called.  To  aid  in  meeting  the 


*The  sons  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Bloomingburgh  who  have  entered  the  ministry- 
are  John  H.  Duryea,  died  1895;  Alexander  C.  Millspaugh,  died  1885;  Francis  T.  Drake, 
died  1865;  Peter  H.  Milliken,  Pastor  of  the  First  Reformed  Church;  Philadelphia,  Pa.;

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expense  of  his  education,  he  taught  school  at  different  times, 
and  left  among  his  papers  some  of  the  certificates  he  received 
entitling  him  to  fill  the  responsible  position  of  district  school 
teacher.*  As  soon  as  circumstances  rendered  it  practicable,  he 
availed  himself  of  the  educational  advantages  of  the  Blooming- 
burgh  academy,  whose  reputation  for  efficiency  and  thorough- 
ness, throughout  the  adjacent  counties,  was  unexcelled,  and  has 
been  fully  justified  by  the  positions  which  many  of  its  students 
.have  occupied  and  the  merited  honors  they  have  received.  In 
this  institution  he  completed  his  preparatory  studies,  daily 
walking  to  and  fro  over  the  hills  lying  between  the  academy  in 
the  valley  and  his  farmhouse  home  two  miles  or  more  distant. 

The  years  thus  employed  were  pleasant  years  and  delightful, 
probably  as  pleasant  as  any  years  of  his  life,  although  they  were 
years  of  hard  and  wearying  and  persevering  study.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1832,  he  reaped  the  coveted  reward  of  his  diligence  by 
sustaining  the  necessary  examination  and  entering  the  junior 
class  of  Rutgers  college.  With  this  class  he  graduated  in  1834,! 
received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1837,  and  thirty-four  years 
later,  in  recognition  of  his  attainments  in  the  ministry,  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  D.  D. 

In  the  autumn  succeeding  his  graduation  fiom  college,  he 
entered  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
and  after  completing  the  prescribed  course  of  study  was  licensed 
July  26th,  1837,  by  the  Classis  of  Orange,  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel, and  by  the  same  Classis,  October  30th,  1837,  ordained  to 
the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  installed  pastor  of  the 
Reformed  Church  at  Warwarsing,  Ulster  County,  New  York. 

This  was  an  old  church  in  a rich  farming  community.  It 
was  organized,  in  1745-.  by  the  old  Dutch-Huguenot  or  Hugue- 
not-Dutch families  of  Ulster  county,  the  Brodheads,  the  Har- 
denberghs,  the  DeWitts,  the  Beavers,  and  reported,  in  1837,  a 
hundred  and  seventy  families,  with  seventy-two  communicants 
and  a congregation  numbering  nine  hundred  people  to  be  cared 
for  by  the  pastor.  Some  of  the  most  talented  and  efficient 
ministers  of  the  Reformed  faith,  Dr.  Dirck  Romeyn,  professor 
of  theology;  Dr.  Jacob  R.  Hardenbergh  the  first  president  of

tAmong  his  classmates  were  Rev.  Talbot  W.  Chambers,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  of  the  Colle- 
giate Church,  New  York  City;  Rev.  John  T.  Demarest,  D.  D.,  author  of  Commentaries 
on  the  Minor  Epistles ; Rev.  John  F.  Mesick,  D.  D.,  for  many  years  pastor  of  the  Second 
Reformed  Church  at  Somerville,  N.  J.,  and  Rev.  William  J.  Pohlman,  missionary  to  Chi- 
na where  he  died  in  1849. 
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Rutgers  college;  Dr.  Mancius  S.  Hutton,  for  thirty-nine  years 
pastor  of  the  Washington  Square  Reformed  Church  of  New 
York  City,  were  among  its  former  pastors.  It  was  an  honor 
to  be  called  to  succeed  such  men.  But  the  field  was  difficult 
and  exceedingly  laborious,  an  extensive  parish  of  magnificent 
distances,  the  families  widely  scattered,  the  country  mountain- 
ous, the  roads  abominable.  But  here  he  was  called  and  here 
Dr.  Duryea  commenced  his  ministerial  labors.  The  nearly 
sixty  years  that  have  since  passed  away  have  dealt  somewhat 
harshly  with  the  old  church.  Forty-five  families  and  forty-four 
communicants  are  all  that  remain.  Conditions  have  changed, 
the  old  Dutch  families  to  a great  extent  have  disappeared.  Oth- 
er churches  have  been  organized  within  the  bounds  of  the 
former  congregation,  and  four  ministers  of  the  Reformed  faith 
are  laboring  now  in  its  original  territory.  The  old  church,  like 
many  others  in  farming  communities,  is  like  a homestead  ven- 
erable with  age,  from  which  many  of  the  children  have  been 
called  away,  the  shrine  of  hallowed  associations  embowered 
amid  undying  memories. 

In  this  parish  Dr.  Duryea  labored  only  a short  time — the 
same  length  of  time,  he  was  accustomed  to  say,  that  St.  Paul 
dwelt  in  the  city  of  Corinth,  about  a year  and  a half — but  the 
labor  was  so  exacting  and  the  pressure  of  toil  so  severe,  that 
great  as  was  Dr.  Duryea’ s physical  strength  and  staunch  his 
constitution,  his  health  was  beginning  to  yield;  and  yet  “per- 
suaded that  the  Lord  had  placed  me  there,”  he  declares,  “ I 
was  content  to  remain  until  Providence  directed  me  elsewhere.” 

During  his  short  ministry,  five  persons  were  received  into 
the  communion  of  the  Church  by  a confession  of  their  faith  in 
Christ,  and  nine  by  certificate  of  Church  membership.  He  of- 
ficiated at  ten  marriages,  and  baptized  twenty-five  infants. 
His  pastorate  ceased  February  ioth,  1839. 

Concerning  the  manner  in  which  the  Lord  directed  him  else- 
where, we  have  an  account  written  by  the  Doctor’s  hand,  and 
will  relate  the  circumstances  as  he  has  recorded  them. 

“ There  was  dwelling  within  the  bounds  of  the  congregation  of  the 
Second  Church  of  Totowa,  at  Paterson,  one  who  knew  me  in  boyhood. 
Through  her  suggestion,  unknown  to  me,  the  Consistory  resolved  to  send 
for  me  by  messenger  rather  than  by  mail.  This  mode  was  preferred,  as 
there  had  been  much  delay  and  disappointment  in  their  correspondence 
with  other  parties  to  supply  the  pulpit.  The  day  the  messengers  started 
for  my  residence,  which  was  at  a much  greater  distance  than  they  sup- 
posed, I set  out  to  visit  my  father,  who  resided  twenty  miles  in  the  direc- 
tion towards  Paterson.  Providentially  we  met  on  the  following  day, 
guided,  each  of  us,  by  an  unseen  hand,  as  really  as  was  Samuel  and  Saul, 
when  the  latter  was  anointed  by  the  former,  King  of  Israel.  Through 
them  a day  was  fixed  on  which  I should  appear  and  be  heard  as  a candi- 
date for  their  vacant  pulpit.  That  day  was  the  second  Sabbath  of  Janu-

ary,  1839.  I preached  on  Saturday  evening  in  the  Consistory  room,  on 
Sabbath  morning  and  evening  in  the  church  and  on  Monday  morning  at- 
tended a funeral  in  the  vicinity.  During  that  week  a call  was  regularly 
moderated  and  sent  me,  which,  after  prayerful  consideration,  I*  accepted. 
The  Classis  of  Orange  having  dissolved  my  connection  with  the  Church  of 
Warwarsing,  February  10th,  I was  dismissed  and  appeared  at  Paterson  to 
occupy  the  pulpit  of  the  Second  Reformed  Church,  the  third  Sabbath,  the 
seventeenth  day  of  February,  and  was  installed  pastor  of  the  church  April 
9th,  1839.” 

The  pastoral  relation  thus  consummated  continued  until  it 
was  arrested  by  death,  or  for  fifty-six  years  and  a half.  In 
April,  1881,  Dr.  Duryea,  in  view  of  the  advancing  infirmities 
of  age,  especially  an  increasing  impairment  of  vision,  which 
was  beyond  the  reach  of  optical  aids,  and  rendered  study  at 
home  and  the  use  of  manuscripts  in  public,  both  difficult  and 
embarrassing,  requested  the  Consistory  to  unite  with  him  in  an 
application  to  the  Classis  of  Paramus  to  dissolve  the  pastoral 
relation.*  With  this  request  the  Consistory  refused  to  comply, 
and  dismissed  the  matter  by  requesting  Dr.  Duryea  to  defer 
pressing  his  application  before  Classis  for  six  months  or  a year. 

When  the  year  rolled  round  Dr.  Duryea  renewed  his  re- 
quest and  the  Consistory,  after  much  hesitation  and  with  the 
deepest  feelings  of  regret,  yielded  to  his  solicitations  to  such  an 
extent  that  at  last  they  consented  not  to  have  the  pastoral  rela- 
tion dissolved,  but  to  ask  Classis  to  relieve  their  pastor  of  the 
responsibilities  of  the  pastorate,  by  declaring  him  pastor  emer- 
itus. With  this  request  of  the  Consistory,  the  Classis  complied 
April  18th,  18S2. 

By  this  action  of  the  Classis,  Dr.  Duryea  was  excused  from 
all  further  services  in  the  church,  but  retained  the  rank,  the 
title  and  the  character,  which  before,  such  declaration  he  en- 
joyed. It  was  not  with  him  an  empty  title.  He  still  main- 
tained the  most  intimate  connection  with  the  church  and  con- 
gregation. He  attended  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  with  the 
same  regularity,  punctuality  and  faithfulness  that  ever  charac- 
terized his  active  ministry.  He  continued  to  teach  a Bible 
class  in  the  Sabbath  School  until  within  a few  years  of  his 

*The  request  of  Dr.  Duryea  was  as  follows: 

To  the  Consistory  of  the  Second  Reformed  Church  of  Totowa  at  Paterson,  N.  J. 

Dear  Brethren: — After  much  and  prayerful  consideration  I have  concluded  to  surrender 
my  call,  which  more  than  forty-two  years  ago  I received  from  this  church.  My  reasons 
for  this  step  are 

First : The  loss  of  the  sight  of  one  of  my  eyes,  which  interferes  much  with  my  public 
ministrations. 

Second:  The  infirmities  of  age,  which  render  it  impossible  to  perform  fully  my  pas- 
toral work.  The  duties,  cares  and  responsibilities  of  my  office  are  greater  than  I am 
physically  able  to  perform.  My  people  are  very  forbearing  and  indulgent, tyet  I know  the 
church  requires  a more  efficient  service  than  I can  render.  I wish  you,  the’refore,  to  unite 
with  me  in  application  to  the  Classis  of  Paramus  at  its  next  regular  session  for  a dissolu- 
tion of  the  pastoral  relation,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May  next.

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death.  He  did  not  cease  to  visit  the  sick  or  to  officiate  at 
funerals.  He  always  took  part  in  the  mid-week  services  and 
assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper,  and  at  all  trines,  by  word  and  deed  and  the  subtle 
might  of  his  far-reaching  influence,  endeavored  to  advance  the 
temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  church.  When  at  last  he 
was  called  to  the  church  of  the  Firstborn,  whose  names  are 
written  in  Heaven,  his  loss  was  like  the  loss  of  a comrade  in 
arms,  who  falls  by  the  soldier’s  side  in  the  heat  of  battle, 
facing  the  enemy ; the  heart  of  the  living  soldier  crying  out 
in  its  bereavement : uAlas ! my  brother,  thou  hast  left  me  to 
contend  alone.” 

A pastorate  so  long  is  exceedingly  rare.  From  1628,  when 
the  Reformed  Church  was  established  in  America,  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  a period  of  267  years,  there  have  been  but  three 
other  pastorates  of  fifty- six  and  a half  years — the  pastor- 
ate of  the  Rev.  James  Brownlee,  D.  D.,  at  Port  Richmond, 
Staten  Island,  from  1835  to  1S95;  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Du 
Bois,  at  Freehold,  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey,  from  1764 
to  1825,  and  of  the  Rev.  Gabriel  Ludlow,  D.  D.,  at  Neshanic, 
Somerset  County,  New  Jersey,  from  1821  to  1878.  Other  pas- 
torates have  been  nearly  as  long.  But  if  from  Dr.  Duryea’s 
pastorate  of  fifty-six  and  a half  years,  vve  take  away' the  thirteen 
years  and  more  since  he  was  declared  pastor  emeritus , leaving 
an  active  pastorate  of  full  responsibility  and  toil,  of  more  than 
forty-three  years  duration,  only  twenty-one  others,*  of  the 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  who  entered  the  ministry  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  previous  to  1853,  have  had 
a pastorate  so  long,  and  only  sixteen,  who  for  forty-three  years 
have  borne  the  whole  burden  of  ministerial  obligation  as  did 
Dr.  Duryea,  without  assistants  or  associates. 

When  this  long  pastorate  was  inaugurated,  the  church  had 
been  organized  but  little  more  than  eleven  years.  Dr.  Duryea 
was  its  fourth  pastor,  and  when  commencing  his  labors  found

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1 87  persons  in  the  communion  of  the  church.  Under  his  care 
and  supervision  the  church  prospered,  its  numbers  increased 
and  its  strength  was  augmented.  When  death  closed  his  pas- 
torate, 87S  persons  had  been  added  to  the  list  of  communicants. 
When  his  active  ministry  ceased  he  had  baptized  1034  persons 
and  married  813  couples.  There  is  no  record  of  the  funerals 
he  attended,  but  at  his  fortieth  anniversary  he  estimated  them 
as  numbering  i,oco. 

To  tell  how  or  with  what'  diligence  and  faithfulness,  during 
all  these  years,  he  wrought  in  the  pulpit  and  in  the  parish ; in 
preaching  the  Word  and  in  household  ministrations,  in  devel- 
oping and  directing  the  spiritual  energies  of  the  people,  main- 
taining peace,  preserving  harmony,  rearing,  without  ostentation 
or  pride,  a spiritual  temple  set  with  jewels  and  garnished  with 
precious  stones,  a habitation  of  God  through  the  Spirit ; would 
be  to  recite  the  history  of  the  church.  With  the  blessing  of 
God  he  made  it  what  it  is.  Those  who  have  followed  him  in 
the  ministerial  office  have  carried  on  the  work  for  which  he 
prepared  the  way,  and  have  labored  ever  with  his  encourage- 
ment and  counsel  and  sympathy  and  aid,  cheered  by  his  pres- 
ence, blessed  by  his  prayers,  strengthened  by  his  influence. 
This  church  is  his  memorial,  its  history,  the  history  of  his  life; 
its  sons  and  daughters,  his  crown  of  rejoicing  ; its  prosperity 
his  eulogy. 

Previous  to  Dr.  Duryea’s  settlement  at  Paterson,  he  was  mar- 
ried by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Van  Vechten,  September  the  fifth, 
1S37,  to  £°phia>  daughter  of  Neal  Townsley,  of  Blooming- 
burgh,  Sullivan  County,  New  York.  He  commenced  his 
labors  at  Paterson,  cheered  by  her  companionship,  encouraged 
by  her  love  and  strengthened  by  her  faith  in  the  Savior  he  pro- 
claimed. Their  home  was  established  in  the  old  parsonage,  so 
well  remembered  by  the  elder  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion, on  the  northeast  corner  of  North  Main  and  Clinton 
streets,  where  Dr.  Duryea  resided  until  1866.  It  was 
a happy  home,  a centre  of  attraction  throughout  the  parish,  but 
over  it  the  angel  of  death,  when  a few  short  months  had  run 
their  round,  spread  his  dark  wings,  and  the  heart  of  the  young 
pastor  was  filled  with  sorrow,  overflowing  with  grief.  After  a 
lingering  illness  of  nearly  two  years  his  wife  was  dead.  She 
died  September  the  sixth,  1842,  in  the  twenty-sixth  year  of  her 
age,  living  just  long  enough  to  behold  the  light  of  the  fifth  anni- 
versary of  her  wedding  day.  An  estimable  woman,  a Christian 
from  youth,  professing  Christ,  when  a girl  of  thirteen  and  grow- 
ing daily  in  conformity  to  Him,  she  exhibited  the  beauty  of  Chris- 
tian womanhood,  and  fitted  alike  by  nature  and  by  grace  for  a life 
of  usefulness  in  the  station  she  occupied,  was  greatly  endeared 


to  the  hearts  of  the  people.  Her  death,  lamented  by  those  to 
whom  her  husband  ministered,  exhibited  most  clearly  the 
power  of  Divine  grace  to  make  the  Christian’s  dying  bed  “seem 
soft  as  downy  pillows  are.”  Hope  was  triumphant  and  faith 
was  strong,  discerning  a fairer  home  than  any  on  earth,  and  be- 
holding the  glory  in  which  angels  delight  and  which  the  re- 
deemed eternally  share  with  the  glorified  Christ.  Her  spirit 
rests  in  a “building  of  God  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the 
heavens.”  Her  body  sleeps  near  the  home  of  her  childhood  in 
the  Bloomingburgh  cemetery,  beneath  clustered  trees,  where 
birds- build  their  nests  and  sing  over  her  grave  a melody  which 
seems  an  echo  of  the  praise  she  is  constantly  voicing: 

“Where  Jesus  sits  exalted 
In  Godlike  majesty.”* 

April  the  tentn,  1S44,  Dr.  Duryea  was  married  by  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Leggett,  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Robert  R.  Thompson, 
of  Crawford,  and  widow  of  Robert  Wallace,  of  Goshen,  Orange 
County,  New  York. 

Mr.  Wallace  was  a merchant  whose  upright  conduct  had  ac- 
quired the  esteem  and  confidence  of  his  fellow  citizens.  With 
bright  prospects  for  the  future  and  a home  cheered  with  the 
presence  of  two  little  children,  he  was  called  in  life’s  prime  to 
his  eternal  abode. 


*The  following  obituary  of  Mrs.  Sophia  Townsley  Duryea  appeared  shortly  after  her 
death- 

“ Her  protracted  and  very  painful  illness  of  near  two  years  she  bore  with  great 
patience  and  resignation.  To  that  Redeemer  who  sustained  her  in  her  last  days  she  con- 
secrated herself  in  early  life,  having  made  a public  profession  of  her  faith  at  the  age  of  14. 
While  she  lived  she  adorned  that  profession.  God’s  Word  was  her  constant  companion, 
and  she  had  her  mind  well  stored  with  its  sacred  contents.  She  lived  a life  of  prayer.  Her 
mild  and  amiable  temper,  sweetened  by  the  sanctifying  influences  of  the  blessed  Gospel, 
rendered  her  exceedingly  dear  to  all  her  friends.  Her  heart  was  enlarged  by  a generous 
and  expansive  benevolence;  she  ardently  loved  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  and  rejoiced  in 
nothing  so  much  as  its  prosperity.  She  seemed  willing  to  sacrifice  everything  for  the  good 
of  others,  and  was  ever  employed  in  devising  some  means  by  which  the  poor  and  suffer- 
ing might  be  relieved  and  comforted.  She  lived  not  to  herself.  Well  fitted  for  usefulness 
in  the  station  she  occupied  she  became  greatly  endeared  to  the  people  among  whom  her 
husband  labored  in  the  Gospel,  and  desired  only  to  be  spared  that  she  might  be  more  use- 
ful in  her  Saviour’s  cause  on  earth. 

Naturally  of  a timid,  doubting  turn  of  mind,  the  enemy  took  advantage  of  this  circum- 
stance to  harass  her  soul,  during  much  of  her  life,  with  bitter  anxiety  as  to  her  gracious 
state.  But  grace  triumphed — “at  evening  time  it  was  light.” 

During  the  last  three  weeks  of  her  illness  her  mind  was  clear  and  composed  and  she 
was  continually  longing  for  that  rest  that  remains  for  the  people  of  God.  Death,  that  had 
before  filled  her  with  such  alarm,  now  lost  its  sting,  and  she  viewed  its  approach  without 
terror  or  apprehension,  ardently  desiring  to  be  absent  from  the  body  and  present  with  the 
Lord.  “ O my  Saviour,  come  and  take  me  to  Thyself.”  “ Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come  quick- 
ly,” was  the  constant  aspiration  of  her  soul. 

A few  hours  before  she  breathed  her  last  she  was  told  she  could  continue  but  a short 
time;  she  said,  “0,1  long  to  be  away;”  “ I shall  soon  be  with  the  angels  in  glory.”  Men- 
tioning the  name  of  an  absent  sister,  she  said:  “ Tell  her  I am  going  to  my  Lord  and  Sav- 
iour.” During  the  intervals  in  which  her  bodily  distress  was  a little  abated,  she  seemed 
deeply  agonizing  in  prayer.  Presently  she  said:  “Now  I’m  going,”  and  in  a moment, 
without  a struggle  or  a groan,  “ fell  asleep.” 

Her  mourning  relatives  and  friends  may  be  comforted  by  the  reflection  that  their  loss 
i9  her  everlasting  gain. 

“ Then  let  us  forbear  to  complain, 

That  now  she  has  gone  from  our  sight; 

We  soon  shall  behold  her  again, 

With  new  and  redoubled  delight.” 
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Mrs.  Wallace  was  an  amiable,  affectionate,  lovely  woman. 
Mild,  gentle,  winning  in  her  ways,  captivating  the  hearts  of 
those  with  whom  she  associated,  and  exhibiting  amid  all  the 
experiences  of  life,  a sweet  submission  to  the  will  of  God.  If 
a heart  whose  every  emotion  is  pure,  reaching  after  God,  and 
a disposition  whose  every  impulse  is  kind,  tenderly  regarding 
the  happiness  of  others,  were  any  guarantee  for  a long  and  use- 
ful life,  she  would  have  continued  for  years  unnumbered,  to 
bless  the  earth  with  her  virtues  and  to  cheer  with  her  presence 
the  lonely  home  to  which  Dr.  Duryea  brought  her  a bride.  But 
this  was  not  to  be.  “Death  loves  a shining  mark,”  and  before 
eight  years  had  completed  their  round,  on  Saturday,  February 
the  twenty-first,  1S52,  when  scarcely  thirty-six  years  of  age,  her 
life  on  earth  was  ended,  her  life  in  Heaven  begun. 

The  eight  years  preceding  her  death  were  years  of  alternat- 
ing joy  and  sorrow,  bringing  their  full  measure  of  earthly  good, 
of  Divinely-wise  chastening  and  of  hallowed  delight.  Sons 
and  daughters  were  born  to  the  pastor;  John,  Robert,  Mary, 
Elizabeth.  The  parsonage  echoed  and  re-echoed  with  their 
glee,  a cheerful  home,  where  peace  and  love  dwelt  in  unison 
together,  and  over  all  the  abiding  presence  of  Almighty  God. 
But  severe  affliction,  in  heavy  robes  of  deepest  woe,  entered 
upon  and  darkened  the  beautiful  scene.  March  the  fifteenth, 
1850,  little  Robert,  the  youngest  son  of  the  family  circle,  scarce- 
ly four  years  old,  was  cradled  in  the  tomb. 

Such  experiences  are  not  rare,  but  their  bitterness  and  woe 
are  known  only  to  those  who  discover  in  their  homes  an  empty 
chair  and  find  in  their  hearts  a vacant  place  once  filled  by  a 
lisping,  prattling  child.  It  was  a sad  hour,  trying  the  soul  and 
testing  faith  ; and  the  tears  it  occasioned  were  scarcely  dried, 
when  the  fond  mother,  still  in  life’s  prime,  followed  her  child. 
She  had  lived  in  daily  fellowship  with  Christ,  and  when  called 
to  say  farewell  to  the  dear  ones  of  earth,  she  bowed  submissive- 
ly to  the  will  of  God,  committed  her  children  to  the  Heavenly 
Father,  and  comforted  the  weeping  loved  ones  gathered  around 
her  expiring  form,  with  faith’s  triumphant  declaration,  “ I am 
not  afraid  to  die,  I have  cast  the  anchor  of  my  hope  on  the 
Rock  of  Ages.”*  Her  body  reposes  in  Cedar  Lawn  Cemetery, 


*The  following  obituary  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Thompson  Duryea,  appeared  a short  time 
after  her  death  : ‘‘ In  this  afflictive  bereavement,  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  has  lost  a 
warm  friend  and  a consistent  member — one  who  ‘adorned  the  doctrine  of  God  her  Saviour 
by  a holy  walk  and  conversation.’  Her  pilgrimage  is  now  over,  and  her  seat  in  the  fam- 
ily circle,  as  well  as  in  the  couits  of  the  Lord’s  House,  is  empty.  Mrs.  Duryea,  in  com- 
mon with  all  the  children  of  God,  was  called  to  experience  severe  trials  and  bereavements. 
Time  after  time  she  was  summoned  to  witness  the  solemn  scene  which  a death-bed  pre- 
sents ; to  behold  her  dear  relatives  in  the  agonies  of  dissolving  nature  ; and  when  the  last 
event  had  taken  place,  to  commit  them  to  the  dust  whence  they  were  taken.  These  she 
regarded  as  kind  and  serious  warnings  given  her  of  her  own  latter  end  ; for  she  knew  that 
the  sun  of  happiness  does  not  always  shine;  that  there  is  a time  when  the  fondest  on 
earth  must  separate  ; that  there  is  an  enemy  whose  stroke  no  human  power  can  resist ; 
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on  the  banks  of  the  Passaic.  Her  spirit  abides  with  the  Sav- 
ior she  trusted, 

“High  in  yonder  realms  of  light, 

With  the  raptured  saints  above, 

Far  beyond  our  feeble  sight, 

Happy  in  Immanuel’s  love.” 

She  left  five  children;  Sarah  and  Harriette  Wallace,  John, 
Mary  and  Elizabeth  Duryea.  The  child  last  named,  an  infant 
when  her  mother  died,  gave  sweetest  promise  in  early  youth  of 
a lovely  womanhood,  but  Jesus  plucked  the  opening  bud,  and 
the  flower  expanded  in  Heaven.  She  died  February  the  four- 
teenth, 1864,  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  her  age. 

These  sorrows  and  bereavements  which  darkened  the  early 
years  of  Dr.  Duryea’ s ministry,  interpreted  by  the  teaching  of 
Divine  inspiration  : It  is  good  for  a man  to  bear  the  yoke  in 

his  youth,”  and  estimated  by  the  grandeur  of  his  subsequent 
life,  were  blessings,  like  the  raindrops  soon  to  fall,  hidden  in  a 
cloud,  and  were  wisely  designed  and  graciously  directed,  to  a 
glorious  issue.  Through  his  own  experience  he  learned  the  value 
of  the  truths  he  proclaimed  ami  the  preciousness  of  the  consolations 
with  which  he  was  sent  forth  to  minister  to  the  perishing.  As 
Jesus  Christ,  the  great  Captain  of  Salvation,  was  made  perfect 
through  suffering — or  through  his  personal  participation  in  the 
miseries  of  the  lost  ones  he  came  to  save,  was  made  a perfect 
Captain  of  Salvation — so  Dr.  Duryea,  through  the  things  he 
suffered,  was  fitted  for  efficient  service  in  the  House  of  the 
Lord  and  in  the  homes  of  the  people ; a minister  who  could 
testify  as  did  the  Apostles:  That  which  we  have  seen  with 

our  eyes,  which  we  have  looked  upon  and  our  hands  have 
handled  of  the  word  of  life,  declare  we  unto  you  a pastor 
drawing  from  the  wells  of  salvation  the  refreshing  waters  his 
own  weary  soul  had  enjoyed,  and  bringing  from  Gilead  the 
soothing  balm  whose  virtues  had  healed  his  own  wounded 
spirit.  Natural  endowments  of  disposition  and  character  con- 
tributed much  towards  fitting  him  for  the  work  to  which  he  was 
called,  but  the  secret  of  his  efficiency,  his  evident  identification 
with  the  sorrows  of  others,  his  ready  apprehension  of  the  heart’s 
need,  his  quick  perception  of  the  truth  that  would  comfort;  the 

that  they  who  are  lovely  and  pleasant  in  their  lives  may  be  separated  in  their  death.  Her 
resignation  to  the  will  of  God  was  most  exemplary  ; and  though  her  sufferings  were  most 
acute,  in  no  instance  did  she  even  murmur  at  the  trying  dispensation  of  Providence.  Her 
concern  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  her  children  induced  her  frequently  to  exhort  them  to 
seek  the  Lord  in  early  life,  and,  especially  on  the  day  on  which  she  died,  she  expressed  a 
desire  that  all  the  family  should  be  with  her;  and  as  long  as  strength  would  permit,  she 
continued  her  affectionate  admonitions,  accompanied  with  frequent  expressions  of  a well- 
grounded  hope  of  being  with  Christ.  Her  breathing,  from  the  nature  of  the  complaint, 
became  so  painful  and  difficult,  as  to  render  her  almost  unable  to  speak.  Among  the  last 
words  which  she  uttered  were  these:  ‘I  am  not  afraid  of  death.’  ‘Come,  Lord  Jesus, 
come  quickly.’  ‘I  have  cast  the  anchor  of  my  hope  on  the  Rock  of  ages.’  ‘I  know  that 
He  will  keep  what  I have  committed  to  Him.’  ‘Father,  into  thy  hands  I commend  my 
spirit.’  Having  thus  expressed  her  confidence  in  God,  she  peacefully  fell  asleep  in  Jesus.”

broad  extent  of  his  sympathies,  the  compassionate  tones  of  his 
voice,  the  tenderness  of  his  accents,  with  the  aptness  of  his 
words,  the  appropriateness  of  his  prayers,  the  fervor  of  his  sup- 
plications, the  spirit  that  animated  his  intercourse  with  the  peo- 
ple ; these  things  which  made  his  ministry  a blessing  and  a 
power,  which  won  the  hearts  of  his  parishioners  and  cheered 
their  souls  with  the  joys  of  salvation,  were  the  ripened  fruit  of 
natural  endowments,  sanctified  by  Divine  grace  in  the  furnace 
of  affliction,  the  harvest  gathered  from  the  death-darkened 
home  where  bereavement  frequently  rested  in  her  flight,  where 
sorrow  brooded,  quickening  tears,  and  wailing  grief  made 
known  her  woe  in  sad  and  solemn  dirge. 

“Afflictions  lasting  but  a day, 

Refine  and  purge  the  dross  away. 

The  rugged  metal  of  the  mine, 

Must  burn  before  its  surface  shine; 

But  plung’d  within  the  furnace  flame, 

It  bends  and  melts  tlio’  still  the  same, 

But,  purified  by  fire.” 

Tuesday,  December  twelfth,  1S54,  the  Rev.  William  R. 
Gordon,  D.  D.,  officiating,  Dr.  Duryea  married  Sarah  Jane 
Burhans,  daughter  of  John  Burhans,  of  Oldham,  Manchester 
Township,  Passaic  County,  New  Jersey.  The  union  thus 
formed  continued  uninten uptedly  for  more  than  forty  years, 
hallowed,  sanctified,  blest.  Mrs.  Duryea’s  fidelity  to  her  hus- 
band’s motherless  children,  her  care  of  his  household,  her  faith- 
fulness to  the  church  to  which  he  ministered,  her  readiness  for 
every  good  work,  her  loving  devotion,  her  anxious  solicitude 
for  her  husband’s  comfort  and  welfare,  filling  his  home  with  the 
cheer  and  delight  of  conjugal  bliss,  and  so  “ soothing  his  pass- 
age through  a world  of  care,”  that  amid  all  the  infirmities  of 
advancing  years,  he  could  say  in  relation  to  his  domestic  life, 
“at  evening  time  it  is  light;”  all  this  is  a story  of  sweetest 
melody,  whose  beautiful  stanzas,  with  interesting  minutia  of 
incident  and  scene,  cannot  be  told  until  the  long,  affectionate 
companionship,  interrupted  now  by  a narrow  grave,  becomes 
an  eternal  reality  in  Heaven. 

The  great  work  of  Dr.  Duryea’s  life  was  the  oversight  of  the 
church  committed  to  his  care.  His  ruling  ambition  was  a 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  ministry.  He  sought  no 
higher  honor,  and  desired  no  greater  fame  than  the  approba- 
tion of  God  shining  forth  in  divine  blessing  upon  his  labors  to 
extend  the  sway  over  the  hearts  of  mankind  of  the  Christ  he 
proclaimed.  This  did  not,  however,  render  him  unmindful  of 
the  welfare  of  the  community  in  which  he  resided.  In  the 
early  years  of  his  ministry,  the  free  school  system,  which  he 
heartily  advocated,  was  not  thoroughly  established.  He  be- 
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lieved  in  a liberal  education  and  thought  that  the  common- 
wealth should  furnish  free  instruction  for  every  child.  His  fel- 
low-citizens sought  his  aid  in  developing  their  educational  in- 
stitutions and  placed  under  his  care,  as  Superintendent,  the 
public  schools  of  Manchester  township.  His  service,  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  teachers  for  the  public 
schools  of  Passaic  County,  were  also  demanded  for  a period  of 
twenty  years.  His  labors  in  these  official  positions  were  ren- 
dered with  the  zeal  and  fidelity  that  are  ever  the  fruit  of  a con- 
scientious conviction  that  “ public  office  is  a public  trust,”  and 
are  remembered  with  delight  by  many  who  in  former  years 
were  public  school  teachers. 

Dr.  Duryea  was  also  greatly  interested  in  whatever  pertained 
to  the  advancement  and  prosperity  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America.  He  was  thoroughly  loyal  to  its  ecclesiastical  polity, 
in  hearty  sympathy  with  its  benevolent  work,  and  ever  incul- 
cated, not  only  by  precept,  but  also  by  example,  a liberal  sup- 
port of  its  institutions. 

From  1S46  to  1858  he  served  the  Classis  of  Paramus  as 
Stated  Clerk,  and  April  the  ninth,  18S9,  the  Classis  met  in  the 
Second  Church  at  Paterson  and  commemorated  the  fiftieth  an- 
niversary of  his  reception  as  a member  of  the  Classis,  with  ap- 
propriate and  interesting  exercises.* 

In  1873  he  was  elected  by  the  General  Synod  a member  of 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  so  continued  through  suc- 
cessive triennial  elections  for  a period  of  twelve  years.  Dur- 
ing the  last  ten  years  of  this  time,  he  was  a member  of  the 
Board’s  Executive  Committee,  which  bears  the  responsibility 
of  the  daily  Oversight  of  the  interests  connected  wfith  the  evan- 
gelization of  our  own  country,  so  far  as  it  may  be  accom- 
plished through  the  extension  and  upbuilding  of  the  Reformed 
Church. 

Throughout  his  active  ministry  Dr.  Duryea  was  a busy  man, 
a diligent  student  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  and  a constant 
reader  of  the  theological  literature  of  the  day,  that  the  thoughts 
of  others  might  quicken  and  develop  his  own.  He  was  a care- 
ful sermonizer,  writing  out  his  discourses  in  full,  from  the  be- 
ginning to  the  end.  His  manuscripts,  which  he  always  used 
in  the  pulpit,  were  models  of  neatness;  with  scarcely  an  eras- 

*On  this  occasion  the  church  was  elaborately  decorated  and  the  services  were  conduct- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Peter  Crispell,  of  Warwick,  N.  Y. , the  President  of  Classis,  assisted  in  the 
devotional  exercises  by  the  Rev.  Anson  DuBois,  D.  D.,  of  Athenia,  N.  J.,  and  the  Rev.

ure  or  interlineation,  the  evidence  of  a workman  who  thinks 
out  his  work  and  works  out  his  thoughts  with  calm  delibera- 
tion, that  the  people  may  receive  the  best  he  can  give. 

Dr.  Duryea’s  preaching  was  expository  and  doctrinal,  but 
experimental  instead  of  dogmatic,  presenting  the  truth  in  its 
practical  application  to  the  lives  of  mankind.  His  text  was  in 
reality,  and  not  in  name  only,  the  foundation  of  his  sermon. 
The  mind  of  the  Spirit  as  revealed  in  the  text,  he  ever  brought 
out  distinctly  and  clearly,  through  chaste  and  plain  language, 
awakening  the  conviction,  by  his  free  use  of  Scripture,  that  for 
what  he  declared  there  was  a “thus  saith  the  Lord,’’  and  that 
the  message  he  delivered  was  a message  from  God.  His  style 
was  dignified,  stately  and  grave,  never  descending  to  triviality, 
never  marred  with  conventional  cant,  never  disgraced  with 
sensational,  trickery,  but  ever  as  pure  as  molten  gold  and  as 
choice  as  finest  wheat ; impressing  the  heart  with  the  import- 
ance of  the  truths  he  uttered,  as  well  as  with  the  candor  and 
sincerity  of  the  speaker.* 

His  literary  tastes  were  cultured  and  refined,  causing  him  to 
delight  in  literary  pursuits,  which  he  never  abandoned  until  a 
short  time  before  his  death.  For  literary  fame  he  had  no  de- 
sire. His  only  publications  were  issued  by  request,  addresses 
and  pamphlets,  whose  excellence  awakens  the  regret  that  they 
are  not  more  numerous.  His  last  literary  labor  was  the  prep- 
aration of  an  essay  entitled  “The  Fulfillment  of  Messianic 
Prophecy,”  and  was  read,  a few  months  ago,  before  the  Minis- 
terial Association  of  Paterson  of  which  he  was  a member. y 
Through  its  beauty  and  power  it  held  the  attention  and  re- 
ceived the  highest  commendation.  Its  closing  utterances, 
which  subsequent  events  have  made  farewell  words,  are  worthy 
of  record.  We  can  never  forget  the  solemnity  of  the  moment 
or  its  heart-touching  impressiveness,  when  pausing  for  an  in- 
stant, his  features  illumined  with  a holy  joy,  as  if,  like  Stephen, 
he  was  gazing  into  an  open  Heaven,  his  voice  pulsating  with 
the  earnestness  of  his  emotion,  he  read  from,  a manuscript, 
quivering  in  the  trembling  hand  of  age,  the  words  : 

“And  now,  after  more  than  half  a century  of  the  study  and  preaching 
of  the  glorious  truths  of  the  blessed  Gospel,  my  mind  rests  with  still 
stronger  assurance  of  their  veracity.  Years  ago  I ventured  my  eternal 
welfare  upon  them.  I now  feel  no  more  doubt  that  this  word  is  the  truth 
of  the  ever  living  God,  than  if  I had,  with  Isaiah,  seen  the  King  in  his 

*This  testimony  is  borne  by  one  who  never  heard  Dr.  Duryea  preach,  but  who  since 
his  decease  has  carefully  examined  a number  of  his  manuscripts  and  has  found  them  soul- 
refreshing and  uplifting,  full  of  precious  truth,  instructive  and  edifying,  pathetic  and  per 
suasive,  appealing  tenderly  and  lovingly,  and  yet  with  power,  to  the  mind  and  heart.

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beauty  and  heard  His  voice  in  the  Holy  Temple.  Upon  the  truths  of  this 
precious  Book  of  God  I have  anchored  my  precious,  undying  soul,  and 
come  what  may,  I feel  assured  of  eternal  safety.  The  mountains  may  de- 
part and  the  hills  be  removed,  but  I know  the  kindness  of  my  God  and 
Savior  cannot  depart  from  me,  nor  his  covenant  of  peace  be  removed.  As 
year  after  year  of  my  ministry  has  rolled  around  I have  become  more  and 
more  assured  that  this  Book  is  the  voice  of  God,  as  fully  assured  as  though 
I had  stood  with  Moses  on  the  mount  and  heard  the  utterance  of  the 
Divine  majesty.  I venture  my  soul  on  the  truth  of  its  teaching,  and  if  I 
had  ten  thousand  souls  I would  venture  them  all.” 

Such  testimony  cannot  be  overthrown.  Science  cannot  an- 
nounce her  discoveries  in  language  more  positive.  Mathemat- 
ics cannot  tell  the  sum  of  two  numbers  with  greater  certainty. 
Jesus  Christ  declared  : “ If  any  man  will  do  his  will  lie  will 
know  of  the  doctrine  whether  it  be  of  God.”  After  living  the 
truths  of  the  Gospel  for  sixty-seven  years,  Dr.  Duryea  leaves 
the  world,  as  his  last  recorded  utterance,  the  declaration:  “I 
know  that  the  Bible  is  the  Word  of  God.” 

As  we  repeat  his  words  it  seems  as  if  these  walls  he  loved  so 
well  were  vibrating  once  more  with  the  familiar  sound  of  the 
voice  his  death  has  silenced  forever.  It  was  a splendid  voice, 
clear  and  full  and  strong,  with  a peculiar  softness  and  sweet- 
ness and  melody  which  pleased  the  ear  and  won  the  heart.  Its 
cadences  when  heard  in  prayer  were  like  the  accents  of  a child, 
full  of  trusting  confidence  and  filial  delight  in  the  Father’s  pres- 
ence, or  when  occasion  demanded,  pathetic  with  tones  of  sym- 
pathy and  importunity  of  supplication.  It  was  a voice  typical 
of  the  character  of  the  man,  strong  and  clear,  but  sweet  and 
mild,  pleasant  and  sympathetic. 

Dr.  Duryea  was  all  this  and  more,  a man  of  strength  in 
every  element  of  a noble  manhood.  Strong  in  body,  with  a 
robust  frame  and  a commanding  presence,  he  was  also  strong 
in  spirit,  seldom  discouraged,  never  despairing,  rejoicing  ever 
in  God.  Strong  in  mental  energy  and  power,  with  a firm  will 
and  a resolute  purpose,  he  was  also  strong  in  moral  character, 
with  determination  steadfast,  with  zeal  unflagging  and  with  de- 
votion unwavering  to  conscientious  convictions  and  apprehen- 
sions of  duty. 

He  was  an  upright  man,  honest  both  in  thought  and  deed. 
He  was  honest  with  himself.  He  was  honest  with  his  fellow- 
men.  He  was  honest  with  God.  He  met  his  obligations  and 
fulfilled  his  trusts  with  promptness  and  fidelity,  ever  true  to  his 
word  and  faithful  to  his  promises. 

He  was  an  artless  man,  without  pretence  or  empty  show,  as 
pure  and  clear  as  transparent  glass,  a guileless  man,  whose 
motives  and  aims  were  not  obscured,  and  whose  purposes  were 
accomplished,  without  sophistry  in  his  speech  or  deceit  on  his 
tongue,  or  cunning  craftiness  in  his  heart  or  fair  words  conceal- 
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ing  unfair  thoughts,  or  worthy  deeds  hiding  unworthy  designs. 

He  was  a kind  man,  with  a mild  disposition  and  a loving 
heart.  His  genial  spirit  flowed  like  a peaceful  river.  If  op- 
posed in  its  progress  by  rocks  and  boulders  it  eddied  about 
them  with  nothing  harsher  than  a rippling  wave.  “Offences 
must  needs  come,”  but  his  indignation,  neither  passionate  nor 
boisterous,  in  kindness  sought  out  and  with  delight  found,  the 
mild.answer  that  turneth  away  wrath.  Gentle  and  affectionate, 
he  spoke  evil  of  no  one,  but  ever  had  a word  to  cheer,  or  to 
encourage  or  to  brighten  the  hearts  of  those  whom  he  met,  or  to 
exhibit  the  virtues  of  those  whom  others  might  be  ready  to  con- 
demn. Compassionate  and  benevolent,  without  ostentation,  he 
blessed  the  poor  with  his  bounty,  doing  good  as  he  had  oppor- 
tunity. Throughout  his  long  pastorate  the  people  to  whom  he 
ministered  never  sought  him  in  vain  for  counsel,  or  sympathy, 
or  aid,  while  in  his  home,  the  testing  place  of  dispositional  vir- 
tue, his  memory  is  fragrant  with  the  delectable  odors  of  loving- 
kindness and  unlimited  tenderness. 

He  was  a cheerful  man  ; serving  the  Lord  with  gladness  and 
giving  heed  to  the  divine  admonition  : “ Be  ye  not  as  the  hypo- 
crites are,  of  a sad  countenance.”  He  rejoiced  in  the  light  and 
discovered  the  brightness  beyond  the  clouds.  A genial  com- 
panion, he  delighted  in  social  intercourse  and  did  not  consider 
a hearty  laugh  sinful,  nor  think  it  imperilled  eternal  blessed- 
ness to  appreciate  a joke.  It  was  a pleasure  to  meet  him  and 
receive  his  greetings.  There  was  good  cheer  in  his  counte- 
nance, there  was  Irish  wit  in  his  heart,  there  was  Scottish 
humor  in  his  blood,  there  were  Dutch  cordiality  and  hospital- 
ity in  his  soul.  His  brethren  in  the  ministry  delighted  in  his 
society,  loving  him,  respecting  him,  revering  and  admiring,  as 
well  as  enjoying,  his  cheerful  bearing  and  pleasant  ways,  even 
amid  the  weary  infirmities  and  enfeeblements  of  age. 

But  more  than  all,  Dr.  Duryea  was  a Christly  man.  This  is 
the  sum  of  all  his  virtues,  the  crowning  excellency  of  his  moral 
character.  He  was  a monument  of  grace.  He  seemed  meet 
to  be  a partaker  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light,  long 
before  his  departure  home,  and  to  have  tarried  on  the  earth, 
through  the  kindness  of  God,  to  exhibit  the  ennobling  and  en- 
riching power  of  the  Redeemer’s  grace.  He  was  a thorough 
Christian ; a man  mighty  in  faith,  discerning  the  Father’s  pres- 
ence, the  Savior’s  suretyship,  the  verity  of  the  promises  and 
the  eternal  reality  of  things  unseen  ; a man  exultant  in  hope, 
resting  in  the  Lord  and  waiting  patiently  for  Him  ; a man 
abounding  in  charity,  dealing  gently  with  the  erring  and  bless- 
ing with  his  bounty  the  needy  and  distressed  ; a man  estab- 
lished in  righteousness,  overcoming  the  temptations  of  the 
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world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil ; a man  clothed  with  humility, 
contrite  and  penitent,  claiming  nothing  through  merit,  daily 
breathing  the  prayer  : “ God  be  merciful  to  me  a sinner,”  yet 
expecting  all  things,  even  life  everlasting,  through  Jesus 
Christ ; a man  enriched  with  every  element  of  dispositional 
virtue. 

“A  combination  and  a form  indeed, 

Where  every  virtue  seem’d  to  set  its  seal; 

To  give  the  world  assurance  of  a man.” 

He  lived  in  daily  intercourse  and  communion  with  God.  His 
life  was  a life  of  prayer.  He  received  at  the  mercy-seat,  before 
which  he  knelt  in  secret,  all  needed  strength  for  duty  and  the 
unction  from  on  high  which  made  him  mighty  in  prayer  when 
leading  the  devotions  of  the  people.  He  will  ever  be  remem- 
bered by  him  who  utters  these  words  as  emphatically  a man  of 
prayer.  During  the  present  ministry  the  only  part  he  has 
taken  in  the  services  of  the  Lord’s  House,  has  been  to  pray. 
To  us  he  has  seemed  a father  in  Israel,  whose  conversation 
was  in  Heaven,  but  who,  like  his  Divine  Master,  loved  to  re- 
sort where  prayer  was  wont  to  be  made,  and  was  faithful  in  his 
attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  sanctuary;  a saint  walking 
with  God,  whose  voice  in  prayer  was  an  inspiration  and  a 
blessing,  a benediction  of  strength  and  encouragement,  a bap- 
tism from  on  high.  He  entered  Heaven  with  prayer. 

His  last  appearance  in  the  sanctuary  was  Sabbath  morning, 
July  14th.  He  was  not  well,  and  returning  to  his  home,  never 
left  it  again  until  he  entered  the  Heavenly  Father’s  House.  His 
days  of  illness  were  days  of  pain,  gradually  wearing  away  his 
strength,  until  exhausted  he  died.  As  the  weary  hours  were 
passing  by  he  eased  his  suffering  by  lifting  his  heart  in  prayer, 
as  Jesus  did  in  Gethsemane,  or  by  directing  his  mind  to  the 
truths  he  loved,  repeating  with  delight  the  precious  thoughts  of 
God.  His  last  days  were  days  of  pain,  but  they  were  also  days 
of  peace,  and  as  they  followed  each  other  he  could  be  heard 
saying  over  and  over  and  over  again  : “I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
liveth  ; I have  finished  my  course,  I have  kept  the  faith,  hence- 
forth there  is  laid  up  for  me  a crown  of  righteousness,  which 
the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  will  give  me.  Thanks  be  unto 
God,  who  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.” 

The  voice  became  feeble,  the  eye  grew  dim,  the  heart  ceased 
beating,  death  came,  pain  was  over,  peace  reigned  supreme, — 
for  so  He  giveth  His  beloved  sleep, — and  a voice  was  heard 
from  Heaven  saying : “ Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the 
Lord,  from  henceforth,  yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest 
from  their  labors  and  their  works  do  follow  them.” 
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“He’s  gone  to  gain  the  conqueror’s  crown, 

And  bright  that  golden  crown  shall  be, 

For  sparkling  gems  shall  stud  it  round, 

The  trophies  of  his  ministry.” 

His  body  sleeps  in  Cedar  Lawn,  on  the  banks  of  the  Passaic, 
in  the  valley  he  loved.  There  we  laid  it  to  rest  in  the  name 
and  hope  of  Jesus  and  the  Resurrection. 

There  we  left  it  in  silence  as  the  sun  was  drawing  near  its 
setting,  the  voices  of  nature  whispering  peace.  Through  the 
solitude  of  that  sad  night  the  stars  looked  down  out  of  heaven 
watchfully,  and  so  will  keep  their  nightly  vigils  until  the  bodies 
of  those  who  sleep  in  Christ  shall  arise,  fashioned  like  the  glo- 
rious body  of  their  Lord. 

44  Looking  for  that  blessed  hope,  the  glorious  appearing  of 
the  great  God,  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ,”  we  anticipate  a happy 
reunion  with  all  the  pious  dead,  and  should  honor  their  mem- 
ories by  emulating  their  virtues  and  living  as  they  lived,  a life 
of  faith  in  the  Son  of  God. 

From  every  grave  of  the  sainted  dead,  as  the  living  garland 
them  with  flowers,  or  eulogize  the  memories  of  those  whose 
dust  they  contain,  there  is  a voice,  small  and  still,  but  heart- 
touching as  a mother’s,  uttering  the  command  : “Ho  ! quit  ye 
like  men.  The  grace  of  Jesus  Christ  is  sufficient  for  thee.” 

But  from  the  grave  of  the  Christian  pastor,  honored,  revered 
and  loved,  unnumbered  memories  reaching,  through  the  years 
gone  by,  to  homes  darkened  by  death,  or  ringing  with  the 
chimes  of  marriage  bells  ; or  to  baptismal  fonts,  whose  waters 
reflect  the  image  of  a dearly  loved  babe  whom  God  wanted  in 
Heaven  ; or  to  sacramental  scenes  of  solemn  grandeur  and  holy 
communion  with  the  loved  who  have  entered  into  rest;  or  to 
hours  of  reverent  worship,  when  the  spoken  word  lost  its  hu- 
man accents  and  the  sanctuary  was  a Bethel  filled  with  the 
conscious  presence  of  God  and  overshadowed  by  an  open 
Heaven;  from  the  pastor’s  grave  unnumbered  memories  like 
these  voice  themselves  sweetly  in  well  remembered  and  famil- 
iar accents,  tenderly  saying:  44 We  beseech  you  and  exhort  you 
by  the  Lord  Jesus  that  as  ye  have  received  of  us  how  ye  ought 
to  walk  and  to  please  God,  so  ye  would  abound  more  and 
more,  that  the  Lord  may  establish  your  hearts  unblamable  in 
holiness  before  God,  even  our  Father,  at  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  all  his  saints.” 

To  him  be  glory  and  honor  and  dominion  and  power,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 


THE  FUNERAL  SERVICES. 


At  the  Church,  Friday  Afternoon,  August  9th,  1895.

II.  The  Devotional  Exercises. 

These  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Theo.  W.  Welles,  D.  D., 
who  offered  the  Invocation.  The  Scriptures  were  read  by  the 
Rev.  David  W.  Hutchinson,  of  the  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Paterson.  Prayer  was  offered  at  the  opening  of  the 
service  by  the  Rev.  Cornelius  E.  Crispell,  D.  D.,  of  Spring 
Valley,  N.  Y.,  and  at  the  close  by  the  Rev.  John  H.  Robinson, 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  Paterson.  The  hymn 
Asleep  in  Jesus , was  announced  by  the  Rev.  John  A.  Van 
Neste,  of  Ridgewood,  N.  J.,  and  impressively  sung  by  the 
quartette  choir  of  the  church  to  the  tune  entitled  Rest. 

III.  The  Addresses. 

1.  The  Address  delivered  by  the  Pastor  of  the  Church , 
Rev.  Theo.  W.  Welles , D.  D. 

The  death  which  has  occasioned  our  assembling  here  to-day 
closed  an  earthly  life  of  extraordinary  piety  and  consecration 
to  God.  Its  completeness  and  beauty,  its  usefulness  and  bless- 
edness, cause  a host  of  Scriptural  utterances  to  come  trooping 
through  the  mind,  arresting  the  attention  and  suggesting  each 
a different  but  an  appropriate  theme  for  these  funeral  solemni- 
ties. The  number  of  such  utterances  is  so  vast  it  causes  em- 
barrassment, giving  birth  to  the  thought  that  there  is  not  a 
word  in  the  Holy  Bible  descriptive  of  the  Christian  life  and 
character  and  disposition  that  would  not  form  an  appropriate 
epitaph  for  the  beloved  brother  about  whose  encoffined  form  we 
are  gathered. 


This  renders  it  unnecessary  to  select  a passage  of  Scripture 
as  the  foundation  of  our  remarks.  But  habit  is  strong  and 
it  is  difficult  to  break  through  long  established  custom,  and 
so  our  thoughts  have  unwittingly  arranged  themselves  about  the 
utterance  of  the  Apostle  John  concerning  Jesus,  the  Christ : 
“ In  Him  was  life  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men.”  Even  so 
in  a modified  sense,  inasmuch  as  the  life  of  the  branch  is  the 
life  of  the  vine,  we  can  truthfully  say  of  our  deceased  brother  : 
“ In  him  was  life.”  a life  begotten  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  and 
this  “life  was  the  light  of  men.” 

Such  a statement  is  justified  by  the  Savior’s  language  when 
saying:  “ I am  come  that  they  might  have  life  and  that  they 
might  have  it  more  abundantly.”  The  prophet  Isaiah  expresses 
the  same  thought  when  speaking  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  who  was 
stricken  for  the  sins  of  His  people  and  died  amid  the  agonies 
of  Calvary,  he  declares,  that  “ He  shall  prolong  His  days,” 
treading  the  earth  until  time  ends  and  the  sky  grows  bright  with 
His  appearing,  by  living  in  His  people,  and  through  His  life 
in  them  lighting  up  the  world  with  the  beauty  of  holiness. 
The  Apostle  Paul,  also  enunciates  the  same  truth  when  giving 
utterance  to  the  somewhat  startling  announcement : “I  am  cru- 
cified with  Christ,  neveitheless  I live,  yet  not  I but  Christ  liv- 
eth  in  me  and  the  life  I now  live  in  the  flesh  I live  by  the  faith 
of  the  Son  of  God  who  loved  me  and  gave  himself  for  me.  If 
any  one,  since  the  Apostle’s  time,  could  reiterate  as  his  own 
this  sublime  language,  our  deceased  brother  could  and  there- 
fore we  say  “in  him  was  life  and  the  life  was  the  light  of 
men.” 

What  a beautiful  life  it  was,  winning  the  admiration  of 
young  and  old  and  captivating  the  affections  of  well  nigh  every 
heart,  because  of  its  Christly  resemblance  and  Godly  bearing. 

His  intellectual  abilities,  his  scholarly  attainments,  his  pulpit 
oratory,  far  above  the  average,  were  so  completely  overshad- 
owed by  the  spirituality  of  his  life  and  the  heavenly  minded- 
ness of  his  thought  that  every  one  who  waited  upon  his  minis- 
try or  met  him  in  social  life  was  more  deeply  impressed  with 
the  holiness  of  his  character  than  with  his  mental  brilliancy, 
energy  and  power. 

He  lived  in  Christ,  Christ  lived  in  him,  and  through  his 
life  the  Christly  light  shone  out  so  brightly  it  could  not  be  un- 
observed, and  so  clearly  it  could  not  be  mistaken.  It  was  a 
life  rooted  and  grounded  in  Christ,  quickened  by  the  faith  of 
the.  Son  of  God,  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  enriched  by  the 
grace  of  God,  inspired  by  the  love  of  God,  and  so  moulded  by 
the  wise  discipline  of  the  Heavenly  Father  that  it  tended  ever 
towards  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  a perfect  man. 
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There  are  times  when  in  the  presence  of  death  we  are  em- 
barrassed and  scarcely  know  what  to  say,  because  the  life  that 
has  closed  its  earthly  career  has  been  so  barren  of  worthy  fruit, 
but  to-day  we  know  not  what  to  say  or  where  to  find  the  words 
that  will  give  full  expression  to  the  truth,  because  the  life  of 
our  deceased  brother  was  so  abundantly  ladened  with  adorning 
graces  and  fruit  the  most  precious  for  the  world’s  enrichment 
and  for  the  garner  of  the  Heavenly  Father.  With  the  Apostle 
he  would  say  : “I  have  not  yet  attained  neither  am  I already 
perfect.”  “God  be  merciful  to  me  a sinner;”  but  he  lived  so 
near  to  Christ  in  God,  walking  with  God  as  did  Enoch  and 
Noah,  that  everyone  who  came  within  the  reach  of  his  influ- 
ence was  conscious  that  he  44  dwelt  in  the  presence  of  the  Most 
High  and  abided  under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty.”  His  life 
was,  therefore,  a daily  reiteration  of  the  doctrines  and  precepts, 
and  a constant  manifestation  of  the  sublime  spirit  of  the  glori- 
ous Gospel  of  the  Saviour  he  served,  an  epistle,  known  and 
read  by  all,  testifying  to  the  power  of  the  grace  of  God  to 
make  men  holy. 

When  the  Apostle  declares  that  the  disciples  of  Christ  are 
destined  to  be  filled  with  all  the  fullness  of  God,  we  are  prone 
to  think  that  such  exaltation  and  blessedness  are  impossible, 
but  beholding  the  life  of  Dr.  Duryea  we  know  that  God  lives  in 
His  redeemed  children,  and  that  sanctified  man  is  the  true 
shekinah  of  God. 

We  cannot  describe  such  a life.  We  can  only  call  attention 
to  a few  of  its  characteristics,  as  these  were  displayed  amid  the 
varied  relations  he  sustained  to  the  church  and  the  world.  x 

His  life  as  a Citizen  was  more  than  praiseworthy,  meriting 
universal  emulation.  For  more  than  half  a century  he  resided 
in  the  city  of  Paterson,  and  witnessed  the  city’s  growth  from  a 
small  country  village  to  its  present  proportions  as  the  third  city 
in  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  During  all  these  years  his  stal- 
wart form  and  genial  features  were  seen  almost  daily  in  the 
streets.  He  mingled  with  the  people  in  their  homes,  in  the 
marts  of  trade,  in  seasons  of  prosperity  and  in  seasons  cf  ad- 
versity, in  times  of  peace  and  in  times  of  war,  amid  the  ex- 
citements of  national  rebellion  and  fierce  political  campaigns, 
and  all  that  tends  to  arouse  human  passion,  but  his  conduct  and 
bearing  were  such  that  he  was  universally  honored,  universally 
esteemed,  universally  loved.  If  he  had  an  enemv  we  have  not 
found  him.  If  the  voice  of  suspicion  has  marred  his  reputation 
or  sullied  his  character  we  have  not  heard  it.  If  word  or  act 
of  his  has  tended  towards  evil  we  have  not  known  it.  With 
one  accord  his  fellow  citizens  declare  he  was  a good  man. 

Apart  from  the  sacredness  of  his  calling,  his  character  as  a 
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man  among  men,  ‘'walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  and  in  the 
comforts  of  the  Holy  Ghost,”  with  his  honesty  unimpeachable, 
his  integrity  unblemished,  his  truthfulness  unquestioned,  and 
his  charity  unbounded,  together  with  his  readiness  for  every 
good  work  and  his  earnest  desire  to  promote  by  word  and  deed 
and  liberal  gift  whatever  might  tend  to  advance  the  welfare  of 
his  fellow  men,  by  relieving  the  distressed,  helping  the  unfor- 
tunate and  rescuing  the  perishing,  exhibit  the  excellency  of  his 
citizenship,  and  reveal  him  as  a factor  for  good  amid  the  forces 
of  evil  on  every  side,  increasing  the  city’s  moral  worth  and 
augmenting  the  city’s  moral  strength. 

If  every  citizen  was  as  true  a man  as  our  deceased  brother 
has  been,  meeting,  as  he  did,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
citizenship,  his  influence  ever  tending  towards  the  mainte- 
nance of  law  and  order,  and  righteousness,  and  all  that  makes  a 
community  honorable,  our  city  would  seem  like  Paradise  re- 
gained, and  the  angelic  anthem  of  the  nativity  would  be  fully 
realized,  through  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  toward  men. 

His  life  as  a Minister  of  the  Gospel  of  Reconciliation  was 
especially  attractive.  Called  of  God  to  the  Christian  ministry, 
he  made  the  work  of  the  ministry  the  calling  of  his  life.  It 
was  a blessed  ministry  founded  on  one  truth,  the  all-sufficiency 
of  the  Scriptures,  faithfully  expounded,  to  make  men  wise  unto 
salvation.  It  had  but  one  aim,  the  exaltation  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  only  hope  of  the  lost  and  perishing.  It  had  but. 
one  object,  the  renewal  of  the  hearts  and  lives  of  mankind 
through  repentance  towards  God  and  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  that 
they  might  be  saved.  Along  these  lines  for  fifty  years,  or  dur- 
ing the  whole  period  of  his  active  ministry,  he  toiled  diligent- 
ly, a workman  that  needed  not  to  be  ashamed,  content  to  be 
faithful  to  God,  declaring  His  whole  counsel ; and  faithful  to  his 
fellow  men,  instructing  and  entreating,  warning  and  exhort- 
ing, with  all  long-suffering,  and  patience,  and  tenderness,  and 
love. 

He  was  an  embassador  for  God,  not  only  content  to  be  the 
messenger  of  trod,  but  thinking  it  sacrilege  when  addressing 
the  people  in  the  name  of  God  to  use  the  words  which  man’s 
wisdom  teacheth,  the  conceits  of  philosophy,  the  shifting  theo- 
ries of  science  or  the  ephemeral  dogmas  of  some  new  theolo- 
gy, rather  than  the  message  God  had  given,  or  the  truth  which 
God  had  spoken.  This  made  his  ministry  holy  and  D ivine, 
effective  and  efficient,  the  power  of  God  unto  the  salvation  of 
many  souls. 

The  church  gathered  here  is  its  visible  exponent  and,  we  be- 
lieve, its  enduring  monument,  a legacy  to  generations  yet  un- 
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born,  for  the  ennobling  of  their  lives  and  the  salvation  of  their 
souls. 

His  life  as  a Pastor  was  exceedingly  winning,  exhibiting 
such  kindness,  tenderness,  gentleness  and  affection  that  in  every 
home  he  was  loved,  and  in  every  heart  he  was  cherished.  The 
sweetest  memories  awakened  by  his  death  among  the  people  to 
whom  he  ministered  are  associated  with  his  pastoral  labors, 
when  in  the  hour  of  sorrow  and  bereavement  he  has  entered  the 
saddened  home  like  a ministering  spirit  of  love,  bearing  the 
consolations  of  the  Gospel,  or  lifting  the  weary  soul,  on  the 
wings  of  sympathetic  prayer,  to  peace  with  God.  We  know 
that  the  memory  of  such  hours  are  among  the  brightest  recol- 
lections of  many.  Then  heaven  seemed  near,  and  the  heavy 
ladened,  discerning  the  things  unseen  and  eternal,  were  en- 
abled to  rest  in  God,  waiting  patiently  for  the  unfolding  of  His 
purposes. 

The  gentleness  of  Dr.  Duryea’s  disposition,  the  tenderness  of 
his  sympathy,  the  sweet  melody  of  his  voice,  the  loving  spirit 
he  possessed,  and  the  fulness  of  his  experience  as  a believer  in 
Christ,  made  him  a typical  pastor,  bringing  light  out  of  dark- 
ness, and  leading  his  flock  in  the  green  pastures  ancl  beside 
the  stilling  waters. 

His  life  as  a Parishioner  was  sublime.  Having  occupied 
the  pulpit  as  an  ambassador  of  God  for  nearly  fifty  years,  he 
laid  aside,  his  official  robes  and  occupied  the  pew  as  a child  of 
God,  ever  eager  to  hear  what  God  the  Lord  might  speak 
through  his  accredited  messengers.  He  loved  the  ordinances 
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of  the  sanctuary,  and  when  able  to  be  present  was  never  ab- 
sent from  the  House  of  God.  He  came  not  to  criticize,  but  to 
worship,  and  drank  in  the  truth,  however  feebly  it  might  be 
proclaimed,  with  such  evident  appreciation  that  his  presence 
encouraged  and  strengthened  the  speaker.  We  cannot  tell  how 
much  we  owe  to  his  attentive  ear  and  manifest  delight,  as  we 
have  endeavored  to  unfold  the  mysteries  of  redemption,  or  how 
frequently  the  brightening  of  his  eye  has  thrilled  the  heart  as 
we  have  proclaimed  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ,  or  have 
spoken  of  the  glory  to  be  revealed  in  the  saints,  neither  can  we 
tell  how  much  his  faithfulness  to  the  prayer  meetings  has  con- 
tributed to  the  efficiency  and  blessedness,  the  delight  and  en- 
joyment of  our  social  worship. 

But  this  we  know  ; our  hearts  ache  to-day.  We  feel  that  we 
have  suffered  an  unspeakable  loss,  and  when  we  think  that  we 
shall  see  his  face  and  hear  his  voice  no  more,  we  are  constrained 
to  cry  out  in  the  bitterness  of  our  sorrow,  “Why,  oh  Father, 
should  the  righteous  die?  Why  could  not  a life  so  consistent 
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and  saintly  be  continued  on  the  earth,  to  instruct,  to  bless  and 
to  guide  mankind  towards  God  and  heaven?” 

His  Home  life  crowned  with  rarest  beauty  the  excellencies 
manifected  through  the  public  relations  he  sustained.  We  can 
not  expand  the  thought  to-day,  because  the  theme  is  so  sacred 
and  the  sorrow  of  the  home  he  filled  with  his  presence  is  so 
great.  But  home  is  the  true  test  of  what  we  are.  There  we 
make  known,  as  no  where  else,  what  manner  of  spirit  we  pos- 
sess. There  our  weaknesses  are  discovered  and  our  imperfec- 
tions are  displayed,  and  there  we  exhibit  most  clearly  the  choicest 
fruits  of  our  life  in  Christ  and  our  consecration  to  God.  While 
we  admire  the  staunch  piety  of  our  departed  brother’s  public 
life,  and  are  charmed  with  its  beauty,  only  the  members  of  his 
family  circle  know  how  kind,  how  good,  how  loving  and  Christ- 
like  he  was.  Their  hearts  are  aching  now,  not  because  an  up- 
right citizen,  a faithful  minister  and  a beloved  pastor  is  no  more, 
but  because  of  a loss  that  is  irretrievable — the  loss  of  a loving 
husband,  an  affectionate  father,  a kind  and  true  and  steadfast 
friend,  wise  in  counsel,  gentle  in  bearing,  Christlike  in  spirit. 

Such  a loss  is  immeasurable,  but  the  excellencies  of  the  de- 
parted one’s  character,  the  graces  and  dispositions  and  many 
virtues  which  have  endeared  him  to  such  a multitude  of  hearts, 
and  especially  to  those  of  his  own  household,  tend  to  lighten 
the  anguish  his  death  occasions,  by  the  assurance  they  give, 
that  as  for  him  to  live  was  Christ,  for  him  to  die  was  gain. 

If  the  revelation  God  has  made  of  his  love  through  Christ  is 
true,  if  the  Gospel  our  deceased  brother  preached  so  faithfully 
is  of  divine  origin,  if  Jesus  Christ  is  a faithful  witness  when 
testifying  : “ God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  be- 
gotten son  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him  might  not  perish 
but  have  everlasting  life,”  then  by  the  light  of  the  life  that  was 
in  our  deceased  brother,  as  it  shines  over  his  encoffined  form, 
reflected  from  the  memories  of  hearts  unnumbered,  we  know 
that  he  has  been  greeted  with  the  benediction  of  eternal  re- 
ward : “ Well  done  good  and  faithful  servant  enter  into. the  joy 
of  your  Lord.” 

With  these  words  let  us  comfort  one  another.  The  faithful 
minister,  the  kind  pastor,  the  loving  husband,  the  affectionate 
father,  the  steadfast  friend,  is  parted  from  those  who  love  him, 
only  for  a little  while,  for  “ if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and 
rose  again  from  the  dead,  even  so  them  also  that  sleep  in  Jesus 
will  God  bring  with  him.”  “Even  so.  Lord  Jesus,  come 
quickly.” 
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2,  The  Address  delivered  by  the  Rev.  John  C.  Cruik- 
shank , Sc.D .,  of  Little  Ralls,  N J.,  a classmate  of 
Dr.  Duryea  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New 
Brunswick , N.  J.  : 

Dear  Mrs.  Duryea,  bereft  of  a loving  husband  ; fatherless 
children;  mourning  relatives ; we  are  here  and  gather  around 
to  sympathize  with  you  and  to  manifest  by  our  presence  our 
esteem  for  our  departed  brother. 

My  acquaintance  with  the  deceased  had  an  early  date.  We 
met  and  were  closely  associated  before  any  one  in  this  mourn- 
ing group  heard  of  him.  Our  theological  fellowship  com- 
menced September  the  tenth,  1834.  The  facts  connected  with 
it  are  as  fresh  in  memory  as  if  they  occurred  yesterday.  The 
class  then  formed  numbered  thirteen.  One  left  at  the  close  of 
the  first  year  ; another  at  the  close  of  the  second  year.  In  July, 
1837,  when  the  class  graduated,  it  had  only  eleven  members. 
Seven  of  them  have  been  called  to  the  home  above.  Four  of 
them  were  members  at  the  time  of  their  demise  of  this  Classis 
of  Paramus : The  Rev.  Ebenezer  Wiggins,  D.  D.,  of  the 
Main  Street  Reformed  Church  of  this  city ; the  Rev.  Peter 
Allen,  of  West  New  Hempstead;  the  Rev.  William  Demar- 
est,  of  Ramapo.  and  the  Rev.  John  H.  Duryea,  D.  D.,  whose 
funeral  solemnities  we  are  attending.  The  remains  of  the  Rev. 
William  J.  Pohlman  rest  beneath  the  waters  of  China  seas. 
Those  of  the  Rev.  Harrison  Heermance  sleep  beside  those  of 
his  ancestor,  General  Heermance,  of  Revolutionary  honor. 
Those  of  the  Rev.  John  P.  Knox  rest  in  the  cemetery  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Newtown,  Long  Island.  Of  the  living, 
the  Rev.  John  F.  Mesick,  D.  D.,  resides  at  Blawnburgh ; the 
Rev.  John  T.  Demarest,  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.  ; the  Rev. 
William  R.  Gordon,  D.  D.,  at  Manhasset,  Long  Island,  and 
your  speaker  of  the  Classis  of  Passaic. 

But  I am  reminded  that  our  memory  of  facts  and  associa- 
tions center  around  our  departed  brother.  We  met  for  the  first 
time  in  the  chapel  of  the  College  at  New  Brunswick.  We 
presented  our  college  credentials  to  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Examination,  for  inspection,  and  these  being  found 
in  order,  we  were  received  and  engaged  for  the  three  years’ 
course. 

Mr.  Duryea  being  a graduate  of  Rutgers  College  and  senior 
member  of  the  class,  acquainted  with  the  common  practice  of 
the  students  in  the  seminary,  advised  the  class  to  come  to  his 
room  Saturday  afternoon  at  three  o’clock,  and  hold  their  first 
classical  prayer  meeting.  We  crowded  in  his  room  the  second 
Saturday  of  September,  1834,  and  he  conducted  our  first  exer- 
cises. He  selected  and  read  the  39th  Psalm,  making  comments 


on  the  third  and  fourth  verses.  He  reminded  us  to  consider 
our  action  and  words,  as  the  eyes  of  many  were  on  us,  to  fol- 
low the  course  of  the  Psalmist,  as  prayer  and  meditation,  em- 
ployments and  engagements  came  to  an  end,  but  the  soul  lived 
eternally.  In  his  prayer  which  followed  he  prayed  that  the 
sons  of  the  Seminary  might  be  endowed  with  wisdom  and  en- 
lightening and  supporting  grace. 

Mr.  Duryea  was  respected  by  his  classmates  for  his  modesty, 
unassuming  manner  and  self-diffidence,  excellence  of  supreme 
goodness,  dignified  and  maintained  by  an  amiable  temper  and 
unfeigned  humility.  We  recognized  him  as  possessing  talent 
of  superior  order,  and  esteemed  him  as  a youth  devoted  to  the 
service  of  God.  When  he  spoke  he  brought  home  to  the  con- 
science and  heart  evangelical  truth.  In  his  sermons  before  the 
class  his  diction  was  simple  but  had  more  thought.  In  the 
divisions  of  his  subject  he  followed  the  topical  mode,  enriched 
by  instructive  illustrations.  His  demeanor,  when  preaching 
before  his  class,  was  characterized  by  an  earnestness  of  manner 
and  boldness  of  thought.  It  was  the  presentation  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  truth  and  majesty. 

As  his  classmate  in  the  Seminary,  I heard  his  first  prayer 
and  his  first  sermon  on  Job  19  =25  : “ For  I know  .that  my  Re- 
deemer liveth.”  In  it  he  brought  out  the  reasons  of  Job’s 
faith  and  how  Job  silenced  his  three  friends  and  told  them  : “ in 
your  answers  there  remaineth  falsehood.”  A Professor  advised 
him  to  candidate  with  it. 

Who  of  you  remember  the  last  sermon  he  uttered  from  this 
pulpit,  and  the  last  prayer  he  offered  to  God?  I assure  you. 
Brethren,  and  you,  bereft  and  sympathizing  friends,  that  you 
will  see  the  mountains  and  hills  around  this  city  crumble  to 
dust,  the  elements  melt  with  burning  heat,  the  firmament  rolled 
together  like  a scroll,  but  the  Word  of  God  and  the  faith  in 
Jesus  that  Dr.  Duryea  preached  shall  abide,  and  the  gates  of 
Hell  shall  tremble  before  them. 

3.  The  Address  delivered  by  the  Rev.  John  Gaston , D.  D ., 
of  Passaic , N.  J. , representing  the  Classis  of  Para- 
mus , of  which  Dr.  Duryea  was  a member  for  fifty- 
seven  years : 

It  is  my  sad,  but  pleasing  duty,  simply  to  extend  to  this  be- 
reaved family,  to  this  bereaved  church,  and  to  this  bereaved 
city3 * * * 7,  the  sincere  congratulations  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus. 

Nor  is  there  the  least  incongruity  in  this  use  of  terms,  for  the 
death  of  such  a man,  minister  and  scholar,  and  of  such  a hus- 

band and  father,  of  such  a citizen  and  friend  as  was  Dr.  Dur- 

yea is  well  nigh  as  full  of  consolation,  and  consequently  cause 


for  congratulation  to  the  survivor,  as  it  is  of  happiness  and  glory 
to  him  who  has  fallen  asleep  in  Jesus.  Dr.  Duryea  was  a 
member  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus  for  the  lengthened  period  of 
fifty-seven  years.  Just  think  of  it!  The  bare  statement  of 
this  fact  is  well  worthy  of  devout  and  grateful  recognition  and 
consideration.  During  all  these  years  he  was  honored  and  be- 
loved by  all  his  co-presbyters.  Indeed,  I feel  warranted  in  say- 
ing that  he  ever  held  among  his  brethren  of  the  Classis  a posi- 
tion not  unlike  that  held  by  the  Apostle  John  in  the  College  of 
Disciples.  He  was  our  beloved  disciple.  And  for  good  reason. 
He  was  clear  and  calm  in  judgment,  conciliatory  in  spirit,  con- 
stant and  conscientious  in  duty,  and  withal  determined  and  un- 
compromising in  the  maintenance  of  whatever  he  believed  to 
be  right.  As  a member  of  our  several  church  courts,  he  al- 
ways held  an  honorable  and  influential  place,  and  was  alike 
efficient  whether  upon  the  floor  in  debate,  or  upon  the  commit- 
tee in  deliberation.  As  we  all  cherished  toward  him  but  one 
feeling  while  living,  so  now  we  have  but  one  cause  for  regret, 
and  that  is,  that  we  shall  see  his  face  no  more  in  the  flesh,  and 
even  this  sense  of  our  loss  is  soothed,  if  not  entirely  removed, 
as  we  realize  more  and  more  clearly  that  our  loss  has  issued  in 
his  eternal  gain. 

Such,  in  very  brief,  is  our  tribute  of  love  and  honor  to-  the 
memory  of  our  departed  father  and  brother  in  the  Lord.  A 
more  suitable  minute  will  be  prepared  by  the  Classis  at  its  ap- 
proaching session.  We  feel  that  it  is  perfectly  safe  and  proper 
thus  to  honor  him  whom  God  so  distinctively  honored.  Mark 
the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright,  for  the  end  of  that 
man  is  peace.” 

4.  The  Address  delivered  by  the  Rev.  N.  H.  Van  Arsdale , 
D.  D .,  representing  the  Reformed  Churches  of  the 
City  of  Paterson : 

While  it  is  eminently  fitting,  at  the  same  time,  it  seems  al- 
most superfluous  that  one  should  be  invited  to  assure  this  be- 
reaved family-circle  and  congregation  of  the  sympathy  of  the 
Reformed  churches  of  this  city.  Dr.  Duryea  was  so  well 
known  among  them,  his  familiar  form  was  so  often  seen  in  the 
midst  of  them,  and,  in  different  ways,  by  tender  ties,  he  was  so 
closely  identified  with  them,  that  it  is  but  natural  that  they 
should  be  afflicted  in  your  affliction,  and  with  you  lament  that 
a great  man  has  fallen  in  Israel.  He  had  something  to 
do  with  the  organization  of  most  of  these  churches,  watched 
their  progress  with  affectionate  concern,  and  had  their  welfare 
always  at  heart.  He  loved  the  churches  all,  and  undoubtedly 
that  love  was  reciprocated.  In  them  his  name  was  a sweet 
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savor,  and  by  them  his  memory  will  be  perpetually  embalmed. 

L speak  from  personal  knowledge.  Well  do  I remember  the 
interest  he  took  in  the  Broadway  church.  He  moderated  my 
call  to  that  church,  warmly  welcomed  me  to  this  city,  wished 
me  Godspeed  in  my  work,  and  followed  my  every  undertaking 
with  prayerful  interest.  His  name  is  in  the  list  of  subscribers 
to  the  new  edifice,  with  a generous  amount  set  opposite.  He 
assisted  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone,  offering  the  prayer; 
and  again  at  the  dedication,  offering  the  invocation,  which  end- 
ed with  this  petition  : “ May  we  evermore  be  strengthened  for 
the  duties  and  services  awaiting  us  here  in  life,  and  then  per- 
mit us  to  join  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first  born, 
whose  names  are  written  on  high.”  If  a completely  conse- 
crated life,  through  the  grace  of  Christ,  means  anything,  have 
we  not  every  ground  of  assurance  that  his  name  is  written  in 
heaven,  and  that  his  spirit  has  now  joined  that  great  general 
assembly  ? 

Again,  on  the  evening  of  that  day  of  dedication,  he  brought  the 
congratulations  of  the  other  Reformed  churches  of  this  city.  His 
address,  as  did  the  other  addresses  on  that  interesting  occasion, 
abounded  in  the  most  delightful  fraternal  sentiment.  Indulge 
me  in  one  or  two  quotations,  illustrative  of  what  I have  already 
said  concerning  his  interest  in  and  identification  with  the 
growth  of  our  church  in.  Paterson.  Said  he,  “ Your  brethren 
of  the  other  Reformed  churches  have  not  been  indifferent  to 
your  effort,  and  rejoice  with  you  to-night  that  you  are  permitted 
to  realize  your  hopes,  and  devote  to  the  Triune  God  so  neat 

and  substantial  a house  of  worship I claim  to 

have  been  personally  interested  in  your  welfare  as  a church 
from  the  date  of  your  organization,  which  took  place  in  the 
church  of  which  I was  then  pastor  ; and  if  there  is  any  credit 
in  suggesting  a name,  that , your  Elder  Hill  says,  belongs  to 
me.” 

In  his  stalwart  frame  was  enshrined  a large,  warm,  sympa- 
thetic nature.  This  man  was  no  bigot.  His  denominational 
preference  was  untainted  by  sectarianism.  The  bulk  of  his  ad- 
dress treated  of  the  spirit  of  catholicity  which  distinguished 
the  church  which  he  especially  loved,  and  to  which  his  long 
life  had  been  faithfully  devoted.  Closing,  he  said:  “We 

heartily  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  our  brethren  of  other 
names,  and  are  especially  glad  when  those  of  our  own  name 
strengthen  and  increase.  We  can  truly  say  there  is  no  city  of 
our  population,  where  the  ministry  of  evangelical  churches  are 
more  cordially  united,  and  harmoniously  co-operate  in  objects 
of  general  Christian  benevolence.  Our  pastors’  meetings,”  he 
continued,  u contributed  not  a little  to  that  unity  which  the 
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Divine  Master  encouraged  when  He  prayed  ‘that  they  all  may 
be  one ; as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I in  thee,  that  they  also 
may  be  one  in  us;  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou  hast 
sent  me.’  ” 

Our  esteemed  brother  not  only  bore  the  name,  but  also  im- 
bibed the  spirit  of  the  beloved  disciple  from  whose  Gospel  he 
quoted.  Both  were  filled  with  the  spirit  of  the  Master,  whose 
prayer  it  was  unto  the  Father. 

Great,  good  man  ! Thy  walk  wTas  with  God.  Thy  work  was 
for  God.  Thy  rest  is  now  in  the  bosom  of  God — the  sure 
resting-place  of  all  His  saints;  the  everlasting  fruition  of  all 
the  redeemed. 

ijm  The  Address  delivered  by  the  Rev.  David  Magie , D.  D. , 
representing  the  Ministers  of  Christ  in  the  City 
of  Paterson : 

It  is  permitted  me,  on  behalf  of  the  Christian  people  of  this 
city,  and  especially  of  the  ministers  of  Christ,  to  bring  here  to- 
day some  expression  of  the  respect  and  love  entertained  for  Dr. 
Duryea.  For  almost  a quarter  of  a century  have  I known  and 
honored  this  man  of  God,  and  been  associated  with  him  in 
Christian  work.  On  this  coffin,  for  myself,  and  for  all  our 
churches,  I would  lay  the  tribute  of  sincere  and  loving  regard. 

Through  the  long  years  of  his  pastorate  Dr.  Duryea  has  ex- 
erted an  influence  for  good  in  this  city.  He  has  impressed 
himself  upon  this  whole  community  as  a good  man.  No 
higher  praise  can  be  given  a man  than  this.  Rarely  is  it 
given,  and  rarely  is  there  a mistake  in  giving  it.  It  requires  a 
man  of  strong  powers,  of  unblemished  character,  and  of  earn- 
est Christian  life  to  gain  and  keep  such  a title.  By  this  title  he 
is  spoken  of  to-day.  Parents  will  speak  of  him  to  their  chil- 
dren as  a good  man. 

Dr.  Duryea  was  a man  of  strong  nature, ‘a  stalwart  and  true 
man,  a man  to  respect  as  well  as  love.  He  was  a wise 
counsellor,  a steadfast  friend,  a true  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  a 
faithful  minister  of  the  Gospel  which  he  held  and  preached 
with  old-time  simplicity  and  firmness.  His  powers  were  so 
balanced  and  controlled  that  his  influenced  increased  with 
years.  It  requires  more  strength  of  character  to  exert  an  in- 
fluence for  years  than  to  make  an  impression  for  a few  weeks. 
No  ordinary  man  can  remain  in  a community  for  years  and  re- 
tain their  confidence,  love  and  esteem.  Dr.  Duryea  was  no 
ordinary  man. 

His  ministry  was  broad  and  deep.  The  truth  he  preached 
he  believed  and  lived.  His  ministrations  to  the  sick  and  trou- 
bled, to  the  bereaved  and  dying,  gave,  as  did  his  preaching, 
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comfort  and  strength.  There  are  few  men  in  this  world  who 
have  done  less  harm,  and  have  spoken  less  to  regret.  The 
heavy  discount  which  must  be  taken  from  some  brilliant  and 
useful  lives  has  not  to  be  taken  from  his.  He  has  died  hon- 
ored and  beloved  among  those  for  whose  highest  welfare  he  has 
spent  his  life. 

By  his  brethren  in  the  ministry  Dr.  Duryea  was  held  in  the 
very  highest  esteem.  It  was  his  due.  He  was  absolutely 
without  envy  and  without  self-consciousness.  In  his  beautiful 
lowliness  of  mind  he  esteemed  others  better  than  himself.  He 
was  a model  of  Christian  kindness  and  courteousness. 

There  are  some  here  to-day  who  will  recall  a Union  Com- 
munion service  held  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  many 
years  ago  as  an  expression  of  the  unity  of  Christ’s  Church.  By 
unanimous  desire  Dr.  Duryea  was  appointed  to  make  the  ad- 
dress. In  that  service  there  fell  from  his  lips  such  an  expres- 
sion of  love  to  Christ  and  gratitude  for  his  salvation,  as  could 
only  come  from  one  who  enjoyed  something  of  the  intimacy  of 
the  beloved  disciple.  The  communicants,  crowding  the 
church  to  the  doors  and  standing  in  the  aisles,  felt  the  scene 
was  ^ quite  in  the  verge  of  heaven.” 

It  must  remain  a mystery  why  this  good  man  was  called  to 
suffer  in  his  last  illness.  But  though  he  was  tried  he  was  not 
forsaken.  He  uttered  no  word  of  complaint,  nor  of  doubt. 
He  knew  whom  he  believed,  and  was  persuaded  that  was  safe 
which  long  ago  he  had  committed  to  his  Saviour  and  his  Lord. 

His  work  is  ended  and  he  has  gone  to  his  reward.  We  shall 
not  see  his  form  again  on  our  streets,  nor  in  this  house  will  his 
voice  be  heard.  His  memory  remains  and  will  be  precious  to 
us  as  long  as  life  lasts.  Even  in  the  sorrow  of  this  hour  a feel- 
ing of  thankfulness  and  praise  rises  in  our  hearts  as  we  recall 
Dr.  Duryea.  We  bless  God  for  this  honored  life;  for  this 
fruitful  ministry,  still  useful  in  many  lives;  for  its  long  contin- 
uance and  the  steadfast  witness  given  in  word  and  life  to  the 
Gospel  of  Christ ; for  the  grace  given  to  God’s  servant  by 
which  he  lived  and  died  ; for  the  reward  which  he  has  re- 
ceived, and  for  the  blessed  hope  which  is  given  us  of  grace  by 
which  to  live  and  by  which  to  die.  Let  us  be  “ followers  of 
them  who  through  faith  and  patience  inherit  the  promises.” 
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TRIBUTES  OF  AFFECTION  AND  RESPECT. 


1,  The  Rev.  fohn  H.  Duryea , D.  D ..,  as  Pastor  Emeritus , 
by  the  Rev.  Peter  H.  Milliken , Ph.  I). , of  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,  and  pastor  of  the  Second  Reforjned 
Church,  at  Paterson , N.  f.,  fro?n  1882  to  i88g.  * 

There  is  opportunity  for  saying  so  much  regarding  the 
peculiarly  saintly  qualities  of  Dr.  Duryea  in  the  various  rela- 
tions of  life,  that  I confine  ntfyself  to  this  one  relationship,  es- 
pecially because  of  my  experience  with  him,  when  the  position 
of  pastor  emeritits  was  new  to  us  both. 

He  had  ministered  to  the  Second  Church  of  Totowa  for 
forty-four  years,  during  which  time  he  had  so  endeared  himself 
to  two  generations  of  the  people  as  to  form  a component  part 
of  the  church.  It  hardly  seemed  as  if  one  could  exist  without 
the  other  for  any  length  ol  time  ; and  in  fact,  he  never  really 
left  them  until  God  took  him  home.  When  the  church  called 
me  to  be  its  pastor  I had  had  only  three  years  of  experience  in 
the  ministry,  and  there  was  much  to  learn.  I hesitated,  be- 
cause I knew  that  my  predecessor  would  be  a constant  listener 
and  a member  of  the  congregation.  Would  our  views  har- 
monize? If  we  differed  would  the  people  differ?  The  condi- 
tion of  the  church  was  such  that  harmony  was  the  one  thing 
necessary  to  future  growth.  This  good  man  settled  everything 
that  might  possibly  arise  between  us  by  immediately  taking  me 
into  his  heart,  which  was  large  enough  to  enclose  the  world. 

What  a loving  father  he  was,  never  giving  advice,  except  by 
suggestion,  never  criticizing  in  an  unfriendly  spirit,  ever  up- 
holding by  embracing  and  encouraging  with  words  of  cheer  ! 
When  I had  no  comfortable  study,  he  freely  gave  me  his  own, 
though  there  was  no  place  in  the  house  he  loved  so  well. 
When  we  needed  a parsonage,  he  spurred  the  people  on  to 
build  one  by  offering  a lot  of  ground  without  cost.  When 
spiritual  interest  seemed  to  wane  his  voice  would  be  heard  in 
fervent  prayer  and  in  such  earnest  exhortation  as  to  arouse  the 
careless,  and  when  the  spiritual  blessings  descended  like  a 
shower,  he  was  the  first  to  give  thanks. 

*Dr.  Milliken  at  the  time  of  Dr.  Duryea’s  death  was  away  from  home,  and  when  notice 
of  the  funeral  was  received,  was  not  able  to  reach  Paterson  in  time  for  the  funeral  solem- 
nities. 
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He  loved  the  Sunday  school,  and  was  always  present  to 
teach  until  prevented  by  infirmity;  then  he  would  always  in- 
quire as -to  its  progress.  He  loved  every  brick  and  piece  of 
timber  in  the  old  church,  and  when  the  high  pulpit  was  re- 
moved to  make  room  for  a more  modern  desk  and  platform,  it 
was  put  outside  the  church  until  it  could  be  demolished.  He 
saw  it  there  as  he  was  passing,  and  so  keen  was  his  feeling  of 
reverence  that  he  requested  one  of  the  officers  to  have  it  taken 
away  from  the  gaze  of  the  public.  One  would  say  that  a man 
with  such  tender  feelings  would  oppose  everything  in  the  way 
of  change.  Not  so,  however,  for  when  it  became  necessary  to 
remodel  the  church  building,  he  heartily  acquiesced,  and  at  the 
opening  services,  when  the  work  was  done,  he  came  out  so 
clear  and  strong,  placing  such  an  emphatic  approval  on  it  all, 
as  to  silence  every  criticism  and  warm  up  every  heart  with  en- 
thusiasm. 

He  smoothed  the  way  and  lightened  the  burdens  for  me  by 
his  personal  influence  among  the  people  whom  he  had  baptized, 
married,  and  received  into  the  communion  of  the  church.  The 
only  thing  I ever  did  that  seemed  to  meet  with  his  positive  dis- 
approval, was  to  accept  a call  elsewhere,  but  even  then  he  gave 
me  his  blessing,  which  I have  ever  cherished  as  a most  precious 
boon.  He  was  indeed  a model  pastor  emeritus,  having  the 
loving  spirit  of  the  Master  whom  he  served  so  faithfully,  and 
with  whom  he  has  gone  to  participate  in  the  glory  eternal. 

2.  Action  of  the  Consistory  of  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  at  Paterson , N.  J.,  in  relation  to  the  death  of 
the  Rev . John  H.  Duryea , D.  D. 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  the  Heavenly  Father  in  His  all-wise 
providence  to  call  to  his  eternal  reward  the  Rev.  John  H. 
Duryea,  D.  D.;  who  for  more  than  forty  years  was  pastor  of 
the  Second  Reformed  Church  of  Totowa  at  Paterson.  N.  J., 
and  who  since  his  retirement  from  the  active  duties  of  the 
ministry  as  pastor  emeritus  has  maintained  an  intimate  con- 
nection with  the  church  he  served  so  long  ; kindly  assisting 
its  officers  with  his  hearty  sympathy,  his  wisdom  garnered 
from  a rich  experience,  and  his  ready  co-operation  in  ad- 
vancing the  interests  of  Zion  ; therefore,  it  is 

Resolved , That  we,  the  Consistory  of  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  of  Totowa  at  Paterson,  N.  J.,  while  sorrowing  be- 
cause of  the  loss  we  have  sustained  through  the  death  of  Dr. 
Duryea,  thank  God  for  the  long  life  in  the  service  of  Christ 
he  was  permitted  to  live,  exemplifying  the  sublime  truths  he 
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proclaimed,  and  exhibiting  the  power  of  Divine  grace  to  en- 
rich, ennoble  and  beautify  human  character. 

Resolved , That  we  acknowledge  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  in 
granting  our  fathers  and  ourselves  the  privilege  of  waiting  on 
the  ministry  of  one  so  Godly,  so  faithful  in  proclaiming  the 
doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  so  wise  in  counsel,  so  tender  in  the 
discharge  of  pastoral  duties,  and  so  sympathetic  and  affection- 
ate in  his  intercourse  with  the  people. 

Resolved , That  we  adore  the  riches  of  Divine  grace  as  re- 
vealed in  this  Christly  man.  A Christian  citizen,  meeting 
every  duty  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  ; a Christian  friend,  steadfast 
and  true  ; a Christian  minister,  ever  mindful  of  the  responsi- 
bilities of  his  high  vocation  ; a Christian  pastor,  gently  leading 
his  flock  in  the  ways  of  righteousness  and  lovingly  encourag- 
ing them  in  times  of  need  with  the  consolations  of  the  Gospel. 
In  every  relation  he  sustained  to  the  Church  and  the  world  he 
manifested  the  Spirit  of  the  Christ  he  served,  the  faith  which, 
apprehending  the  unseen  and  eternal,  never  wearies  ; the  hope, 
big  with  immortality,  which  maketh  not  ashamed  because  the 
love  of  God  is  shed  abroad  in  the  heart,  and  the  charity  which, 
rejoicing  in  the  truth,  never  fails.  As  the  days  rolled  by,  add- 
ing one  degree  of  grace  unto  another,  his  declining  years  ex- 
hibited the  beauty  of  old  age  crowned  with  righteousness, 
while  the  holiness  of  his  walk  and  conversation  gave  intima- 
tion of  the  glory  to  be  revealed  in  the  dawning  future.  He 
rests  from  his  labors,  but  his  memory  abides  hallowed  and 
precious  in  hearts  unnumbered,  fadeless  and  imperishable 
among  the  fondest  recollections  of  those  to  whom  he  minis- 
tered. We  sorrow  because  we  shall  see  his  face  and  hear  his 
voice  no  more  in  the  solemn  assemblies  of  the  Lord’s  House, 
but  as  we  sorrow  we  rejoice  in  the  assurance  that  the  time  is 
not  distant  when  the  beloved  pastor  and  those  who  are  Christ's 
shall  meet  each  other  in  the  General  Assembly  and  Church  of 
the  First  Born,  whose  names  are  written  in  heaven. 

Resolved , That  we  extend  to  the  family  of  Dr.  Duryea  our 
heartfelt  sympathy  with  them  in  their  bereavement,  commend* 
ing  them  to  the  Christ  from  whom  death  cannot  sever,  and 
earnestly  praying  that  they  may  find  His  grace  all  sufficient, 
and  that  His  hand  may  wipe  away  ail  tears  from  their  eyes. 

Resolved , That  this  preamble  and  these  resolutions  be  re- 
corded in  our  minutes,  published  in  The  Christian  Intelli- 
gencer and  in  the  local  papers,  and  that  a copy  be  sent  to  the 
bereaved  family.

to  us  all. 

Resolved , That  this  Classis  expresses  to  the  widow  and  fam- 
ily of  our  deceased  brother  its  deep  sympathy  in  their  irrepar- 
able loss,  and  with  the  bereaved  church  and  denomination  to 
whose  best  interests  he  has  been  so  long  and  so  loyally  de- 
voted.

4.  The  Delta  Alpha  Ministerial  Association  of  Paterson 
assefnbled  Oct.  12th , 1895,  adopted  and  placed  on  rec- 
ord this  minute : 

During  the  summer  recess  our  Society  of  Delta  Alpha  has 
sustained  a heavy  and  irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of  our  be- 
loved and  venerated  friend  and  brother,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Dur- 
yea,  D.  D.,  for  many  years  the  pastor  of  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  of  this  city.  He  had  been  associated  with  this  organ- 
ization from  its  very  beginning,  and  had  borne  an  active  part  in 
all  the  earlier  societies  for  ministerial  fraternity,  edification  and 
enjoyment,  by  whatever  name  they  were  called  YVe  who  sur- 
vive him  as  members  of  Delta  Alpha  desire  to  put  on  record 
our  appreciation  of  his  noble  Christian  character,  his  natural 
abilities  and  scholarly  attainments,  his  genial  kindness  and  his 
generous  fraternal  spirit. 

His  words  and  actions  proved  him  to  be  a true  believer  in 
the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man;  for  as 
his  faith,  so  were  his  works. 

Constant  in  attendance  upon  our  meetings,  enjoying  the  soci- 
ety of  his  brethren,  diligent  in  the  fulfillment  of  all  obligations 
consequent  upon  membership  in  our  society,  he  stood  in  the 
highest  rank  of  those  whom  we  delight  to  honor. 

Long  ago  his  venerable  form  and  gracious,  affectionate  dis- 
position gained  for  him  the  title  of  u our  Saint  John,”  so  much 
did  he  resemble  our  ideal  of  that  reverend  and  loving  disciple. 
Yet,  while  we  sorrow  for  our  loss,  we  rejoice  in  his  great  gain. 
We  lift  up  our  eyes  toward  heaven,  rejoicing  that  he  has  en- 
tered into  its  divine  fellowship,  that  the  burden  of  years  and 
the  inevitable  cares  of  earthly  life  weigh  upon  him  no  more, 
that  he  is  now  with  Jesus  whom  he  loved,  and  with  an  innu- 
merable company  of  angels,  with  the  general  assembly  and 
church  of  the  first-born,  with  God,  the  Judge  of  all,  and  with 
the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect,  he  being  like  unto  them 
and  one  with  them  through  the  grace  0 f that  Redeemer  whose 
he  was  and  whom  he  served.

THE  CHURCH: 

THE  SECOND  REFORMED  CHURCH 
AT  PATERSON,  N.  J. 


I.  Introductory. 

God  is  in  history,  tie  is  the  efficient  agent  in  ail  that  takes 
place,  determining  the  issues  of  every  day  and  conducting  all 
things  to  the  consummation  of  his  gracious  designs. 

The  Sacred  Scriptures  are,  therefore,  to  a great  extent,  his- 
torical. They  make  God  known  by  exhibiting  the  opera- 
tions of  his  tireless  providence,  and  constrain  us,  through  the 
glimpses  they  give  of  God’s  governing  care,  to  take  up  the 
song:  44  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his  goodness 
and  for  his  wonderful  works  towards  the  children  of  men.” 
We  cannot  read  the  record  of  the  past  contained  in  the  Bible 
without  perceiving  the  presence  of  God.  As  we  turn  the 
sacred  pages,  whatever  story  they  tell,  we  see  God,  the  central 
figure,  in  every  scene,  the  hero  of  every  incident,  the  One 
above  all  others  for  whose  portrayal  the  inspired  artists  have 
labored. 

In  a similar  manner,  so  far  as  it  may  be  done  without  Divine 
inspiration,  but  not,  we  trust,  without  Divine  aid,  we  desire  to 
record  the  events  which  relate  to  the  Second  Reformed  Church 
at  Paterson,  New  Jersev,  that  in  all  that  has  tended  to  the 
planting  of  the  church  in  the  valley  of  the  Passaic  and  its  sub- 
sequent growth,  we  may  recognize  the  Lord  God  Almighty 
ruling  over  all  in  sovereign  majesty,  eternal  and  supreme. 

II.  The  Character  of  the  Early  Settlers 
of  New  Jersey. 

The  first  Europeans  to  occupy  the  present  States  of  New 
York  and  New  Jersey  were  Netherlanders  who  came  to  Amer- 
ica, not  like  the  Puritans  of  New  England,  to  escape  religious 
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persecution,  but  to  establish  trading  posts  and  colonies,  under  the 
protecting  care  of  the  United  Netherlands  or  Dutch  Republic. 
The  Hollanders  possessed  in  the  Fatherland,  the  religious  lib- 
erty which  the  Puritans  sought  in  America,  and  transplanted  it 
on  American  soil,  denying  no  one  the  rights  of  citizenship  in 
the  New  Netherlands  because  of  his  religious  creed.  As  early 
as  1561  the  public  authorities  of  the  Netherlands  were  of  the 
opinion  that  all  religions  should  be  tolerated  and  that  all  civil 
restraint  in  matters  of  religion  is  as  detestable  as  the  inquisi- 
tion. This  catholic  spirit  made  the  Netherland  city  of  Amster- 
dam an  object  of  ridicule  in  other  countries,  and  caused  the  re- 
ligious bigots  of  the  day  to  style  it  “ the  common  harbor  for 
all  heresies.”  The  English  poet,  Andrew  Marvel,  in  denun- 
ciation of  this  tolerant  spirit,  says  : 

“Hence  Amsterdam,  Turk,  Christian,  Pagan,  Jew, 

Staple  of  sects  and  mint  of  schisms  grew, 

That  bank  of  conscience,  where  nor  one  so  strange 
Opinion,  but  finds  credit  and  exchange. 

In  vain  for  Catholics  ourselves  we  bear, 

The  Universal  church  is  only  there.” 

From  this  early  cradle  of  religious  liberty  the  Pilgrim 
Fathers  embarked  on  the  May  Flower  and  weighed  anchor  for 
the  voyage  forever  memorable  in  the  annals  of  America, 
which  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  Plymouth  colony  on 
the  bleak  coasts  of  New  England.  From  this  land  also,  be- 
tween the  years  1615  and  1664,  there  came  to  America  a 
quiet,  order- loving,  peaceable  and  conservative  people,  who  es- 
tablished settlements  at  the  mouth  of  the  Hudson  river  and 
along  its  banks  to  the  head  of  tide-water.  The  greater  portion 
were  God-fearing  people,  of  approved  character  in  the  old 
world,  who  formed  a church  wherever  they  made  a settlement, 
and  endeavored  to  mould  their  government  and  laws  in  j&cord- 
ance  with  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints  and  the  man- 
ners and  customs  of  the  Fatherland.  Their  success  in  this 
direction  was  beyond  the  range  of  their  expectations,— their 
influence  in  the  New  World  excelling  thaflt  of  any  other  nation- 
ality, however  large  the  number  of  its  representatives,  or  per- 
sistent their  claims.  Human  equality,  the  government  of  the 
people  by  the  people  and  for  the  people,  the  town-meeting,  the 
public  school,  were  ideas  borrowed  from  the  Hollanders. 
Even  the  national  name — the  United  States  of  America — was 
suggested  by  the  name  of  the  Dutch  Republic,  the  United 
Netherlands  and  the  form  of  government  at  present  prevailing, 
copied  from  the  government  of  the  Netherlandish  Reformed 
Church.  In  farming,  gardening,  flori-culture,  stock  raising 
and  breeding  they  surpassed  all  others ; were  the  first  to  intro- 
duce and  acclimate  the  Oriental  fruits,  flowers,  grains  and 
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plants,  that  are  now  so  common,  as  well  as  the  popular  Amer- 
ican breakfast  luxury,  the  bock-vveit  or  buckwheat  cake.  They 
invented  the  enclosed  and  covered  forcing  bed,  the  hot-house, 
the  winnowing  fan,  the  plow  in  its  modern  form,  and  taught 
the  use  of  artificial  grasses  and  the  rotation  of  crops.  The 
best  dykes,  drainage,  reclamation  of  lands,  gardens  and  farms 
in  colonial  days,  were  along  the  Hudson  River  and  in  the  Mo- 
hawk Valley.  From  tnem  came  the  sleighs  and  the  skates, 
which  make  winter  a season  of  delight  and  pleasure,  and  also 
the  stove,  without  which  our  homes  would  be  well  nigh  cheer- 
less. ‘‘It  was  on  a Dutch  sleigh  that  the  Rhode  Islander, 
Oliver  H.  Perry,  of  English  Quaker  and  Scotch-Irish  descent, 
made  rapid  transit  to  Lake  Erie,  and  by  means  of  the  Dutch 
invention,  called  a camel , floated  his  green-timber  ships  over 
the  bar  and  out  to  victory,  under  the  same  red  and  white  stripes 
that  floated  from  the  masts  of  Piet  Hein,  Von  Tromp  and  De 
Ruyter.”  The  Dutch  with  their  saw-mills,  built  New  Amster- 
dam, the  capital  city  of  the  New  Netherlands,  with  sawed 
lumber,  and  thereby  taught  the  New  Englander  to  abandon  the 
laborious  saw-pit  and  to  reap  wealth  from  his  forests.  They 
invented  linen  under-clothing,  besides  starch  and  its  applica- 
tion to  ornamental  dress,  leading  the  way  also  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  soap  from  wood-ashes.  *‘In  the  evolution  of  the  post 
and  frame,  enclosed  and  canopied  bed,  the  bolster  and  the  mod- 
ern pillow,  covered  with  removable  case  ; in  the  invention  of 
the  thimble,*  in  the  perfection  and  multiplication  of  spinning 
wheels  for  the  domestic  treatment  of  yarn,  and  of  home  ma- 
chinery for  the  preparation  of  flax  into  linsey-woolsey  ; the 
Dutch  were  the  inventors  and  the  English  on  either  side  of  the 
Atlantic  the  borrowers.”  Because  of  their  advance  in  civiliza- 
tion and  their  acknowledged  superiority,  their  neighbors  in 
Connecticut  invariably  said  of  any  new  invention  or  improve- 
ment: “ it  beats  the  Dutch,”  as  if  that  was  proof  undoubted 
of  its  excellency  and  merit.  “ Whenever  we  utter  the  angle- 
cized  words : anchor,  caboose,  ballast,  sloop,  stoker,  stove, 


*A  thimble  was  originally  a thumb-bell,  because  it  was  worn  on  the  thumb,  as  sailors 
still  wear  their  thimbles.  It  is  a Dutch  invention,  and  in  1884,  in  Amsterdam,  the  bi-cen- 
tennial  of  the  thimble  was  celebrated  with  a great  deal  of  formality.  This  very  valuable 
addition  to  my  lady’s  work-basket  was  first  made  by  a goldsmith  named  Nicholas  van 
Benschoten,  the  ancestor  of  the  American  family  of  Van  Benschotens,  And  it  may  fur- 
ther interest  Colonial  Dames  to  know  that  the  first  thimble  made  was  presented  in  1684 
to  Anna  van  Weely,  the  second  wife  of  Kiliaen  van  Rensselaer,  the  purchaser  of  Rensse- 
laerwyck,  and  the  first  Patroon.  Madam  van  Rensselaer’s  memory  was  duly  honored  in 
Holland  on  the  occasion  of  the  thimble  bi-centennial.  She  has  many  descendants  in  this 
country.  Among  others,  Mrs.  Theodore  W.  Welles,  a descendant  of  the  eighth  genera- 
tion,. 

In  presenting  his  useful  gift  Van  Benschoten  begged  Madam  van  Rensselaer  “to  accept 
this  new  covering  for  the  protection  of  her  diligent  fingers  as  a token  of  his  esteem.” 

It  was  not  until  1695,  just  two  hundred  years  ago.  that  the  thimble  was  introduced  into 
England  by  a Hollander  named  John  Lofting,  who  opened  a thimble-manufactory  at 
Islington. 


doily,  brandy,  duffel,  cambric,  easel,  landscape,  boss,  stoop, 
forlorn-hope,  body-guard,  school  of  fishes,  boodle,  scow,  Santa 
Claus,  blickey,  pinkster,  and  a host  of  words  in  art,  music,  sea- 
manship, handicraft,  war,  exploration,  and  the  lines  of  human 
achievement  most  followed  in  the  seventeenth  century,  we  are 
but  mispronouncing  more  or  less  fluently  Dutch  words,  the 
labels  of  things  borrowed  from  the  Netherlander  who  settled 
in  New  York  and  New  Jersey.”*  The  scenes  and  homes 
from  whence  these  Netherlanders  came,  are  described  with 
much  poetic  beauty  in  the  following  lines  : 

“What  land  is  this,  that  seems  to  be 
A mingling  of  the  land  and  sea? 

This  land  of  sluices,  dikes  and  dunes  ? 

This  water  net,  that  tesselates 
The  landscape?  This  unending  maze 
Of  gardens,  through  whose  latticed  gates 
The  imprisoned  pinks  and  tulips  gaze  ? 

Where  in  long  summer  afternoons 
The  sunshine  softened  by  the  haze, 

Comes  streaming  down  as  through  a screen  : 

Where  over  fields  and  pastures  green 
The  painted  ships  float  high  in  air, 

And  over  all  and  everywhere 

The  sails  of  wind  mills  sink  and  soar 

Like  wings  of  sea-gulls  on  the  shore  ?” 

“ See  : every  house  and  room  is  bright 
With  glimmers  of  reflected  light 
From  plates  that  on  the  dresser  shine: 

Flagons  to  foam  with  Flemish  beer, 

Or  sparkle  with  the  Rheinish  wine, 

And  pilgrim  flasks  with  fleur-de-lis, 

And  ships  upon  a rolling  sea 

And  tankards,  pewter  topped  and  queer, 

With  grotesque  mask  and  musketeer  : 

Each  hospitable  chimney  smiles 
A welcome  from  its  painted  tiles  : 

The  parlor  walls,  the  painted  floors, 

The  stairways  and  the  corridors, 

The  borders  of  the  garden  walks, 

Are  beautiful  with  fadeless  flowers, 

That  never  droop  in  wind  or  showers, 

And  never  wither  on  their  stalks.” 

III.  The  Church  of  the  Early  Settlers,  its  Origin 
and  Development. 

A large  majority  of  the  people  who  commenced  the  coloni- 
zation of  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  came  here  as  members 
of  the  Reformed  Church  of  the  Netherlands,  and  representa-

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tives  of  the  Reformed  religion.  When  they  established  a 
church,  it  was  organized  in  accordance  with  the;  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  church  of  their  fatherland,  endeared  to  their 
hearts  by  many  precious  memories,  and  embalmed  in  their  af- 
fections through  hallowed  associations  with  the  most  heroic  era 
in  their  national  history. 

Fifty  years  before  Martin  Luther  came  to  a clear  knowledge 
of  the  great  doctrines  of  the  faith  with  which  he  shook  the 
world,  Wessel  Gansevoort  and  Rudolph  Agricola,  of  Holland, 
were  students  oi  the  Bible,  and  by  their  labors  in  the  dissem- 
ination of  evangelical  truth,  mightily  prepared  the  way  for  the 
civil  and  religious  conflict  of  the  Netherlander  with  Charles 
V and  his  son  Philip  II,  of  Spain.  ‘“Confessors  and  martyrs 
were  never  wanting  for  the  persecutions  of  the  Government 
and  the  Inquisition.  The  poor  people  called  their  churches — 
The  Churches  of  the  Netherlands  under  the  Cross.  They 
worshipped  privately  for  many  years  in  scattered  little  assem- 
blies, until  they  crystalized  into  a regular  ecclesiastical  organi- 
zation. In  1563  the  Synod  of  Antwerp  was  held,  which  adopt- 
ed the  Belgic  Confession  of  Faith,  and  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  Reformed  Protestant  Church  of  the  Netherlands,  whose 
scholars  and  theologians,  whose  schools  and  universities,  whose 
pure  faith  and  holy  living,  whose  active  zeal  and  martyr  spirit, 
secured  for  her  the  leading  position  among  the  sister  churches 
of  the  continent.” 

This  Church  the  early  settlers  planted  in  America.  It  was 
the  church  of  their  fathers;  and  when  the  Dutch  possessions  in 
this  country  were  surrendered  to  the  British  crown — although 
there  were  but  10,000  Hollanders  in  the  province — there  were 
twelve  churches  under  the  care  of  the  Synod  of  North  and 
South  Holland;  three  in  the  city  of  New  York,  five  on  Long 
Island,  two  on  the  shores  of  the  Hudson  river,  one  in  Dela- 
ware, and  one  at  Bergen,  New  Jersey. 

They  were  Reformed  Protestant  Churches,  with  a Dutch 
membership,  using  the  Dutch  language,  and  for  a long  time 
unable  to  understand  any  other  ; but  it  was  thirty  years  after  the 
province  of  New  Netherlands  had  been  ceeded  to  the  British,  be- 
fore the  word  Dutch  was  incorporated  in  the  title  of  a Re- 
formed Church  in  America.  May  11,  1696,  William  III,  of 
England  gave  a charter  to  the  Netherland  Reformed  Congre- 
gation in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  the  “‘Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church”  to  distinguish  it  from  the  Episcopal  Church 
which  was  styled  the  English  Church,  and  which,  in  favor  with 
the  Government  was  endeavoring  to  compel  the  Dutch  colon- 
ists to  forsake  the  church  of  their  fathers  and  worship  God  in 
accordance  with  the  ritual  of  the  Church  of  England. 
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It  was  expressly  stipulated  in  the  articles  of  surrender,  that 
the  people  should  be  allowed  liberty  of  conscience  in  Divine 
worship  and  Christian  discipline,  but  a minister  of  the  Church 
of  England  was  sent  to  Albany  to  take  possession  of  the  Dutch 
church  there,  and  repeated  attempts  were  made  to  secure  con- 
trol of  the  Dutch  churches  on  Long  Island  for  the  benefit  of  the 
same  ecclesiastical  establishment.  The  Dutch  colonists  were 
heavily  taxed  for  the  maintenance  of  Episcopal  ministers,  and 
were  subjected  to  such  annoyance  and  petty  persecution  by  the 
Church  of  England,  that  many  of  them  fled  to  the  unsettled 
lands  of  New  Jersey  to  escape  English . oppression  and  British 
tyranny.* 

The  name  given  the  church  by  William  III,  of  England,  a 
Hollander  to  the  manor  born,  was  cordially  adopted  through 
national  pride  wherever  the  Hollanders  or  their  descendants 
established  a church,  and  for  two  hundred  years  was  the  corpo- 
rate title  of  the  denomination.  In  1S67  the  title  was  changed, 
as  a large  majority  of  the  church’s  membership  regarded  it 
misleading,  causing  many  to  think  that  the  services  were  con- 
ducted in  the  Dutch  Language.  The  denomination  has  since 
been  known  as  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

IV.  The  Church  of  the  Early  Settlers,  Its  Char- 
acteristics and  Polity. 

The  Reformed  Church  is  the  name  used  to  designate  “the 
Protestant  churches  in  which  the  Calvinistic  doctrines  and  still 
more  the  Calvinistic  polity  prevail,  in  contradistinction  to  the 
Lutheran.” 

In  1529,  an  assembly  of  the  States  of  Germany,  somewhat 
similar  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  Ameiica,  but 
called  the  Diet — an  assembly  composed  of  electors,  princes, 
and  deputies  from  the  free  cities  of  Germany  and  sharing  with 
the  Emperor  the  rights  of  sovereignty  was  convened  at  Speyer, 
the  capital  of  the  Rhine  Palatinate.  It  is  known  in  history  as 
the  Second  Diet  of  Speyer,  and  while  in  session  decreed 
among  other  things  that  no  Roman  Catholic  should  embrace 
the  new  religion  or  be  forbidden  to  say  or  attend  mass,  and 
that  the  preachers  of  the  new  religion  should  deliver  nothing  in 
their  sermons  contrary  to  the  received  doctrine  of  the  Roman 
Church.  Two  days  after  the  promulgation  of  this  decree,  six 
Lutheran  princes  and  the  deputies  from  fourteen  imperial  towns 
protested  against  it  in  writing  and  were  called  in  derision 

*This  intolerant  spirit,  if  it  is  dead,  died  hard.  January  19th,  1707,  the  Rev.  Francis 
Makemie,  then  on  a visit  to  New  York,  accepted  an  invitation  to  preach  in  a private  house 
in  Queen  street,  and,  as  a result,  he  was  arrested  by  order  of  Lord  Cornbury,  Governor  of 
the  province,  “for  favoring  pernicious  doctrines  and  principles  to  the  disturbance  of  the 
Church  of  England.”  Two  months  elapsed  before  the  “disturber”  got  out  of  jail. 
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Protestants.  It  was  a protest  against  the  right  of  a majority  to 
determine  matters  of  faith  for  the  individual  or  the  right  of 
those  in  authority  to  bind  the  consciences  of  men. 

These  principles  were  held  wherever  the  leaven  of  the 
Reformation  was  working,  and  so  in  a little  while  the  term 
Protestant  was  extended  from  those  who  protested  at  the  Diet 
of  Speyer  to  all  who  embraced  the  principles  which  they  main- 
tained. 

The  first  breach  of  the  peace  among  Protestants  was  occa- 
sioned by  a difference  of  Scriptural  interpretation  in  relation 
to  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper.  It  was  on  this  point 
mainly  that  the  controversy  between  the  Lutherans  and  the  Re- 
formed, as  they  were  called,  was  long  carried  on.  The  church 
of  Rome  taught  that  the  bread  and  wine  used  in  this  sacrament 
were  changed  by  divine  power  into  the  veiitable  body  and 
blood  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  known  as  the  doctrine 
of  transubstantiation  or  change  of  substance.  Luther  taught 
that  while  the  bread  and  wine  are  not  changed,  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  is  nevertheless  present  in,  under  or  with  the  bread  and 
wine.  This  is  known  as  the  doctrine  of  consubstantiation  or 
union  of  substances,  and  agrees  with  the  doctrine  of  transub- 
stantiation in  asserting  that  those  who  partake  of  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord’s  Supper  eat  and  drink  the  real,  material  body  and 
blood  of  the  Son  of  God. 

Zwingli  and  Calvin  taught  that  the  bread  and  wine  used  in 
the  sacrament  are  signs,  symbols  or  memorials  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  Christ,  and  that  Christ  is  present  in  the  sacrament 
only  as  He  is  discerned  by  faith.  Such  teaching  is  the  chief 
distinction  of  all  the  Reformed  churches,  the  great  majority  of 
which  are  Presbyterian  in  Government  and  Calvinistic  in  doc- 
trine. Presbyterian  in  government,  because  governed  by  pres- 
byters or  elders  chosen  by  members  of  the  church  and  ruling 
according  to  the  provisions  of  a written  constitution.  Calvin- 
istic in  doctrine,  because  believing  God  to  be  absolutely  sover- 
eign in  redemption,  and  accepting  the  truths  intimately  con- 
nected with  such  an  apprehension  of  the  divine  majesty.  They 
also  regard  children  of  Christian  parents  worthy  of  baptism  in 
infancy  and  administer  the  rite  of  baptism  by  sprinkling,  but 
consider  the  manner  in  which  a person  is  baptized  of  no  spir- 
itual importance  or  religious  significance. 

The  Reformed  Church  established  at  Totowa  was  organized 
unde'r  the  auspices  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  the  Nether- 
lands. It  was  Presbyterian  in  government  but  differed  from 
many  Presbyterian  churches  in  several  respects.  These  differ- 
ences have  been  perpetuated  in  the  Second  Reformed  Church 
at  Paterson  and  briefly  stated  are  as  follows  : 


First.  The  election  of  ruling  elders  to  serve  for  a term  of 
years,  instead  of  for  life,  but,  recognizing  the  truth  expressed 
by  the  phrase  : l'Once  an  elder  always  an  elder,”  forming  from 
the  elders  not  in  active  service,  an  advisory  body,  known  as  the 
Great  Consistory. 

Second.  Committing  the  entire  government  of  the  church  to 
a Consistory  composed  of  the  minister,  elders  and  deacons,  in- 
stead of  placing  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  church  under  the 
management  of  trustees,  who  oftentimes  are  not  members  of 
the  church  in  full  communion. 

Third.  Regarding  no  offences  worthy  of  Christian  disci- 
pline, save  such  as  can  be  shown  to  be  sins  by  the  Word  of 
God. 

Fourth.  Baptizing  infants  whose  parents  having  been  bap- 
tized have  not  as  yet  been  received  to  full  communion. 

Tifth.  Baptizing  by  sprinkling  water  thrice  upon  the  head 
— once  for  each  person  of  the  Godhead,  as  Jesus  commanded 
when  saying  baptize  “■  in  the  name  of  the  Father:  and  of  the 
Son  : and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.” 

Sixth.  A ministry  solemnly  pledged  never  to  teach  private- 
ly or  publicly,  either  by  preaching  or  writing  any  sentiments 
contrary  to  the  doctrine  contained  in  the  Belgic  Confession  of 
Faith,  The  Heidelbergh  Catechism  and  the  Canons  of  the 
Synod  of  Dordrecht,  the  doctrinal  standards  of  the  Church. 

Seventh.  An  obligatory  liturgical  service  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  sacraments  and  the  ordination  of  ministers,  elders 
and  deacons. 

The  wisdom  of  these  peculiar  features  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America  has  been  justified  by  experience  and  has 
led  to  their  adoption  to  some  extent  at  least  by  other  churches. 
The  cause  for  such  action  is  plain.  When  ruling  elders  are 
chosen  to  serve  for  a lifetime  the  advent  of  death  is  oftentimes 
the  only  thing  that  can  deliver  the  church  from  the  rule  of  de- 
crepid  imbecility.  When  the  worldly  estate  and  funds  of  a 
church  are  in  the  hands  of  men  who,  however  respectable  and 
moral,  are  unregenerated  and  Godless,  the  church  is.  at  the 
mercy  of  the  world  and  subject  to  those  whom  the  Scriptures 
describe  as  enmity  against  God.  When  the  Scriptures  are 
recognized  as  the  only  rule  of  Christian  life  and  practice,  the 
Church  which  condemns  what  God  has  not  prohibited,  and  en- 
joins what  God  has  not  commanded,  transcends  its  authority, 
and  by  the  exercise  of  Christian  discipline  in  such  cases  unne- 
cessarily burdens  the  conscience.  The  Reformed  Church  de- 
sires nothing  more  than  that  its  members  live  as  the  Word  of 
God  teaches.  When  children  of  baptized  parents  who  are  not 
in  full  communion  are  denied  baptism,  a public  profession  of 
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faith  in  Christ  is  made  the  basis  of  infant  baptism,  whereas  a 
child  is  baptized  for  the  same  reason  that  a king  is  crowned. 
The  king  was  born  of  royal  blood,  and  so  the  child  born  with- 
in the  visible  church  is  baptized  because  of  its  Christian  birth. 
“■The  promise  is  unto  us  and  to  our  children,  even  unto  those 
who  are  afar  off.”  The  triune  sprinkling  practiced  by  the  Re- 
formed churches,  while  fully  in  accordance  with  the  Word  of 
God,  is  a matter  of  sentiment  adding  to  the  solemnity  of  the 
rite  of  baptism,  but  like  the  mode  of  baptism,  is  of  no  vital  im- 
portance. A ministry,  however,  who  are  solemnly  pledged  to 
teach  nothing  contrary  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  and 
when  they  cannot  conscientiously  preach  such  doctrines,  to 
make  it  known  to  the  proper  authorities  before  proclaiming  the 
change  in  their  opinions,  and  then  to  submit  to  the  judgment  of 
the  Church,  or  cease  their  ministrations,  is  a rule  so  salutary 
that  purity  of  doctrine  has  pre-eminently  characterized  the 
teaching  of  the  pulpits  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  its  people 
have  been  spared  the  turmoil  and  confusion  engendered  by 
ecclesiastical  acrobats  and  theological  cranks,  while  the 
obligatory  liturgical  forms  have  given  the  membership  of  the 
church  a clear  understanding  of  the  doctrines  of  the  church 
and  an  ear  quick  to  detect  an  alien  accent. 

Although  not  claiming  it  as  a distinctive  characteristic,  the 
Reformed  Church  guards  with  the  greatest  care  the  religious 
freedom  of  its  members.  Each  Reformed  church  represented 
by  its  pastor  and  an  elder,  forms  with  a number  of  other 
churches  so  represented,  a Classis.  A number  of  Classes,  rep- 
resented by  not  less  than  three  ministers  and  three  elders, 
form  a Particular  Synod,  and  all  the  Classes  so  represented 
form  the  General  Synod.  Any  member  of  the  church  feel- 
ing aggrieved  by  the  action  of  the  Consistory  to  which  he 
is  amenable,  has  the  right  of  appeal  to  Classis;  from  Classis 
to  Particular  Synod,  and  from  the  Particular  Synod  to 
the  General  Synod,  and  is  thus  protected  in  tne  enjoyment 
of  all  his  rights,  privileges  and  prerogatives  as  a follower  of 
Christ.  Oppression  is  impossible,  though  the  least  of  all 
saints,  a person’s  liberty  as  a Chsistian  is  guarded  and  upheld 
by  the  whole  denomination. 

V.  The  Settlement  of  the  Passaic  Valley. 

When  in  1609.  Hendrick  Hudson,  under  the  direction  and  in 
the  employ  of  the  Dutch  East  India  Company,  explored  in  the 
Half  Moon  the  noble  river  bearing  his  name,  what  is  now 
New  Jersey  was  called  by  its  possessors  the  Lenape  Indians, 
Scheyiehby . “In  1614,  by  virtue  of  an  edict  of  the  States 
General  of  Holland,  exclusive  rights  were  granted  for  trading 
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purposes  to  a trading  company  for  four  years.  They  consti- 
tuted a purely  commercial  establishment,  but  prepared  the  way 
for  colonization.” 

In  1621  the  Dutch  West  India  Company  was  organized  and 
empowered  to  traffic  and  plant  colonies  on  the  coasts  of  Africa 
and  of  America  from  the  Straits  of  Magellan  to  the  remotest 
North-  In  1623  operations  were  commenced  in  this  country 
and  colonization  rapidly  advanced,  chiefly  on  the  islands  about 
New  York  and  along  the  banks  of  the  Hudson. 

The  first  village  on  the  western  shore  of  the  river  was  Ber- 
gen, probably  commenced  as  early  as  161S,  but  for  several  sub- 
sequent years  a mere  place  for  trading  with  the  Indians.  The 
first  appropriation  of  land  to  individuals  in  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  was  the  purchase  of  Michael  Pauw,  called  Hoboken 
Hacking,  opposite  New  Amsterdam  or  New  York,  on  the 
west  side  of  the  river  Mauritius,  or  Hudson  river.  July  12, 
1630.  It  was  not  until  near  the  close  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury that  permanent  settlements  were  made  within  the  bounds 
of  what  is  now  known  as  Passaic  County.  The  first  real  estate 
transaction  within  these  limits  occurred  in  1678,  when  an  In- 
dian chief  sold  what  at  the  present  time  is  known  as  Dundee 
Island,  but  was  then  called  Menehenicke , to  Hartman  Michiel- 
sen,  an  enterprising  Dutchman  from  Bergen.  He  perfected 
his  title  in  1685,  obtaining  a patent  from  the  East  Jersey  pro- 
prietors, by  agreeing  to  pay  for  the  island  the  munificent  yearly 
quit-rent  of  “one  fatt  henn.”  He  subsequently  induced  a num- 
ber of  his  neighbors  at  Bergen  to  join  with  him  in  the  purchase 
of  a large  tract  of  land  along  the  river  up  to  the  Falls.  The 
coveted  territory  was  obtained  from  the  Indians  March  28, 
1679,  and  payment  was  made  in  '“coats,  blankets,  kettles,  pow- 
der and  other  goods.”  The  purchase  was  confirmed  by  a pat- 
ent from  the  East  Jersey  proprietors  March  16,  1684-5,  for 
all  the  land  from  the  Third  River,  up  the  Passaic  to  the  Falls, 
thence  to  Garret  Rock  and  along  the  face  of  the  steep 
rocks  southwesterly  to  the  present  county  line,  and  thence  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Third  River.”  This  w'as  called  the  Haque- 
quenunch  tract,  a name  perpetuated  in  the  title  of  Acquack- 
anonk  township,  and  meaning  “ a place  where  gum-blocks  are 
made  for  grinding  corn.” 

The  exact  date  of  the  occupancy  of  the  soil  thus  acquired  is 
not  known,  but  until  after  1680  there  were  but  few,  if  any,  ex- 
cept Indians  in  the  vast  territory  covered  by  this  patent.  The 
Hon.  Henry  C.  Murphy,  while  United  States  Minister  at  the 
Hague,  found  an  old  Dutch  manuscript  which  proved  to  be  a 
journal  of  a voyage  across  the  Atlantic  over  two  centuries  ago 
and  of  journeys  to  many  of  the  American  settlements  of  that 
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time  by  Jasper  Dankers  and  Peter  Sluyter,  known  as  the 
Labadist  travellers.*  They  came  up  the  Passaic  river,  which 
they  call  the  North  West  Kil,  from  New  Amsterdam  and  land- 
ed at  Acquekenon , (Acquackanonck  or  Passaic)  March,  1680. 
Of  this  journey  they  say  : 

“ When  we  reached  Acquekenon,  we  took  our  provisions  and  what- 
ever was  loose,  out  of  the  boat  into  a hut  of  the  Indians  of  whom  there  is 
only  one  family  on  this  whole  tract.  We  ate  our  dinner  by  their  fire  and 
determined  to  go  in  the  afternoon  to  the  Falls,  although  it  had  already  be- 
gun to  rain.  We  started  off  accordingly  under  the  guidance  of  Hans,  the 
Indian, .and  reached  the  Falls  after  not  a little  toilsome  journey,  getting 
back  at  eight  o’clock  at  night.  The  soil  seemed  to  promise  good  and  the 
place  is  as  well  situated  as  can  be  to  make  a village  or  city.  The  land  on 
the  North  West  Kil  is  all  taken  up  and  the  prospect  is  that  the  whole 
region  will  soon  be  inhabited.  It  is  already  taken  up  on  the  south  side  as 
high  up  as  the  Falls.” 

The  Acquackanonk  patentees,  fourteen  in  number,  were  Hans 
Diedricks,  a citizen  of  Bergen,  who  never  occupied  his  posses- 
sions in  the  Passaic  valley : Gerrit  Gerritsen, J or  Gerrit,  the 
son  of  Gerrit,  who  came  from  Wagening,  a town  in  Holland, 
about  1660,  in  the  ship  Faith , and  was  known  as  Gerrit  Van 
(or  from)  Wagening.  Many  of  his  descendants  have  changed 
this  to  Van  Wagoner,  while  others  have  retained  the  name 
Garretsen,  which  is  frequently  written  Garrison.  Walling 
Jacobs  and  Symon  Jacobs,  sons  of  Jacob  Jacobs,  of  Bergen, 
who  was  the  progenitor  of  the  Van  Winkles,  Elias  Michielsen, 
Hartman  Michielsen,  Johannes  Michielsen,  Cornelius  Michiel- 
sen, sons  of  Michiel  Jansen,  who  settled  first  at  Rensseiaer- 
wick,  then  at  New  York  and  then  at  Communipaw,  his  de- 
scendants, have  the  name  of  Vreeland.  Adrian  Post,  son 


*These  travelers  were  Labadists,  or  followers  of  Jean  de  Labadie,  of  France,  who,  edu- 
cated by  the  Jesuits,  joined  the  Reformed  Church,  and  with  the  aid  of  Anna  Maria  Schur- 
mann , founded  in  the  Netherlands,  a sect  who  insisted  upon  an  inner  Christianity,  in  true 
mystic  style.  They  visited  America  to  gain  information  in  regard  to  the  feasibility  of  es- 
tablishing a Labadist  colony,  and  kept  a journal  of  their  travels,  which  is  both  interesting 
and  instructive. 

fGerrit  Gerritsen  brought  with  him  a certificate,  written  in  Dutch,  which  the  Rey.  Dr. 
Thomas  DeWitt  translated  for  the  family  in  1841,  and  which  reads.  “We  burgomasters  , 
schepins  and  counsellors  of  the  city  of  Wagening,  declare  by  these  presents  that  there  ap- 
peared before  us  Hendrick  Elissen  and  Jordiz  Spiers,  citizens  of  this  city,  at  the  request 
of  Gerrit  Gerritsen  and  Anna  Hermansse,  his  wife.  They  have  testified  and  certified,  as 
they  do  by  these  presents,  that  they  have  good  knowledge  of  the  above-named  Gerrit  Ger- 
ritsen and  Anna  Hermansse,  his  wife,  as  to  their  life  and  conversation,  and  that  they  have 
always  been  considered  and  esteemed  as  pious  and  honest  people,  and  that  no  complaint 
of  any  evil  or  disorderly  conduct  has  ever  reached  their  ears  ; on  the  contrary,  they  have 
always  led  quiet,  pious  and  honest  lives  as  it  becomes  pious  and  honest  persons.  They 
especially  testify  that  they  govern  their  family  well  and  bring. up  their  children  in  the  fear 
of  God  and  in  all  modesty  and  respectability. 

As  the  above-named  persons  have  resolved  to  remove  and  proceed  to  New  Netherland 
in  order  to  find  greater  convenience,  they  give  this  attestation  grounded  on  their  knowl- 
edge of  them  having  known  them  intimately  and  having  been  in  continual  intercourse 
with  them  for  many  years,  living  in  the  same  neighborhood. 

In  testimony  of  the  truth,  we,  the  burgomasters  of  the  city,  have  caused  the  secret  seal 
of  the  city  to  be  imprinted  on  this  paper. 

Done  at  Wagening,  27th  Nov.,  1660. 

By  the  ordinance  of  the  same

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of  (Japt.  Adrian,  who  brought  a colony  to  Staten  Island,  and 
subsequently  settled  at  Bergen  Point;  Urian  Tomassen,  who 
came  from  Rypen  in  1663  in  the  ship  Spotted  Cow,  and 
located  at  Bergen,  his  descendants  are  known  by  the  family 
name  Van  Riper;  Cornelius  Roelofsen  (or  son  of  Ralph)  was 
probably  from  Houten,  and  is  the  ancestor  of  one  branch  of  the 
Van  Houtens ; John  Hendrick  Speare,  whose  descendants  are 
numerous  and  easily  recognized  ; Cornelius  Lubbers,  said  to  be 
the  progenitor  of  the  Van  Blarcom  family  and  also  probably  of 
the  Westervelts;  Abraham  Bookey,  a weaver,  who  tarried  but 
a night  and  returned  to  New  York. 

In  1682  the  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  East  Jersey” 
passed  an  act  dividing  the  Province  into  four  counties  : Bergen, 
Essex,  Middlesex  and  Monmouth.  Bergen  included  all  the 
settlements  between  the  Hudson  and  Passaic  rivers  and  to  the 
north  boundaries  of  the  Province.  Essex  took  in  the  settle- 
ments on  the  south  side  of  the  Passaic  river,  and  this  included 
the  district  now  within  the  bounds  of  Paterson,  excepting  the 
First  and  Second  Wards.  The  lands  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Passaic,  in  the  Township  of  Manchester,  were  given  by  the 
proprietors,  at  an  early  date,  to  Maryen  Cambio — Marian 
Camobell — and  by  her  transferred  to  Blandina,  wife  of  Petrus 
Bayard  in  1697,  and  November  2,  170b,  were  conveved  to 
George  Ryerson,  of  Pompton ; Ryer  Ryerson  and  Francis 
Ryerson,  of  New  York,  the  western  half  of  Manchester  and 
about  all  the  First  Ward  of  the  City  of  Paterson,  were  pur- 
chased of  the  Indians  in  1709  by  George  Ryerson,  of  Acquack- 
anonk,  Uriah  Westervelt,  of  Hackensack,  and  Francis  Ryer- 
son, of  New  York.  The  original  deed  is  still  in  the  possession 
of  Mrs.  Maria  Zabriskie,  formerly  of  Hohokus.  It  bears  the 
signature  of  13  Indians,  whose  names  are  given 

What  is  known  as  the  Totowa  tract  was  originally  patented 
to  George  W'bllocks,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  East  Jersey,  and 
subsequently  became  the  property  of  Anthony  Brockholts, 
Halmagh  Van  Houten  and  Ralph  Van  Hcuten.  The  first  set- 
tler within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Paterson  was  probably 
Simeon  Van  Winkle,  a son  of  the  Acquackanonk  patentee,  who 
located  on  the  river  bank  at  the  foot  of  Willis  street  at  least  as 
early  as  j 7 1 9.  Totowa  was  settled  by  the  Van  Houtens  about 
1720.  The  occupation  of  the  land  was  slow.  The  First  Ward  of 
Paterson  and  the  lower  part  of  the  Second  Ward  had  no  white 
inhabitants  in  all  probability  until  1740  or  50. 

VI.  The  Church  Privileges  of  the  Early  Settlers. 

It  was  the  custom  of  the  Netherlanders  when  forming  a set- 
tlement to  secure  as  soon  as  possible  the  blessings  of  a Gospel 


ministry.  Schools  were  established  and  the  schoolmaster  ap- 
pointed Voorleser , or  lay  minister,  who,  besides  teaching 
the  children  the  principles  of  the  Reformed  religion,  conducted 
religious  services  by  reading  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  and 
some  appropriate  sermon  from  approved  Holland  authors.* 

Accredited  ministers  were  few  and  difficult  to  obtain.  The 
church  at  Bergen,  the  oldest  in  the  State,  organized  in  1660, 
had  no  settled  pastor  until  1757,  ninety-seven  years  after  its 
organization. 

The  first  church  organized  within  the  bounds  of  Passaic 
County  was  at  Acquackanonk  in  1693.  It  was  the  third  church 
organized  in  New  Jersey.  Until  1699,  when  a church  was  or- 
ganized at  Freehold,  the  churches  at  Bergen,  Hackensack  and 
Acquackanonk  were  the  only  Reformed  Churches  in  the  State. 

The  first  pastor  at  Hackensack  and  Acquackanonk  was  Guil- 
liam  Bertholf,  who  came  to  America  as  a catechiser,  voorleser 
and  schoolmaster,  and  resided  near  Hackensack.  These 
churches  having  no  pastor,  Bertholf  conducted  their  religious 
services  so  much  to  their  gratification  and  pleasure  that  they  de- 
sired him  to  return  to  Holland  at  their  expense  for  ordination 
to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  accepted  the  kind  offer,  and 
reaching  the  Fatherland  in  safety  was  examined  by  the  Classis 
of  Middleburgh  at  Middleburgh,  Holland,  in  September,  1693. 

The  Classis,  having  approved  the  call  made  upon  him  by  the 
churches  of  Hackensack  and  Acquackanonk,  ordained  and  in- 
stalled him  pastor  of  these  churches.  He  at  once  returned  and 
entered  upon  his  ministerial  duties,  the  first  regularly  installed 
pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  New  Jersey,  and  until  1709 
the  only  Dutch  minister  in  the  State. 

His  labors  were  abundant  and  successful,  and  his  influence 
far-reaching.  He  organized  a church  at  Tarrytown,  then 
known  as  Phillips  Manor.  N.  Y.,  in  1697,  another  at  Raritan, 
N.  J.,  in  1699,  and  another  at  Ponds,  then  styled  T’Norden 
or  the  North,  in  1710,  during  which  year  they  built  a house  of 
worship,  the  first  church  erected  north  of  fhe  Passaic  river  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey.  He  also  ministered  occasionally  at 
Tappan.  N.  Y.,  and  at  Paramus,  N.  J.,  where  a church  was 
organized  the  year  after  his  death,  1725.  In  1736  a Reformed 
Church  was  organized  at  Pompton  Plains,  which  since  1713 
had  been  an  out  station  of  the  Ponds  Church  and  was  known 
as  Pompton,  but  as  late  as  1748  all  the  region  of  country  with- 


*The  voorleser  in  olden  times  was  a church  officer  of  much  importance.  He  was 
chorister  and  clerk  and  the  keeper  of  the  registers  of  Baptisms,  Communicants,  Marriages, 
Deaths  and  Burials.  He  generally  had  a little  pew  just  in  front  of  the  pulpit,  with  a book- 
board  rising  from  it.  By  his  side  was  a rod,  in  one  end  of  which  was  a slit  in  which  no- 
tices were  placed,  and  by  his  quietly  passing  the  rod  up  to  the  pulpit,  which  was  quite 
high,  the  minister  received  the  notices  to  be  published.  In  the  minister’s  absence  the 
voorleser  conducted  the  services  and  read  a sermon  for  the  edification  of  the  people. 
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In  the  bounds  of  the  congregations  of  Pomptoti,  Pompton 
Plains,  Ponds,  Preakness,  Montville,  Fairfield,  Little  Falls,  To- 
towa  and  Paterson,  formed  one  ministerial  charge. 

After  the  death  of  Dominie  Bartholf,  the  Rev.  Gideon  Du 
Bois,*  of  whom  we  have  no  definite  knowledge,  occasionally 
officiated  for  the  vacant  congregation,  probably  as  a stated  sup- 
ply, and  at  one  time,  in  1724,  was  paid  ‘-five  pieces  of  eight,” 
a Spanish  coin  then  in  common  circulation,  and  at  another 
time  forty  shillings,  an  amount  which  in  those  days  was  not  to 
be  despised.  In  a comparatively  short  time,  however,  this 
vast  territory  was  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Henricus 
Coens,  who  came  from  Holland  late  in  the  Fall  of  1725  in  re- 
sponse to  the  call  of  the  Acquackanonk  and  .Second  River  or 
Belleville  congregations 

About  1 730  he  ceased  to  serve  these  congregations  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  days,  it  is  thought,  in  ministrations  at 
Ponds  and  Pompton.  He  died  in  1735.  The  Acquackanonk, 
Ponds  and  Pompton  congregations  then  united  and  secured  the 
services  of  the  Rev.  Johannes  Van  Driessen,  who  was  edu- 
cated in  Belgium,  but  licensed  and  ordained  in  New  England 
by  a committee  of  Congregational  ministers,  and  was  therefore 
regarded  by  the  Holland  ministry  in  America  as  unworthy  of 
fellowship.  He  styled  himself  ordinary  minister  at  Acquack- 
anonk and  extraorainary  at  Pompton,  as  he  was  obliged  to 
give  every  fourth  Sabbath  to  the  last-named  congregation. 
During  his  ministry  Totowa  was  made  a preaching  station,  and 
the  work  of  gathering  a church  there  inaugurated.  His  con- 
nection with  these  churches  ceased  in  174S,  and  in  17^0  the 
Rev.  David  Marinus,  then  a theological  student,  was  called  by 
the  united  congregations  of  Acquackanonk  and  Pompton,  but 
was  not  ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  until  October  8,  1732. 
H is  labors  were  greatly  blessed,  the  Consistory  of  the 
churches  to  whom  he  ministered  testifying,  in  1756,  that  he 
discharged  the  duties  of  his  office  ‘kso  zealously  and  piously, 
with  praiseworthy  edification,  that  it  has  pleased  the  richness 
of  God’s  goodness  to  cause  his  service  of  the  churches  so  to 
grow  and  flourish  that  out  of  the  churches  of  Acquackanonk 
and  Pompton,  with  the  general  consent  of  both,  a third  church 
has  arisen  at  Totowa.” 

At  this  time  the  Reformed  Churches  of  New  Jersey  were 
twenty  in  number,  making  the  church  at  Totowa  the  twenty- 
first  church  of  the  Reformed  faith  and  polity  organized  in  the 
State. 

*In  the  History  of  Bergen  and  Passaic  Counties , the  given  name  of  Mr.  DuBois  is 
Gratcheus , and  he  is  said  to  have  been  a minister  in  New  York  from  1699  to  1751.  This  is 
the  period  during  which  the  Rev.  Gualterus  DuBois  was  pastor  of  the  church  in  .New 
York,  and  he  is  the  only  DuBois  who  during  that  time  ministered  there.  Corwin’s  Man- 
uel of  the  Reformed  Vkurch^  says  that  Gideon  DuBois  served  Acquackanonk  in  1724-26, 
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VII.  The  Church  at  Totowa. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  the  precise  date  when  the  church 
at  Totowa  was  organized.  It  is  mentioned  as  early  as  Nov.  3, 
1 755 - but  this  evidently  has  reference  to  the  church  edifice,  as 
February  24,  1756,  the  Great  Consistory  and  Congregation  ol 
Acqiiackanonk  empowers  their  pastor,  Rev.  David  Marinus,  to 
immediately  constitute  a Consistory  at  Totowa.  Two  months 
later,  April  23d,  1756,  there  is  a Consistory  at  Totowa,  enroll- 
ing four  elders  and  four  deacons — Simeon  Van  Winckel,  Jacob 
Van  Houte,  Johannis  Ryerson  and  Jacobus  Post,  Elders; 
Dierk  Van  Giesen,  Helmich  Van  Houten,  Johannis  Van  Hou- 
ten  and  Frans  Post,  Deacons.  At  this  time  the  church  edifice 
was  finished,  having  been  erected  on  land  belonging  to  Henry 
Brockholst,  of  Pompton,  the  lot  being  situated  on  what  is  now 
known  as  Ryle  avenue,  at  that  time  the  principal  road  north  of 
the. Passaic.  It  stood  near  the  foot  of  the  hill,  within  a stone’s 
throw  of  the  bright  waters  of  the  Passaic,  about  thirty  feet  east 
of  the  avenue  and  about  a hundred  feet  south  of  Matlock  street. 
It  was  a stone  building  about  thirty  or  forty  feet  in  area,  the 
walls  eighteen  or  twenty  feet  high,  the  roof  rising  steeply  from 
all  four  sides  to  a central  peake,  crowned  with  a square  cupola 
surmounted  by  a gilded  weather-cock  as  a finial.  The  door- 
way was  in  the  middle  of  the  front,  a huge  window  on  each 
side,  and  above,  in  the  centre,  a stone,  set  diamond-wise,  in 
the  wall,  bearing  the  inscription  Het  Huijs  des  Heeren , 
I755  : (This  is  the  House  of  the  Lord,  1 755 ) * The  floor  was 
occupied  by  two  rows  of  long  pews,  with  a gallery  on  each 
side,  a very  high  pulpit,  overhung  by  a large  sounding  board, 
and  before  the  pulpit  a special  pew  for  the  voorleser. 

The  church  was  erected  in  1755.  but  it  was  not  until  1762 
that  the  trustees  acquired  a legal  title  to  the  land  on  which  it 
stood.  At  this  date  a deed  was  executed  by  Henry  Brockholst, 
who  says  that  he  was  prompted  to  do  so  by  the  good  will  he 
owes  and  the  regard  he  has  for  the  progress  of  the  Christian 
religion,  and  especially  the  manner  of  worship  of  the  low 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  Holland,  and  also  in  consideration 
of  four  seats  in  pew  No.  1. 

The  trustees  to  whom  this  deed  was  made  were  Cornelius 
Kip,  Robert  Van  Houten,  Cornelius  Westervelt,  Johannis  Van 
Blarcom  and  Cornelius  Garritse,  members  of  the  Low  Dutch 
Reformed  Congregation  of  Totowa.” 

Immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  church  the  Consis- 
tories of  Acquackanonk,  Totowa  and  Pompton  called  the  Rev. 
David  Marinus  to  take  pastoral  charge  of  the  three  congrega- 
tions, preaching  at  Totowa  a fourth  of  the  time  and  making 
house  to  house  visits  once  a year.  For  this  service  the  Consis-

tory  at  Totowa  promised  to  pay  him  a yearly  salary  of  twenty 
nine  pounds,  “ New  Jersey  money  reckoned  at  half  Proclama- 
tion money  or  otherwise  New  York  current  money,”  so  long  as 
he  might  continue  their  teacher.  The  call  was  executed  April 
23,  1756,  and  in  accordance  with  its  provisions  Mr.  Marinus 
served  the  Totowa  congregation  tor  six  years,  or  until  1762, 
when  the  churches  of  Totowa,  Fairfield  and  Boonton  (now 
Montville)  called  the  Rev.  Cornelius  Blauw  as  their  pastor. 
Mr.  Marinus,  however,  continued  to  serve  the  Acquackanonk 
congregation  until  1773* 

VIII.  Totowa’s  First  Pastor,  Rev.  David  Marines, 
the  Organizer. 

The  Rev.  David  Marinus  was  evidently  a native  of  Holland. 
The  only  clue  we  have  to  his  parentage  is  the  i/om  de  plume  he 
employed  when  in  1755  he  published  a small  pamphlet  entitled 
“ A Remark  on  the  Disputes  and  Contentions  in  this  Province,” 
under  the  name  “ David  Marin  Ben  Jesse,  Pastor  at  Aque- 
nonka.”  This  seems  to  indicate  that  he  was  the  son  of  Jesse 
Marin  or  Marion. 

He  studied  theology  in  Pennsylvania  under  the  care  of  the 
German  Reformed  b'ynod  of  that  State.  After  receiving  a call 
to  the  Acquackanonk  Church  he  applied  for  licensure  to  the 
Coetus  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  meeting  at  New  York, 
by  which  body  he  was  admitted  to  the  office  of  the  ministry 
September  20,  1752,  and  the  Rev.  Johannes  Henricus  Goet- 
schius,  of  Hackensack  and  Schraalenburgh,  with  the  Rev.  An- 
tonius  Curtenius,  his  collogue,  were  appointed  a committee  “-to 
ordain  him  in  his  holy  office,  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.”  This 
duty  they  performed  October  8,  1752,  and  installed  him  pastor 
of  the  Acquackanonk  Church.  He  married  Annatje  DuBois 
and  a short  time  after  his  ordination  bought  of  Henry  Brock - 
hoist,  July  20,  1754,  a hundred  acres  of  land  at  Totowa,  be- 
tween the  Falls  and  Hamburgh  avenue,  upon  which,  it  is  said, 
he  built  a house  on  the  north  side  of  Totowa  avenue,  near  Jas- 
per street,  where  he  resided  until  Dec.  2 1760,  when  he  ex- 

changed properties  with  Garret  Van  Houte,  of  Slooterdam, 
and  henceforth  occupied  the  Van  Houte  farm. 

During  his  ministry  the  Conference  party  by  some  means  got 
possession  of  the  church  building  at  Pompton  Plains,  and  de- 
prived him  of  the  use  of  it.  The  result  was  a division  in  the 
Pompton  church,  and  another  building  was  erected  for  him 
across  the  river  on  the  plains  where  he  continued  to  preach  for 
a few  years.  It  was  built  about  1760,  and  after  standing  for 
ten  or  twelve  years  was  removed  and  used  for  other  purposes. 

Mr.  Marinus  was  undoubtedly  a man  of  more  than  ordinary 
ability,  as  is  abundantly  evidenced  by  his  few  publications. 
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the  churches  in  America  enjoyed  under  the  care  of  the  Classis  of 
Amsterdam,  Holland,  to  whose  supervision  they  had  been  com- 
mitted by  the  Synod  of  Holland. 

The  right  to  ordain  ministers  was  denied  the  American 
churches.  Young  men  born  in  America  and  educated  for  the 
ministry,  were  obliged  to  go  to  Holland  for  ordination  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  calling.  It  required  much 
time  and  the  expense  was  great.  Several  young  men  in  mak- 
ing the  voyage,  perished  at  sea.  This  caused  a demand,  loud 
and  earnest,  for  the  right  of  ordination. 

The  Coetus  proposed  the  organization  of  an  American  Clas- 
sis, a large  number  of  the  churches  assented,  and  the  Coetus 
assumed  all  the  powers  of  a Classis,  May  30,  1755.  Many  in 
the  churches  were  indignant,  and  these  formed  the  Conference 
— the  party  opposed  to  the  independence  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America. 

The  surrender  of  the  Dutch  provinces  to  the  English  crown 
in  1664,  guaranteed,  the  Dutch,  freedom  of  conscience  in  wor- 
ship. The  subsequent  attempt,  in  opposition  to  the  conditions 
of  surrender,  to  foist  English  prelacy  upon  the  people,  with  all 
that  it  implies  obnoxious  to  a Presbyterian,  caused  the  Coetus 
to  clamor  more  earnestly  for  home  rule  and  the  Conferentie  to 
think  the  only  place  of  safety  was  beneath  the  sheltering  arms 
of  the  Holland  Classis  of  Amsterdam.  The  establishment  of 
Kings,  now  Columbia.,  College  at  New  York,  by  royal  charter, 
upon  the  condition  that  the  President  should  always  be  an 
Episcopalian  and  that  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  should  be 
used,  intensified  this  feeling  and  caused  the  Coetus  party  to 
seek  a college  under  the  care  of  the  Reformed  Church ; a 
project  which  the  Conferentie  ridiculed  and  opposed.  The 
Conferentie  were  the  Tories  of  the  Church ; the  Coetus  were 
the  Continentals.  The  controversy  disturbed  the  whole  church, 
filling  it  with  animosity  until  1771,  a year  after  the  charter  of 
Queens,  now  Rutgers,  College  was  obtained. 

“ In  some  sections  of  the  church  the  great  dispute  seems  to 
have  been  (whatever  was  the  ostensible  pretence),  a struggle  of 
formalism  against  vital  godliness — of  the  law  of  progress 
against  the  inertia  engendered  by  an  admiration  of  the  past. 
So  divided  and  embittered  against  each  other  did  the  different 
parties  become  that  they  would  not  worship  together,  nor  even 
speak  to  each  other.  Families  were  divided — husband  against 
wife  and  parents  against  children.  It  was  the  spirit  of  the  age 
and  of  the  land  fighting  for  liberty,  when  the  attempt  was  made 
to  bind  it  down  by  forms,  customs  and  veneration  for  the 
Fatherland,  and  it  conquered  then,  as  .it  always  will  conquer  in 
any  future  struggle.” 
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X.  Totowa’s  Third  Pastor,  Hermanus  Meyer,  D.  D., 
the  Learned  Divine. 

The  pulpit  of  the  Totowa  Church  seems  to  have  been  vacant 
after  the  removal  of  Mr.  Blauw  in  1 767,  until  1772,  unless,  as 
is  not  improbable,  their  old  pastor,  Dominie  Marinus,  resumed 
the  duties  of  his  ministry.  In  November,  1 773’  Totowa  and 
Pompton  together  called  the  Rev.  Hermanus  Meyer,  D.  D., 
and  he  was  installed  as  their  pastor. 

Dr.  Meyer  was  born  in  Bremen,  Lower  Saxony,  of  good 
parentage,  July  27,  1733.  He  was  a graduate  of  Gron- 

ingen University,  Holland,  and  was  distinguished  for  his  deep 
reading  and  learning,  the  warmth  of  his  piety,  and  the  ardor  of 
his  evangelical  preaching.  His  sermons  were  practical  and 
pointed  : on  one  occasion  after  preaching  on  the  necessity  of 
regeneration,  one  of  his  officers  met  him  and  said  : “Flesh  and 
blood  cannot  endure  such  preaching.”  He  quickly  answered  : 
“Flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  Kingdom  of  God.” 

He  came  to  this  country  with  the  Rev.  Jacob  R.  Harden- 
bergh,  D.  D.,  (who  was  afterwards  the  first  President  of 
Queens,  now  Rutgers,  College),  when  he  was  returning  home 
from  a visit  to  Holland.  He  was  almost  immediately  called  to 
Kingston,  N.  Y.,  and  for  a time  served  the  people  with  great 
acceptance,*  but  his  marriage,  April  17,  1764,  with  Rachel 
Hardenbergh,  a daughter  of  Col.  Joannes  Hardenbergh  and 
Maria  DuBois,  of  Rosendale,  N Y.,f  and  sister  of  one  of  the 
most  ardent  and  influential  members  of  the  Coetus  party,  to- 
gether with  his  conscientious  scruples  in  relation  to  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  Great  Britain,  which  he  was  obliged  to  take,  re- 
nouncing all  allegiance,  civil  or  ecclesiastical,  to  any  other 
power,  caused  him  great  trouble.  He  thought  he  had  abjured 
the  authority  of  the  Ciassis  of  Amsterdam,  Holland,  and  so 
declared.  The  Consistory  of  the  Kingston  Church  was  of  the 
Conference  party,  and  greatly  offended  by  these  things  closed 
the  church  doors  against  him,  and  guarded  the  entrance  with 
an  armed  sentinel.  For  several  years  previous  to  his  receiving 
a call  to  Totowa  he  ministered  In  private  houses. 

October,  1784,  he  was  appointed  Professor  of  Hebrew,  and 
in  1786  Lector  or  Assistant  to  the  Professor  of  Divinity  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church.  He  received 
the  degree  of  D.  D.  from  Queens,  now  Kutgers,  College,  in 


*In  1763  Dr.  Meyer,  it  is  said,  made  a trip  from  Kingston  to  Albany,  about  fifty  miles 
away.  “ The  congregation  in  view  of  the  contemplated  journey  held  a meeting,  and  the 
Consistory  prepared  a form  of  prayer  to  be  used  by  the  people  ‘for  the  special  protection 
of  the  pastor  during  his  long  and  perilous  journey  to  Albany.’  Two  Elders  accompanied 
him  as  far  as  Catskill  to  protect  him.”  It  now  takes  about  an  hour  to  go  from  Kingston 
to  Catskill  by  railway. 

tThese  were  the  great-great-grandparents  of  the  present  pastor  of  the  Second  Re- 
formed Church  at  Paterson. 
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1789.  He  died  after  a brief  illness  Oct.  27,  1791,  widely  la- 
mented, and  was  buried  under  the  pulpit  of  the  Pompton 
Plains  Church.  His  remains  have  never  been  disturbed.  He 
was  a profound  scholar  and  had  begun  a new  translation  of  the 
Old  Testament,  but  only  completed  the  Psalms.  “It  is  said 
that  his  last  sermon  was  from  the  text:  k He  that  hath  the  Son 
hath  life,’  dwelling  particularly  on  the  last  clause  of  the  text, 
‘hath  life.’  He  had  contemplated  administering  the  Lord’s  Sup- 
per two  weeks  from  that  day  but  he  was  taken  ill.  During  his 
sickness  he  sent  for  one  of  the  Elders  and  gave  him  directions 
about  his  funeral.  He  also  remarked  : ‘I  meant  to  have  ad- 
ministered the  Lord’s  Supper  next  Sabbath  but  the  Lord  has 
intended  otherwise,  and  I shall  not  drink  wine  again  until  I 
drink  it  in  my  Father’s  Kingdom.’  As  expressive  of  his  pious 
sentiments  he  said,  after  taking  a little  refreshment : ‘I  have  no 
more  taste  for  what  I once  relished,  but  the  bread  of  heaven  is 
provided  for  me.’  ”J- 

He  was  esteemed  one  of  the  most  amiable  of  men,  a pious 
and  faithful  ambassador  of  Christ.  Few  men  stood  higher  in 
the  opinion  of  the  church  at  large,  or  were  more  generally  be- 
loved. “ It  is  reported,”  says  Dr.  Duryea  in  his  thirtieth  anni- 
versary sermon,  “by  some  of  the  aged  who  remember  him, 
that  in  the  latter  part  of  his  ministry  he  spoke  often  from  the 
pulpit  with  streaming  eyes  and  broken  heart.” 

The  church,  however,  during  his  ministry  seems  to  have 
been  in  a feeble  condition.  Several  causes  may  have  contrib- 
uted to  this  result,  among  which  the  most  powerful  and  influ- 
ential were  beyond  all  doubt  the  exciting  events  attending  the 
struggle  of  the  American  colonies  to  achieve  their  independ- 
ence and  the  severe  and  widespread  financial  distress  which  fol- 
lowed the  dawning  of  peace.  Liberty  was  proclaimed 
throughout  all  the  land,  but  the  hosannas  that  greeted  the 
proclamation  came  from  many  a poverty-stricken  home,  and 
were  answered  with  a cry  from  despairing  hearts  for  labor,  for 
the  hand  that  had  carried  the  musket  and  was  now  ready  to 
toil.  It  required  a long  time  for  the  country  to  recover  from  the 
effects  of  the  war,  and  the  prevailing  depression,  when  the 
nineteen  years’  pastorate  of  Dr.  Meyer  was  terminated  by  his 
death,  was  probably  the  reason  why  the  church  at  Totowa  re- 
mained quiescent  and,  so  far  as  known,  for  a period  of  eight 
years  made  no  effort  to  secure  a pastor. 

$ Dr.  Meyer’s  children  were:  Jacob,  bp.  Jan’y  20,  1766;  Maria,  bp.  Nov.  14,1768;  Re- 
becca, bp.  Nov.  18,  1769,  all  born  at  Kingston;  Johannis,  born  at  Pacquanac,  Oct.  19, 1774, 
graduated  from  Columbia  College  and  was  pastor  at  New  Paltz,  New  Hurley  and  Schenec- 
tady, N.  Y.  The  Rev.  Jeremiah  Romeyn,  D.  D.,  born  in  New  York  city  in  1768  and  died 
1818,  having  been  Professor  of  Hebrew  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed 
Church  since  1797,  was  a grandson  of  Dr.  Meyer. 
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XI.  Totowa  Without  a Pastor  for  Eight  Years. 

The  period  bounded  by  Dr.  Meyer’s  death  and  the  call  of 
another  pastor  to  Totowa,  while  leaving  no  record  of  spiritual 
activity,  was  fraught  with  events  of  the  greatest  importance, 
inaugurating  influences  far-reaching  and  permanent,  tending  to 
the  church's  future  growth  and  prosperity. 

When  Dr.  Meyer  closed  his  eyes  in  death  the  territory  which 
had  been  the  arena  of  his  ministerial  labors  for  nineteen  years, 
was  a rural  scene  of  exquisite  beauty  and  loveliness,  a master- 
piece of  the  adorable  Creator.  Here  and  there  a snug  farm- 
house might  be  seen,  perhaps  a dozen  in  all,  from  the  Falls  to 
Dundee,  their  quaint  appearance  plainly  intimating  their  sturdy 
Dutch  origin  and  the  thrift  of  their  occupants,  while  about 
them  on  every  side  were  fields  of  corn  or  grain  or  pasture  lands 
or  fruit-bearing  orchards,  where  cattle  grazed  and  flocks  were 
folded.  Through  the  landscape  its  banks  overhung  with 
drooping  willows  and  bending  alders,  or  fringed  here  and  there 
with  buttercups  and  violets,  the  Passaic  leisurely  flowed  to  the 
sea,  its  waters  dancing  in  sportive  glee  and  idle  abandonment, 
as  young  colts  frolic  in  the  meadow  before  they  are  harnessed 
for  the  service  of  mankind. 

It  was  the  valley  of  the  Passaic,  almost  as  God  made  it, 
awaiting  the  development  which  God  intended  when  in  the  be- 
ginning He  marked  a channel  for  the  beautiful  river  and  piled 
up  the  huge  rocks  which  form  the  great  falls. 

The  manner  in  which  this  development  was  accomplished  is 
interesting  and  instructive,  linking  scenes  in  the  West  Indies 
with  scenes  in  New  Jersey,  and  through  a confusing  multitude 
of  events  bringing  God  to  our  view  as  the  Great  Shepherd  of 
His  people. 

January  n,  1 757?  ^wo  years  after  the  Totowa  Church  was 
erected,  a Scotch  merchant  and  his  wife,  residing  on  the  Island 
of  Nevis,  in  the  West  Indies,  were  gladdened  by  the  birth  of  a 
son,  who  is  known  in  history  as  Alexander  Hamilton.  He 
came  to  America  in  1772,  the  same  year  that  Dr.  Meyer  com- 
menced his  ministry  at  Totowa.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the 
conflict  for  American  Independence,  and  when  President  Wash- 
ington formed  his  first  cabinet  he  appointed  Mr.  Hamilton  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury. 

Through  his  recommendation  and  influential  exertions  a 
number  of  public-spirited  individuals  of  New  York,  New  Jer- 
sey and  Pennsylvania  formed  an  association  for  establishing 
useful  manufactures,  and  having  resolved  to  locate  themselves 
in  New  Jersey,  they  were  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  Nov.  22,  1791,  selected  the  great  Falls  of  the  Passaic 
as  the  principal  site  of  their  operations,  and  gave  their  town 
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the  name  of  Paterson  to  honor  William  Paterson,  who  as  Gov- 
ernor of  New  Jersey  had  signed  their  charter. 

Those  who  contributed  towards  building  the  city  sought  the 
advancement  of  their  personal  interests.  The  prospect  of  gain 
was  the  hope  set  before  them.  They  were  shrewd  business 
men,  but  through  their  labors  God  was  bringing  prosperity  to 
the  people  and  a blessing  to  the  church  at  Totowa. 

XII.  Totowa’s  Fourth  Pastor,  Rev.  Henricus  Schoon- 

MAKER,  THE  DUTCH  ORATOR. 

In  1799  Totowa,  awakened  from  her  eight  years’  sleep  by  the 
hum  of  the  spindles  and  noise  of  the  factories  in  the  new  town 
across  the  river,  formed  a union  with  the  church  at  Acquack- 
anonk  and  secured  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Henricus  Schoon- 
maker.  He  was  born  July  18,  1739?  in  Rochester,  Ulster  Co., 
N.  Y.,  and  having  been  licensed  by  the  Coetus,  and  called  to 
the  churches  of  Fish  kill  and  Poughkeepsie,  his  ordination  was 
opposed  by  the  Conferentie,  who,  obtaining  possession  of  the 
church  where  the  ceremony  was  to  take  place,  locked  and 
barred  the  doors.  His  friends  at  once  backed  a wagon  under  a 
large  tree  in  front  of  the  church,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Goetschius, 
of  New  Paltz,  preached  and,  on  bended  knee  in  the  wagon,  the 
candidate  received  the  solemn  laying  on  of  hands.  He  had 
been  preaching  at  Acquackanonk  since  1774,  when  he  com- 
menced his  labors  at  Totowa.  His  reason  for  accepting  the  call 
to  New  Jersey  is  somewhat  amusing.  He  could  not  preach 
very  well  in  English,  and  as  the  use  of  the  Dutch  language  was 
declining  along  the  Hudson,  and  he  was  unwilling  to  injure  his 
usefulness  by  awkward  attempts  at  English  preaching,  he 
thought  it  best  to  accept  the  call  to  New  Jersey,  where  the  cus- 
toms of  the  Fatherland  were  still  unimpaired,  and  the  Dutch 
language  was  still  in  use.  Mr.  Schoonmaker  was  considered 
the  most  eloquent  and  impressive  speaker  of  the  Dutch  tongue 
in  the  country,  and  probably  despised  the  English  jargon  as  we 
do  the  jargon  of  the  heathen  Chinee. 

It  is  related  of  him  that  in  1795,  there  being  no  other  clergy- 
gyman  within  several  miles,  he  was  invited  to  preach  the 
funeral  sermon  for  a little  child  of  English  parents  in  Paterson, 
when  greatly  to  their  surprise  he  did  so  in  Dutch,  of  which 
they  could  not  understand  a word,  and  from  which  they  could 
obtain  no  consolation  other  than  the  sympathy  expressed  by  the 
tones  of  his  voice. 

In  March,  1816,  he  relinquished  his  charge  because  of  the 
increasing  infirmities  of  age,  and  removed  to  Jamaica,  Long  Is- 
land, where  he  remained  until  his  death,  January  29th,  1820. 
lie  was  the  last  but  one  of  the  ministers  of  the  Dutch  Church 


who  continued  to  preach  in  Dutch  until  the  close  of  their  min- 
isterial labors. 

XIII.  Totowa’s  Last  Pastor  Wilhelmus  Eltinge,  D.  D., 
the  English  Preacher. 

After  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Schoonmaker,  the 
Totowa  congregation,  March  16,  1816,  resolved  to  become  in- 
corporated, having  as  their  title  “ The  First  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Totowa,”  to  repair  the  church  edifice  and  to  have 
preaching  if  possible  every  other  Sabbath. 

A committee  of  eighteen  was  appointed*  to  secure  the  needed 
repairs,  and  pushed  the  work  forward  with  commendable  en- 
ergy. A new  floor  was  laid,  new  pews  were  put  in,  the  gal- 
leries repaired,  more  light  obtained  by  putting  fan  lights  over 
the  door,  and  the  interior  of  the  building  painted  white.  When 
all  was  finished  the  building  was  rededicated  to  the  service  of 
God,  July  14,  1S16,  by  the  Rev.  Wilhelmus  Eltinge,  D.  I)., 
who  had  recently  become  the  pastor  of  the  church.  He  was 
born  near  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  in  177S,  graduated  from  the  Col- 
lege of  New  Jersey  in  1796,  and  having  been  licensed  to  preach 
the  gospel  was  called  to  the  churches  of  Paramus  and  Saddle 
River  in  1779.  He  continued  the  pastor  of  the  Paramus  church 
until  his  death,  but  during  the  greater  part  of  the  time  served 
other  congregations.  When  becoming  pastor  of  the  Totowa 
church  he  promised  the  people  twenty-two  Sabbaths  each  year 
and  two  holiday  sermons,  the  church  to  pay  him  $300  a year 
for  his  services.  He  lived  on  a farm  of  his  own,  ten  miles  dis- 
tant from  the  Paramus  church.  He  would  frequently  start  from 
home  Saturday  morning,  lecture  in  some  house  in  the  even- 
ing, spend  the  night  with  some  parishioner,  Sunday  morning 
preach  in  one  of  the  churches,  Sunday  afternoon  preach  in  the 
ofher  church,  and  Sunday  evening  lecture  in  some  house  on  his 
way  home.  His  pastoral  charge  was  very  large,  compelling 
him  to  live  the  Latin  motto  he  often  quoted,  Labores  ad  ju- 
niores . honores  ad  seniores , or  labor  for  the  young,  honor  for 
the  old. 

He  was  a ready  debater,  a pointed  preacher,  always  deliver- 
ing his  sermons  in  English,  which  he  spoke  fluently,  a man  of 
great  firmness  and  decision,  whose  opinion  it  was  difficult  to 
change,  and  active  in  the  councils  of  the  church.  He  was 
elected  a trustee  of  Queens  College  in  1S07  and  received  the 
degree  of  D.  D.  in  1839.  He  continued  to  serve  the  old  Toto- 
wa congregation  until  it  expired  in  1827,  suffocated  by  the

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smoke  of  its  burning  home.  He  followed,  as  their  pastor, 
those  of  the  old  congregation  who  built  a house  of  worship  on 
the  Paterson  side  of  the  river,  and  continued  to  serve  them  in 
this  capacity  until  1833.  He  died  in  1851. 

XIV.  The  Odd  Church  at  Totowa  Destroyed  by  Fire. 

On  Monday,  March  the  26th,  1827,  about  eleven  o’clock  in 
the  morning  the  roof  of  the  old  Totowa  church  was  discovered 
to  be  on  fire.  It  was  a dry  and  windy  day,  and  before  the  fire 
engines  arrived  the  roof  was  a sheet  of  flame.  The  progress  of 
the  fire  was  so  rapid  that  in  less  than  half  an  hour  the  wood- 
work was  a heap  of  smouldering  ruins  and  only  the  desolate 
walls  remained.  The  fire  was  supposed  to  have  originated 
through  the  carelessness  of  a sportsman  who  shot  at  a bird  on 
the  roof  of  the  building  and  caused  a piece  of  burning  wadding 
to  be  lodged  between  the  shingles.  The  old  bell,  which  had 
rung  for  nearly  three  quarters  of  a century,  it  is  said,  kkwept 
great  tears  of  metal  as  the  pitiless  flames  slowly  and  savagely 
crawled  up  and  around  it,  wreathing  it  in  their  merciless  em- 
brace, until  at  last  it  fairly  wept  itself  away,  the  crash  of  the 
falling  roof  sounding  its  requiem.’’ 

Many  varied  and  tender  memories  clustered  about  the  old 
building,  its  quaint  appearance  awakening  in  hearts  innumer- 
able reminiscences  of  a never-to-be-forgotten  past,  of  ecclesias- 
tical conflict,  resulting  in  the  independence  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  of  the  Revolutionary  struggle,  resulting  in 
national  freedom,  and  of  departed  loved  ones,  who  within  its 
walls  had  proclaimed  the  glad  tidings  of  redemption  or  learned 
the  way  ot  everlasting  life  and  were  resting  in  Heaven. 

For  more  tnan  seventy  years  its  walls  had  echoed  with  songs 
of  thanksgiving  and  praise.  Assembled  worshippers  within 
its  courts  had  obtained  precious  foretastes  of  “the  peace  of 
God  which  passeth  all  understanding,”  but  the  flames  which 
destroyed  their  house  of  worship  destroyed  the  peace  and  har- 
mony of  the  congregation. 

When  the  project  of  rebuilding  the  church  was  inaugurated 
a question  arose  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  new  edifice.  A 
portion  of  the  congregation  desired  to  have  it  placed  on  or  near 
its  former  site  ; others  desired  to  have  it  located  on  the  Essex 
side  of  the  river  in  the  young  but  promising  city  of  Paterson. 
The  controversy  was  fierce.  It  was  Dutch  against  Dutch,  and 
a Dutchman,  it  is  said,  never  yields.  He  is  open  to  convic- 
tion, but  like  the  Scotchman  of  whom  we  have  read,  he  would 
like  to  see  the  man  able  to  convince  him  that  he  is  in  the 
wrong. 

A majority  of  the  Consistory,  headed  by  the  minister  who 
resided  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  congregation,  were  anxious 
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and  determined  to  have  the  new  house  of  worship  on  the  Pat- 
erson side  of  the  river.  A considerable  portion  of  the  congre- 
gation sided  with  them,  giving  them  a legal  right  to  the  title, 
the  property  and  the  records  of  the  church,  and  these  rights 
they  insisted  upon  maintaining  to  the  fullest  extent. 

Those  who  were  opposed  to  the  erection  of  a house  of  wor- 
ship on  the  Essex  side  of  the  river,  by  these  proceedings  were 
not  only  deprived  of  the  means  of  grace,  but  could  not  even 
erect  a new  house  of  worship  for  themselves  where  their 
former  house  of  worship  had  stood,  and  where  many  of  their 
kindred  had  been  laid  to  rest  to  await  the  appearing  of  the 
Great  God  their  Saviour.  The  very  soil  which  held  the  re- 
mains of  their  loved  ones,  and  for  which  their  families  had 
paid,  was  claimed  and  legally  held  by  those  who  had  aban- 
doned it  and  moved  to  distant  parts.  The  whole  matter  was 
therefore  submitted  to  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  but  ecclesias- 
tical authority  could  not  prevail  over  legal  rights  tenaciously 
claimed. 

XV.  The  Unhappy  Contention. 

The  first  movement  towards  determining  the  location  of  the 
new  house  of  worship  was  at  a meeting  held  at  Mr.  Munn’s 
house,  when  a small  majority  of  those  present  determined  to 
build  on  the  Paterson  side  of  the  river.  How  many  were  pres- 
ent at  this  meeting  is  not  definitely  known.  According  to  the 
records  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus  the  vote  was  29  to  18,  or  47 
persons  all  told,  out  of  a congregation  of  1S0  families,  with  a 
communicant  membership  of  130,  and  numbering  1150  persons 
at  the  time  the  church  was  destroyed  by  fire.*  This  is  the  only 
vote  the  congregation  ever  cast  in  reference  to  the  location  of 
the  new  house  of  worship.  Another  opportunity  for  ascertain- 
ing the  wishes  of  the  people  was  sought  but  denied. 

The  action  of  the  congregation  as  represented  at  Mr.  Munn’s 
house,  was  confirmed  and  ratified  by  the  Consistory  of  the 
church,  and  thereby  acquired  legal  value  and  significance.  Tra- 
dition asserts  that  when  the  motion  to  confirm  was  before  the 
Consistory  there  was  a tie  vote,  and  that  the  President  of  the 
Consistory,  the.  Rev.  Dr.  Wilhelmus  Eltinge,  pastor  of  the 
church,  broke  the  tie  by  voting  to  erect  the  church  on  the  Pat- 
erson side  of  the  river,  f

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When  this  decision  became  known  there  was  great  excite- 
ment in  the  congregation,  giving  birth  to  animosities  which 
more  than  half  a century  has  not  entirely  allayed.  Those  de- 
sirous of  building  the  new  church  on  the  Totowa  side  of  the 
river  rallied  their  forces  and  presented  a memorial  to  the 
Classis  of  Paramus,  convened  in  special  session  June  26,  1827, 
at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Garrebrandt  Van  Houten  on  Water 
street,  setting  forth  their  grievances  in  manner  following : 

“ The  undersigned,  members  of  the  congregation  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  of  Totowa,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  present  to  the  Rever- 
end Classis  of  Paramus  the  following  statement,  and  humbly  request  your 
kind  interference  in  the  premises. 

The  Lord  in  his  Providence  has  suffered  the  building  in  which  we  and 
our  fathers  have  worshipped  to  be  consumed  by  fire,  and  the  Consistory  of 
the  church  have  shown  a laudable  zeal  in  preparing  to  erect  another  house 
for  the  public  worship  of  God,  but  we  regret  to  state  that  they  have  adopt- 
ed such  measures  as  have  greatly  disturbed  the  peace,  and  threaten  seri- 
ously, as  we  believe,  to  affect  the  prosperity  of  the  congregation. 

They  have  resolved,  as  we  have  been  informed,  to  erect  a new  church 
in  the  town  of  Paterson,  County  of  Essex.  Of  this  we  complain  and  re- 
quest your  attention  to  a few  of  our  reasons. 

Though  we  do  not  wish  to  impeach  the  motives  of  the  Consistory  in 
the  matter,  yet  believing  that  they  have  exceeded  the  powers  vested  in 
them,  and  have  not  in  a proper  manner  sought  the  advice  or  obtained  the 
concurrence  of  the  congregation,  and  have  even  acted  on  the  expressed 
opinions  of  a small  minority:  we  feel  constrained  to  lay  the  Subject  be- 
fore your  Reverend  Body,  hoping  that  your  advice  given  to  the  Consistory 
or  your  express  directions  to  them  will  cause  a reconsideration  and  such  a 
change  of  their  measures  in  respect  to  the  erection  of  a new  building  as 
may  be  acceptable  to  all  concerned. 

Tnis  church  is  incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  First  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church  at  Totowa,  in  the  Township  of  Saddle  River,  in 
the  County  of  Bergen,  and  we  therefore  believe  that-  the  said  Consistory 
have  no  power,  by  virtue  of  said  corporation,  to  locate  the  contemplated 
building  in  any  other  place  than  Totowa,  and  therefore  that  all  their  acts 
done,  or  which  may  be  done  in  reference  to  locating  a new  church  in  the 
town  of  Paterson  are  entirely  void — and  of  this  reason,  together  with 
others,  the  said  Consistory  have  been  duly  notified  by  a paper  protesting 
against  their  proceedings,  signed  by  fifty-eight  members  of  the  church  and 
congregation,  a copy  of  which  is  herewith  present,  and  to  which  we  beg 
leave  to  refer,  desiring  you  to  consider  and  receive  it  as  a part  of  this  our 
memorial. 

The  equitable  right  to  the  land  on  which  our  church  lately  stood  was 
and  is  vested  by  deed  from  Henry  Brockholst,  Esq.,  in  the  members  of  the 
Low  Dutch  Reformed  Congregation  of  Totowa,  and  the  pews  in  said 
church  were  owned  and  possessed  by  individual  members  of  said  congre- 
gation and  who,  consequently,  are  rightly  entitled  to  all  that  remains  of 
said  building  and  to  their  share  in  the  land.  The  Consistory,  acting  only 


made  and  the  vote  is  a tie  the  motion  is  lost,  under  these  circumstances,  for  the  Presi- 
dent of  Consistory,  who  holds  his  office  solely  by  virtue  of  his  being  pastor  of  the  church, 
in  accordance  with  the  express  declaration  of  the  constitution  ; to  cast  a deciding  vote 
without  having  his  right  to  do  so  specifically  conferred  by  the  same  constitution  that 
places  him  in  the  presidential  chair,  seems  to  the  writer,  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  con- 
stitution, which  makes  the  pastor  President  of  the  Consistorv  eviden'ly  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  his  arraying  himself  by  a formal  vote  on  either  side  of  any  question. 
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as  trustees  for  them,  cannot,  in  a case  like  this,  we  humbly  conceive,  de- 
prive any  one  individual  of  his  rights  against  his  consent,  much  less  a 
great  majority  of  the  congregation,  at  least  they  cannot  do  So  even  with 
one  individual  without  previously  adopting  some  suitable  and  proper  mode 
of  ascertaining  the  value  of  his  claims,  and  tendering  him  the  amount 
thereof.  We  have,  however,  been  informed  that  the  Consistory  have  re- 
moved into  the  town  of  Paterson  a considerable  portion  of  the  remains  of 
the  old  church,  and  that  they  claim  all  the  funds  and  estate  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

While  we  deny  the  power  of  the  Consistory  to  deprive  any  individual 
of  his  rights  against  his  consent,  we  are  willing  to  admit  that  under  pecu- 
liar circumstances  the  Consistory  might  have  been  justifiable  in  the  meas- 
ures they  have  taken  if  supported  by  a great  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  congregation  and  had  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Legislature  to  a 
change  of  their  incorporation  and  had  paid,  or  were  willing  to  pay,  the 
owners  of  property.  We  are  exceedingly  sorry  to  inform  your  Reverend 
Body  that  the  Consistory  have  not  even  called  a meeting  of  the  Great  Con- 
sistory agreeable  to  Art.  29,  of  the  Explanatory  Articles,  but  have  acted,  as 
we  believe,  on  the  advice  of  only  29  persons,  with  respect  to  some  of  whom 
we  doubt  their  right  to  express  any  opinion  that  ought  in  the  least  to  have 
influenced  the  Consistory. 

But  our  objections  are  not  merely  against  the  authority  of  the  Consis- 
tory to  adopt  the  measures  of  'which  we  complain,  for  if  we.  could  be  satis- 
fied that  the  church  would  prosper  more  by  being  located  in  the  town  of 
Paterson  we  would  cheerfully  convey  our  rights  to  the  Consistory  and 
would  submit  to  private  inconveniences  and  aid  them  in  their  attempts  to 
get  their  measures  sanctioned  by  legal  authority.  But  we  think  that  while 
some  would  be  added  to  the  church  from  the  town  of  Paters'on  it  would  be 
deserted  by  others  who  live  in  the  surrounding  country;  and,  even  if  num- 
bers were  increased,  we  should  soon  suffer  from  those  party  broils  that 
usually  agitate  congregations  which  are  so  situated  that  town  influence  and 
country  influence  both  strive  for  superiority. 

We  believe,  however,  that  there  are  at  present  more  churches  in  Pat- 
erson of  various  denominations  than  it  can  reasonably  be  expected  will  be 
fully  supported,  also  the  site  of  the  old  church  is  now  near  the  town,  and 
unless  some  great  advantage  can  be  gained  we  think  those  residing  in  Pat- 
erson ought  rather  to  submit  to  a little  inconvenience  than  to  offend  and 
drive  away  from  the  church  their  country  brethren. 

We  feel  attached  to  the  spot  on  which  our  fathers  have  worshipped. 
We  do  not  so  much  regard,  expense,  though  we  might  mention  our  late  loss 
by  fire  and  the  high  price  of  a lot  in  Paterson,  as  we  do  the  violation  of 
our  rights  by  the  Consistory  and  their  determination  to  do  what  we  hum- 
bly consider  would  tend  to  the  injury  of  the  congregation. 

We  could  state  a number  of  reasons,  in  addition  to  the  above,  for  op- 
posing (and  we  regret  being  compelled  to  do  it)  the  measures  of  that  Con- 
sistory to  which  we  are  and  wish  to  remain  subordinate;  but  we  hope  and 
request  to  be  heard  on  the  floor  of  Classis  upon  this  subject,  and  we  here- 
by appoint  the  Rev.  Ava  Neal*  to  represent  us  and  act  in  our  behalf. 

We  therefore  present  this  brief  statement  or  memorial,  protesting 
against  and  appealing  from  the  said  proceedings  of  the  Consistory,  to  your 
Reverend  Body,  trusting  that  you  will,  under  the  guidance  of  Heavenly 
wisdom,  adopt  such  measures  that  the  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  at

Van  Ryper,  Adrian  Van  Houten,  John  S.  Van  Winkle  and  James  Van  Blarcom. 
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Totowa,  in  the  Township  of  Saddle  River,  County  of  Bergen,  may  con- 
tinue to  exist,  and  that  many  may  there  he  added  to.  it  of  those  that  shall 
be  saved. 

With  much  respect  and  confidence  we  are  yours. 

Signed  by  58  names.”* 

The  Classis  appointed  a committee,  consisting  of  the  Revs. 
John  I.  Qhristie,  of  Warwick,  N.  Y.  ; Jefferson  Wynkcop,  of 
Ramapo,  N.  J.,  and  Stephen  Goetschius,  of  Pascack,  and  the 
Elders:  Richard  Ackerman,  of  Acquackanonk,  and  Col.  Cor- 
nelius A.  Blauvelt,  of  Ramapo,  to  confer  with  the  two  parties 
and  if  possible  secure  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  trouble. 

The  committee  reported  that  their  endeavors  to  effect  a un- 
ion between  the  factions  were  unsuccessful,  that  the  Consistory 
had  agreed  to  move  the  site  of  the  church  600  yards  nearer  the 
river,  while  the  Memorialists  had  agreed  to  submit  the  matter 
to  the  Great  Consistory,  which  the  acting  Consistory  refused 
to  do,  and  that  then  the  Memorialists  had  offered  to  abide  by  a 
decision  of  the  matter,  by  a vote  of  a majority  of  the  congrega- 
tion to  be  taken  at  some  future  convenient  time,  but  that  this 
proposition  the  Consistory  also  refused.  The  whole  matter 
was  then  considered  and  discussed  in  open  Classis  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  unanimously  adopted  : 

“ Resolved, , That  it  is  with  the  utmost  grief  this  Classis  has  heard  that 
a very  large  and  respectable  portion  of  the  congregation  of  Totowa  are  ex- 
ceedingly dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Consistory  as  to  locating  a 
new  church  in  the  town  of  Paterson. 

“ Resolved , That  although  this  Classis  believes  the  Consistory  of 
Totowa  have  acted  in  this  matter  with  good  intentions,  yet  as  it  is  highly 
important  that  every  prudent  measure  which  may  tend  to  allay  the  present 
excitement  and  to  unite  the  opinions  and  the  hearts  of  the  people  should 
be  tried,  therefore  this  Classis  hereby  advises  that  the  Consistory  shall  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  their  decision  on  this  subject  after  the  opinion  of  the 
congregation  shall  have  been  ascertained  in  the  following  manner,  viz.: 

The  Consistory  shall  give  public  notice  that  on  the  24th  day  of  July 
next,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  the  congregation  shall  meet  at  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  Paterson,  when  the  Revs.  Messrs.  Christie,  Wynkoop  and  Tay- 
lor shall  attend,  and  one  of  them  shall  preach  on  the  occasion,  and  after 
divine  service  all  the  male  members  in  full  con  munion  and  all  others  who 
during  two  years  last  past  have  statedly  contributed  either  in  subscription 
or  by  the  pew  rent  to  the  support  of  the  stated  ministry  in  said  congrega- 
tion shall  be  permitted  to  vote  as  to  the  site  for  a new  church.  The  said 
Reverend  Gentlemen,  being  furnished  with  written  documents,  shall  be 
judges  as  to  who  are  or  who  are  not  qualified  to  vote  as  above,  and  there- 
upon the  Consistory,  acting  with  the  counsel  and  advice  of  the  said  Rev- 
erend Gentlemen,  shall  proceed  to  determine  and  fix  upon  the  site  for  the 
contemplated  building,  and  in  case  they  decide  that  the  church  shall  be 
located  in  Paterson,  the  Consistory  shall  adopt  the  necessary  measures  to 
have  their  proceedings  sanctioned  by  legal  authority. 

Resolved  further,  that  in  case  the  Consistory  decline  acting  according 
to  the  advice  of  Classis  as  to  calling  the  meeting  aforesaid  of  the  congre-

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gation,  then  the  Consistory  shall  duly  notify  the  said  committee  of  Classis 
of  their  declining  to  act.  And  further,  that,  in  case  the  Consistory  shall 
refuse  to  act  according  to  the  advice  of  the  said  Reverend  Gentlemen,  they 
shall  report  to  Classis  the  result.” 

The  Consistory  refused  to  act  in  accordance  with  this  advice 
of  the  Classis  and  appealed  to  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
York,  mainly  on  technical  grounds,  charging  irregularity  in 
the  proceedings  of  Classis,  and  characterizing  the  conduct  of 
the  Memorialists  in  asking  the  interference  of  Classis,  as  “’in- 
subordination to  constituted  authorities,”  and  claiming  that 
Classis  should  have  dismissed  “ the  disorderly  Memorial  and 
advised  the  Memorialists  to  return  to  their  subordination  to  the 
Consistory.” 

The  committee  reported  the  action  of  the  Consistory  to  the 
Classis  in  extra  session  August  7,  1827,  at  the  house  of  John 
Van  Ness  in  Totowa,  when  the  Classis  appointed  another  com- 
mittee of  compromise,  consisting  of  the  Revs.  Benjamin  C. 
Taylor  and  Jefferson  YVynkoop,  and  the  Elders  Richard  Ack- 
erman and  Col.  Cornelius  A.  Blauvelt,  who  after  a lengthy  con- 
ference with  the  parties  interested,  brought  in  the  following  re- 
port to  Classis : 

“The  committee  having  had  an  interview  wdth  the  parties 

Resolved,  That  this  committee  advises  the  Consistory  of  the  First  Re- 
formed Church  at  Totowa  to  amicably  and  equally  divide  the  property  with 
the  Memorialists,  by  binding  themselves,  as  Trustees  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  at  Totowa,  to  the  Memorialists  (as  soon  as  the  Memorialists 
shall  have  been  organized  into  a corporation)  for  said  portion.  The  said 
portion  to  be  given  to  the  legal  trustees  of  said  congregation,  when  so  or- 
ganized. And  further,  that  they  advise  the  Memorialists  to  accept  of  the 
same  terms  of  compromise.” 

This  judgment  of  the  committee  was  at  once  submitted  to 
each  of  the  contending  parties.  The  Memorialists  replied  that 
they  would  comply  with  the  advice  given  by  the  Committee  of 
Classis.  The  Consistory  replied  that  “ they  could  not  at  pres- 
ent, consistent  with  duty,”  accede  to  the  terms  of  the  proposed 
compromise,  but  that  when  the  Memorialists  were  constitution- 
ally organized  as  a corporate  body  “ they  would  then  take  the 
overture  of  the  committee  into  further  consider  at  ion  f and 
in  the  meantime  presented  the  following  overture  to  the  Memo- 
rialists : 

“ The  Consistory  on  their  part  offer  the  following  compromise:  That 
if  the  advocates  for  the  Paterson  side  build  a church  at  Hamilton  Square 
in  Paterson,  and  the  Memorialists  build  a church  on  a new  site  in  Bergen 
County,  the  Consistory  will  pledge  themselves  to  give  to  both  parties  an 
equal  privilege  of  Gospel  ordinances  on  the  express  condition  that  each 
party  pay  the  equal  one-half  of  salary  annually.'1'1 

This  great  magnanimity  ( ?)  on  the  part  of  the  Consistory 
did  not  awaken  sufficient  gratitude  in  the  hearts  of  the  Memo- 
rialists to  secure  its  acceptance;  on  the  other  hand  they  deter- 


mined  to  apply  to  Classis  to  be  separated  from  the  old  corpora- 
tion and  organized  as  a Church  of  Christ. 

XVI.  The  Second  Reformed  Church  Organized. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus  at  Tappan,  N.  Y., 
Se-pt.  1 1,  1827,  the  following  communication  was  received  from 
forty-eight  communicant  members  of  the  old  Dutch  Church  at 
Totowa,  and  sixty-four  members  of  the  congregation,  most  of 
whom  were  heads  of  families  : 

“To  the  Reverend  Classis  of  Paramus,  convened  in  ordinary  session 
at  Tappan  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  September  next. 

“The  undersigned  members  in  full  communion,  heads  of  families  and 
others  belonging  to  the  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Totowa,  believing 
that  in  the  present  situation  of  said  church  it  is  expedient  that  we  be  separated 
from  it,  do  therefore  respectfully  request  your  Reverend  Body,  to  whom 
our  reasons  must,  in  consequence  of  the  late  proceedings,  be  well  known,  to 
dismiss  us  from  the  said  church  and  to  release  us  from  all  connection  with 
the  Consistory  thereof.  And  also,  we  humbly  ask  you  to  take  such  meas- 
ures that  we  may  be  organized  as  a separate  and  distinct  congregation,  and 
be  known  in  future  as  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Totowa. 
Praying  that  infinite  wisdom  may  guide  your  decision,  and  that  the  cause 
of  the  Redeemer  may  be  advanced,  we  are  yours  in  the  Lord. 

Signed  as  above  stated. 

Totowa,  Aug.  23,  1827.”  * 

In  response  to  this  application  the  Classis,  after  due  deliber- 
ation adopted  the  following  resolutions  : 

“The  Memorialists  having  represented  to  Classis  through  their  com- 
mittee that  their  state  is  such  as  to  make  it  indispensably  necessary  to  be 
organized  into  a church,  and  that  if  Classis  see  proper  to  grant  their  re- 
quest, for  the  sake  of  peace,  they  will  relinquish  all  right  to  the  property, 
real  and  personal,  of  the  First  Congregation  of  Totowa,  and  that  they  fur- 
ther pledge  themselves  to  erase  the  names  of  any  individuals  who  have

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subscribed  their  petition  that  wish  to  be  connected  with  the  Paterson  part 
of  the  congregation,  provided  the  Consistory  will  do  the  same;  therefore 
Resolved , That  the  request  of  the  Memorialists  be  granted,  and  that 
Classis  proceed  immediately  to  carry  the  above  resolution  into  execution. 

Resolved , That  the  Rev.  Stephen  Goetschius  and  the  Rev.  Jefferson 
Wynkoop  and  the  Elder  Jacob  DeBaun,  of  Saddle  River,  be  a committee 
on  the  14th  day  of  October  to  organize  the  Memorialists  into  a church, 
and  that  the  Rev.  S.  Goetschius  preach  the  sermon,  and  that  the  Stated 
Clerk  furnish  the  parties  with  a coJ)y  of  the  proceedings  of  Classis  in  the 
case.” 

The  Committee  of  Classis  thus  appointed,  due  notice  having 
been  given,  met  with  the  Memorialists  Saturday,  Sept-  13th, 
1827,  at  the  house  of  Judge  Garrebrant  Van  Houten,  and  after 
prayer  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  Goetschius  the  following  persons 
were  duly  elected  Elders  and  Deacons  and  were  ordained  to 
their  respective  offices  Sabbath  afternoon,  the  14th  of  October. 


The  first  religious  service  of  the  newly-organized  Church  of 
Totowa  was  held  on  Sunday  afternoon,  Oct.  14,  1S27,  when 
the  Elders  and  Deacons  were  ordained,  in  a public  hall  in  the 
house  of  John  Van  Ess,  opposite  the  church,  on  the  corner  of 
Temple  and  North  Main  streets.  There  the  congregation  con- 
tinued to  worship  while  the  church  was  being  erected.  Hav- 
ing despaired  of  any  just  compromise  as  to  the  division  of  the 
property  of  the  old  church  for  some  time  previous  to  the  organ- 
ization, decided  steps  had  been  taken  to  secure  a new  church 
edifice,  and  the  work  of-  building  where  the  church  now  stands 
was  at  once  commenced.  The  Building  Committee  were  : Gar- 
rebrandt  Van  Houten,  John  Burhans,  Cornelius  I.  YVestervelt, 
Adrian  R.  Van  Houten,  John  R.  Van  Houten  and  Cornelius 
S.  Van  Wagoner.  The  grounds  were  given — *with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  lot  which  the  church  purchased — by  Garrebrandt 
Van  Houten,  through  whose  energy  and  liberality  the  work 
was  completed  in  less  than  a year.  The  contract  for  the  mason 
work  was  by  Isaac  I.  and  William  I.  Stagg,  the  carpenter 
work  by  Samuel  Post  and  the  painting  by  Luke  Westervelt. 
The  whole  cost  of  the  building  was  about  $7,000.  As  soon  as 
the  walls  were  up  and  the  roof  on,  worship  began  to  be  held  in 
the  enclosure,  boards  resting  on  blocks  being  used  for  seats.  The 
building  was  completed  and  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  the 
Triune  Jehovah  on  Sunday,  June  8th,  1828,  more  than  nine 
months  before  the  Dutch  Church  on  the  Paterson  side  of  the

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river  was  finished  and  dedicated,  which  was  not  until  March 
15,  1829,  illustrating  the  Scriptural  truth  : “The  first  shall  be 
last  and  the  last  first.” 

When  the  pews  of  the  church  were  sold  there  still  remained 
a debt  on  the  church  of  $2,600,  which  Judge  Garrebrandt  Van 
Houten*  generously  carried  lor  the  Consistory,  and  on  the  third 
day  of  March,  1830,  the  day  before  his  death,  proposed  to  can- 
cel and  accept  from  the  Trustees  a deed  for  twenty-nine  pews, 
which  remained  unsold,  as  a proper  consideration.  “ This 
transaction  was  no  doubt  a great  relief  for  the  church  at  the 
time,”  says  Dr.  Duryea,  “but  afterwards  it  proved  a subi’ect  of 
much  perplexity,  to  which  there  was  no  end,  until  a final  sur- 
render of  all  the  pews  was  made  to  the  Consistory,  some  of 
which  were  paid  for,  and  an  act  of  the  Legislature  was  secured 
April  6,  1865,  empowering  the  Consistory  to  assess  the  pews 
to  support  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.” 

XVIII.  The  Corporate  Tithe. 

The  Classis  designated  the  new  organization  at  Totowa,  the 
Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Totowa,  but  soon  after  the 
church  was  organized,  the  congregation,  having  had  a very 
trying  experience  in  their  separation  from  the  old  church,  re- 
solved to  have  a Board  of  Trustees,  distinct  frqm  the  Consisto- 
ry, who  should  attend  to  all  the  temporal  matters  of  the  church. 
“This  we  think,”  says  Dr.  Duryea,  “was  to  preclude  the  min- 
ister from  having  a voice  in  the  management  of  the  temporal 
affairs  of  the  church,  as  it  was  by  the  casting  vote  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Eltinge,  the  resolution  had  been  passed  which  decided  the 
Consistory  to  build  on  the  Paterson  side  of  the  river.” 

The  following  persons  were  chosen  trustees  : Gen’l  A.  God- 
win, Adrian  R.  Van  Houten,  Ralph  Doremus,  William  S.  Ho- 
gencamp,  John  Burhans,  John  R.  Berdan  and  William  I Stagg, 
who  chose  as  the  name  and  style  of  the  corporation  “ The 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  To- 
towa, at  Paterson,  N.  J.,”  and  were  so  incorporated. 

This  was  evidently  for  the  purpose  of  outwitting  the  Pater- 
son congregation,  as  their  corporate  title  was  “The  First  Re- 


*Judge  Gerrebrandt  Van  Houten  was  a great-great-grandson  of  Roelof  Cornelissen 
Van  Houten,  a soldier  in  1648  in  the  Dutch  army  at  New  Amsterdam  and  the  common  an- 
cestor of  the  Van  Houtens  of  this  region.  He  was  the  son  of  Gerrebrant  Van  Houten 
and  Jannetje  Sip,  was  born  Nov.  2,  1770,  married  Jan’y  30,  1791,  Jannetje,  daughter  of 
Henry  Gerritse  Van  Wagening,  Jun.,  and  Hillegont  Van  Winkle,  and  died  March  11, 1831. 
He  resided  in  the  large  stone  house  now  known  as  Nos.  117  and  119  Water  street.  Pre- 
vious to  1818  he  carried  on  a general  country  store.  He  was  appointed  a Justice  of  the 
Peace  of  Bergen  County  by  the  Legislature  in  1803  and  continued  in  the  office  until  his 
death.

He  was  open-hearted  and  generous,  public-spirited 
and  enterprising,  successful  in  business,  honorable  and  upright  in  all  the  relations  of  life 
and  universally  esteemed  for  the  manly  beauty  of  his  Christian  character  and  the  consis- 
tency of  his  daily  walk  and  conversation.

formed  Dutch  Church  at  Totowa.”  Application  was  made  to 
Classis  to  change  the  name  of  the  church  to  correspond  with 
the  name  of  the  corporation,  but  the  Classis  wisely  refused  to 
do  so,  as  it  would  only  tend  to  create  confusion.  It  was  cer- 
tainly an  anomalous  state  of  affairs,  and  extremely  ludicrous. 
The  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Totowa,  was  not  in  To- 
towa but  in  Paterson.  The  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
of  Totowa  was  not  in  Paterson  but  in  Totowa,  and  had  formed 
a corporate  body  for  holding  its  property  and  governing  its 
temporal  affairs,  bearing  as  its  title  ‘‘The  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Totowa  at  Paterson, 
N.  J.”  Both  churches  seemed  to  think  the  heavens  would  fall 
if  they  dropped  the  word  Totowa  from  their  corporate  title ; 
both  churches  to-day  ignore  their  corporate  title  and  style  them- 
selves respectively  the  First,  or  Second  Reformed  Church  of 
Paterson. 

The  anomalous  state  of  affairs  we  have  described  continued 
until  183^.  It  was  then  discovered  that  the  laws  of  New  Jer- 
sey would  not  recognize  such  an  arrangement  in  a Reformed 
Dutch  Church.  A special  law  for  the  incorporation  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Churches  in  New  Jersey,  requires  the  Consisto- 
ry to  act  as  trustees.  But,  laws  may  be  changed  or  even  re- 
pealed, and  with  this  end  in  view  application  was  made  to  the 
State  Legislature  of  1835  f°r  su°h  a modification  of  the  exist- 
ing law  as  would  justify  the  continuance  of  the  authority  and 
powers  of  the  trustees  chosen  by  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Totow7a.  As  a result  of  this  application,  during  a 
session  of  the  New  Jersey  Assembly,  Friday,  January  9,  1835, 
Mr.  John  F.  Hopper,  of  Bergen  County,  presented  a petition 
from  the  congregation  of  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
of  Totowa,  in  the  County  of  Bergen,  praying  an  alteration  of 
the  law  relating  to  religious  societies,  which  was  read  and  re- 
ferred to  Messrs.  Hopper,  Garrison  and  Smith.  Mr.  Hopper 
reported  the  bill  on  Monday,  January  26,  and  it  was  ordered 
to  a second  reading,  and  to  be  printed.  On  January  28  it  was 
taken  up,  discussed  and  postponed.  It  was  again  taken  up  on 
February  20,  and  the  first  section  disagreed  to,  yeas  10,  nays 
34,  and  the  bill  was  thereupon  dismissed.*  The  cause  of  this 
action  by  the  Legislature,  is  revealed  in  the  following  commu- 
nication to  one  of  the  interested  trustees  : 

Trenton  Feb  21  1835 

Ralph  Doremus  Esqr, 

Dr  Sir. 

Your  Church  Bill  was  not  agreed  to  in  our  house  upon 
its  second  reading  yesterday,  on  account  of  the  opposition  of  Harden-

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bergh*  and  others  stating  that  it  be  an  inovation  of  the  discipline  & Church 
government  of  the  Dutch  reformed  Church  as  laid  down  in  the  general  in- 
corporating act.  Mr  Whitehead  and  myself  endeavored  to  obtain  the  pas- 
sage of  it  but  of  no  avail  as  they  considered  the  law  as  now  inacted  suffi- 
cient for  not  only  all  your  purposes  but  any  other  congregation  or  denom- 
ination. 

The  reasons  forwarded  to  Mr.  Hopper  were  read  as  also  your  letter  to 
me.  I regret  that  we  were  unable  to  succeed  but  found  it  was  impossible.

In  view  of  these  things  the  Consistory  reluctantly  but  grace- 
fully and  with  hearty  good  will  submitted  to  the  inevitable,  and 
July  4th,  1835,  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  American  Inde- 
pendence by  becoming  a corporate  body  under  the  name  and 
style  of  ‘‘The  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Totowa,  at 
Paterson,  New  Jersey.” 

For  ten  years  thereafter  the  Elders  and  Deacons  executed  a 
document  of  which  the  following  is  a sample  : 

“We  the  undersigned  do  solemnly  swear  that  we  will  support  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

We  do  sincerely  profess  and  swear  that  we  do  and  will  bear  true  faith 
and  allegiance  to  the  government  established  in  this  State,  and  to  the  au- 
thority of  the  people. 

That  we  will  faithfully  and  impartially  and  justly  perform  all  the.  du- 
ties of  the  office  of  trustees  of  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  To- 
towa, at  Paterson,  N.  J.

A similar  custom  prevailed  in  other  churches,  but  we  think 
it  has  been  universally  abandoned,  perhaps  unwisely.  It  was 
a patriotic  custom,  and  the  truth  cannot  be  inculcated  too  fre- 
quently, that  Godliness  and  patriotism  should  be  inseparable. 

XIX.  The  Pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  T.  Field. 

Soon  after  the  erection  of  their  house  of  worship  began,  the 
congregation  of  the  Second  Church  made  -a  call  upon  the  Rev. 
Jacob  Pen  Eyck  Field,  pastor  of  the  Church  of  Pompton, 
in  which  they  promised  him  $400  per  annum  in  half  yearly 
payments,  “ and  a vacation  of  six  weeks,  or  six  free  Sabbaths.” 
The  pecuniary  compensation  seems  exceedingly  small ; we 
wonder  how  the  Dominie  managed  to  live,  but  the  six  weeks’ 
vacation  so  plainly  indicates  that  the  Consistory  were  men  of 
broad  views  and  liberal  minds  that  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  the

conviction  that  in  those  days  when  money  was  scarce  $400  was 
considered  a good  salary. 

Mr.  Field  accepted  this  call  early  in  the  year  182S  and  was 
installed  by  the  Rev.  Jefferson  Wynkoop  in  May  or  June  of 
the  same  vear  about  the  time  of  the  dedication  of  the  new 
church.*  The  congregation  was  not  strong  in  number,  having 
only  seventy  families  and  forty-eight  communicants.  “They 
were,  however,”  says  Dr.  Duryea,  “full  of  courage  and  zeal, 
and  it  is  to  their  credit  that  they  never  sought  aid  outside  of  their 
own  bounds,  either  for  the  erection  of  the  church  or  the  support 
of  the  Gospel.” 

Mr.  Field  remained  pastor  of  the  church  for  about  five  years, 
three  years  of  which  time  he  was  permitted  by  the  church  to 
devote  one-third  of  his  Sabbaths  in  serving  the  church  at  Stone 
House  Plains,  for  which  he  received  additional  compensation. 
His  ministry  ended  Sept.  11,  1S32.  at  which  time  the  congre- 
gation numbered  no  families  and  80  communicants. 

The  cause  of  the  termination  of  this  successful  pastorate  is 
found  in  a communication  to  the  Consistory,  bearing  date  Aug. 
21,  1832,  in  which  Mr.  Field  says  that  he  had  given  up  his 
connection  with  the  Stone  House  Plains  congregation  “ in  con- 
sequence of  a failnre  on  their  part  to  fulfill  their  engagements, 
and  that  he  had  recently  received  such  communications  from 
his  son  residing  in  the  western  country  as  convinced  him  that  it 
was  his  duty  to  take  an  excursion  of  some  months  into  that 
country,”  and  that  he  thought  it  best  to  have  the  pastoral  rela- 
tion dissolved,  “that  each  party,  freed  from  special  engage- 
ments, might  feel  themselves  at  liberty  to  enter  into  such  future 
arrangements  as  the  Providence  of  God  might  seem  to  open  up 
to  them.”  The  Consistory  was  persuaded,  by  a careful  con- 
sideration of  the  matter,  that  the  course  suggested  by  their  pas- 
tor “was  upon  the  whole  most  advisable,”  and  therefore 
agreed  to  unite  with  him  in  an  application  to  Classis  for  a dis- 
solution of  the  pastorate.  The  Classis  granted  the  application 
Sept.  11,  1832. 

The  Rev.  Jacob  Ten  Eyck  Field  was  born  in  Lamington, 
Somerset  Co.,  N.  J.,  Oct.  31,  1 787,  graduated  from  the  Col- 
lege of  New  Jersey  in  1806,  and  pursued  his  theological 
studies  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Woodhull,  of  Monmouth  County, 
N.  J.  He  labored  as  a missionary  for  a year  or  two  in  and 
around  Stroudsburgh,  Pa.  In  the  Spring  of  1810  he  was 
called  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Flemington,  N.  J.,  and  was 
ordaiped  and  installed  its  pastor  Nov.  28,  1810.  Here  he  re- 

*It  is  a singular  circumstance  that  Mr.  Field’s  name  does  not  appear  on  the  roll  of  the 
Classis  of  Paramus,  although  there  is  record  of  his  being  received  as  a member  of  the 
Classis  April  16,  1828,  when  arrangements  were  made  for  his  installation — the  date  of 
which  is  recorded  neither  in  tne  minutes  of  Classis  nor  in  the  minutes  of  Consistory. 


mamed  until  May  4,  1813  when  much  to  the  regret  of  the  con- 
gregation he  accepted  a call  to  the  Reformed  Church  of  Pomp- 
ton  Plains.  After  the  organization  of  the  Pompton  Church  he 
became  its  first  pastor  in  1815,  and  so  continued  until  April  10, 
1827  From  Pompton  he  came  to  Paterson  and  remained  un- 
til 1832,  when  at  his  request  Classis  gave  him  a letter  of  com- 
mendation to  the  churches  of  all  sister  denominations,  as  he 
expressed  his  intention  of  going  into  the  western  country.  He 
was  stated  supply  for  a time  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of 
Stroudsburgh  and  Middle  Smithfield,  Pa.,  and  in  June,  1S38, 
was  installed  pastor  of  these  churches.  In  1839,  when  52 
years  of  age,  he  was  disabled  by  a stroke  of  paralysis,  from 
which  he  never  recovered  sufficiently  to  resume  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  Two  years  later,  in  1841,  he  went  to  Belvidere,  N. 

and  there  resided  until  his  death.  May  17,  1S66,  and  was 
laid  to  rest  at  Shawnee,  Pa.  Dr.  Duryea  says:  4k  He  was  a 
good  man,  much  esteemed,  a plain  and  faithful  preacher,” 
while  the  Classis  of  Paramus  bears  record  that  he  was  a man 
t‘of  ardent  piety  and  exemplary  deportment,  faithful  and  de- 
voted to  the  cause  of  his  Master.” 

XX.  The  Pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  D.  Cole,  D.  D. 

The  church  was  vacant,  after  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Field,  for  four  months,  when  the  Rev.  Isaac  D.  Cole,  after- 
wards Dr.  Cole  was  installed  pastor  the  first  Sabbath  in  Jan- 
uary, 1833.  The  Consistory  at  this  time  was  composed  of 
Elders  : John  Joseph  Blauvelt,  Albert  I.  Zabriskie,  Cornelius 
P.  Hopper  and  Cornelius  S.  Van  Wagoner.  Deacons: 
Thomas  Terhune,  Garret  G.  Garrison,  John  I.  Berdan  and 
Cornelius  C.  Blauvelt,  who  in  calling  Mr.  Cole,  increased  the 
salary  to  $500,  and  promised  to  provide  a house  for  his,  occu- 
pancy and  use.  The  congregation  not  feeling  able  to  purchase 
a parsonage  an  association  was- formed,  a sort  of  stock  com- 
pany,* which  bought  the  house  on  the  northeast  corner  of 
North  Main  and  Clinton  streets,  which  continued  to  be  the 
residence  of  the  pastors  of  the  church  until  1S66,  when,  the 
title  having  previously  been  transferred  to  the  Consistory,  it 
was  sold  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  de- 
voted, the  following  year,  to  roofing  and  repairing  the  church 
building. 

Mr.  Cole  remained  the  pastor  of  the  church  only  one  year, 
41  when  he  was  recalled  to  the  Reformed  Church  of  Tappan

John  A.  Zabriskie 
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from  whence  he  came,”  but  during  his  short  ministry  twenty 
persons  were  received  into  the  communion  of  the  church. 

Mr.  Cole  was  born  at  Spring  Valley,  N.  Y.,  Jan’y  25,  1799, 
graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick 
in  1829  and  was  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry  at  Tappan, 
N.  Y.,  May  24,  1831,  serving  this  congregation  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  year  spent  in  the  service  of  the  Second  Church 
at  Paterson  until  Feb’y  9,  1864,  after  which  time  he  remained 
without  a pastoral  charge  until  his  death,  August  30,  1878. 

He  was  of  pure  Holland  ancestry,  the  sixth  American  born 
generation  from  one  of  the  officers  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany. His  attachment  to  the  Reformed  Church  was  firm  and 
unwavering,  and  his  devotion  to  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  abid- 
ing. As  a pastor,  he  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  both  the  young 
and  the  old,  and  as  a minister,  ever  spoke  from  the  pulpit  as  an 
ambassador  from  heaven ; a man  of  vigorous  faith  and  earnest 
prayer ; he  sank  to  his  rest,  peacefully  and  happily  discerning 
the  hope  set  before  him  in  the  Gospel,  and  anticipating  the  in- 
heritance of  the  saints  in  light. 

XXI.  The  Pastorate  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Liddeee. 

The  first  Sabbath  of  July,  1834,  about  six  months  after  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Cole,  the  Rev.  John  A.  Liddell,  in  response 
to  the  unanimous  call  of  the  Consistory,  was  installed  pastor  of 
the  church.  On  this  occasion  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Isaac  D.  Cole,  and  the  charges  to  the  pastor  and  the  peo- 
ple were  delivered  by  the  Rev.  John  C.  VanDervoort.  The 
pastoral  relation  thus  formed  continued  about  four  years,  dur- 
ing which  time  115  persons  were  received  to  full  communion, 
and  the  congregation  feeling  the  necessity  of  better  facilities 
and  more  ample  accommodations  for  the  Sabbath  School  and 
social  meetings,  erected  a Consistory  room  on  the  rear  of  the 
church  lots,  a frame  building  which  stood  about  where  the  par- 
sonage is  located,  and  continued  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  erected  until  1872.  The  committee  which  super- 
intended this  work  was  Cornelius  S.  Van  Wagoner,  Ralph 
Doremus  and  Samuel  A.  Van  Saun.  While  building  the  Con- 
sistory room  they  also  repaired  the  church  and  put  blinds  on 
the  windows.  In  this  undertaking  they  were  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Ralph  Doremus,  of  whose  labors  there  is  still  extant  a sub- 
scription paper  which  reads  : 

“On  demand  we  the  Subscribers  severally  promise  to  pay  to  Mrs. 
Ralph  Doremus  the  sums  annexed  to  our  respective  names  to  be  by  her 
expended  for  blinds  in  the  Second  Ref’d  Dutch  Church  of  Totowa  and 
lining  the  book  boards  in  s’d  church.” 

The  amount  thus  subscribed  was  $235.75  ; amount  paid,  $205  ; 
so  much  easier  is  it  for  some  people  to  promise  than  to  perform. 
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Mr.  Liddell  was  born  in  St.  Ninians,  Stirlingshire,  Scot- 
land, Sept.  22,  1806,  and  is  said  to  have  been  the  son  of  pious 
parents  and  many  prayers.  He  was  educated  in  his  native 
land  at  Glasgow  College  and  St.  Andrew’s  College.  While 
pursuing  his  theological  studies  he  accepted  the  invitation  of  an 
uncle  to  visit  the  United  States,  and  after  a sojourn  of  six 
months  determined  to  make  America  his  home.  He  was  soon 
called  to  the  old  Reformed  Church  of  East  Greenbush,  Rens- 
selaer County,  N.  Y.,  and  there  commenced  his  ministerial 
labors  in  1830.  He  settled  at  Paterson  in  1834,  from  whence 
he  was  called  to  Lodi,  Seneca  Co.,  N.  Y.,  in  1838,  and  to 
Stone  House  Plains,  Essex  Co.,  N.  J.,  in  1849,  where  a year 
later  he  died. 

He  was  highly  esteemed  by  his  brethren  in  the  ministry, 
thoroughly  loyal  to  the  church  of  his  adoption,  in  full  accord 
with  its  doctrines  and  polity,  influential  in  its  councils, 
and  when  resigning  the  charge  of  the  Second  Church  at 
Paterson,  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus  He 
was  a man  of  more  than  ordinary  power,  frank  and  un- 
reserved in  his  intercourse,  true,  kind  and  affable,  delighting,  in 
social  converse  and  fellowship.  He  lacked  the  advantage  of  an 
attractive  exterior  and  a graceful  action,  but  there  was  a fervpr 
and  pathos  in  his  manner  which  arrested. and  held  attention  to 
the  truths  he  proclaimed.  The  tones  of  his  voice  were  heart- 
touching and  pathetic,  fitting  him  in  a peculiar  degree  to  win 
the  hearts  of  his  people  and  to  draw  them  to  Christ.  His  ser- 
mons were  clear,  evangelical,  pungent,  forcible  and  simple.  “ I 
have  often  heard  his  name  fondly  mentioned,”  says  Dr.  Dur- 
yea,  4kby  those  to  whom  he  was  a spiritual  father.”  In  com- 
pliance with  his  request  his  remains  were  interred  in  the 
Totowa  Cemetery,  where  a fitting  monument,  erected  to  his 
memory,  bears  the  inscription  : 

In 

Memory  of 
John  A.  Liddell, 

Born  Sept.  22,  1806, 
in  St.  Ninians  Stirlingshire, 

Scotland, 

Died  Oct.  12,  1850, 
at  Stone  House  Plains, 

New  Jersey, 

When  in  the  midst  of  his  labors  as  pastor  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  that  place, 
he  was  called  from  a useful  and  successful  ministry  , 
to  his  final  reward. 

A ripe  scholar  and  a fine  theologian, 
he  was  deeply  imbued  with  the  truths  he  preached 
and  bore  ample  testimony  in  his  life  and  death 
to  their  consoling  and  sustaining  power. 
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XXII.  The  Hopper  Case. 

This  remarkable  controversy  originated  in  1S32  or  33  in  the 
Church  of  Paramus,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilhelmus  Eltinge,  pastor. 
‘It  awakened  bitter  animosity,  aroused  unholy  passions,  dis- 
turbed the  peace  of  families,  continued  for  years,  and  engaged 
the  attention  of  every  judicatory  of  the  Church — the  Classis. 
the  Particular  Synod  and  the  General  Synod.  It  originated  in 
an  attempt  to  compel  a few  persons  to  remain  in  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  church  of  which  they  were  members,  after  they  had 
expressed  a desire  to  worship  elsewhere. 

The  circumstances  were  these  : Major  Andrew  P.  Hopper, 
prominent  and  influential  in  the  community,  together  with 
other  members  of  the  Church  of  Paramus  in  good  and 
regular  standing,  taking  offence  at  the  action  of  the  Consis- 
tory in  refusing  to  sustain  certain  charges  against  the  de- 
fendants in  a case  of  Christian  discipline,  ceased  attend- 
ing the  services  of  the  sanctuary  and  asked  for  their  let- 
ters of  dismission  that  they  might  connect  themselves  with 
some  other  church. 

The  Consistory  refused  to  grant  them  such  letters  of  dismis- 
sion, and  they  thereupon  petitioned  Classis  to  interpose  in  their 
behalf  and  dissolve  their  connection  with  the  Paramus  Church. 
The  Classis  advised  them  to  forget  the  past  and  not  leave  the 
church  of  their  fathers,  or  at  least  to  meet  with  the  Consistory 
and  talk  the  matter  over,  that  happily  peace  might  be  restored, 
and  if,  after  such  consultation  they  still  desired  to  withdraw 
from  the  Church  at  Paramus,  to  again  request  letters  of  dis- 
mission, and  if  the  request  be  denied,  to  make  a formal  appeal 
to  the  Classis  from  the  action  of  the  Consistory.  Such  an  ap- 
peal was  made  to  Classis  Sept.  8,  1835,  when  Classis,  after  due 
deliberation,  declared  : 

“ It  is  beyond  the  reach  of  the  Classis  to  afford  the  appellant’s  such  relief 
as  they  desire,  especially  as  they  have  withdrawn  from  the  ordinances  and 
communion  of  the  church  without  leave,  which  in  fact  amounts  to  “deser- 
tion,” as  expressed  by  the  Constitution.  Your  committee  believe  that 
they  have  committed  wrong  in  so  doing,  but  at  the -same  time  cordially 
unite  in  recommending  the  following  resolution,  viz.:  That  the  appellants, 
in  this  case,  residing  in  Small  Lots  and  beyond  it,  be  affectionately  urged 
to  go  back  to  the  Consistory  and  confess  said  wrong  in  thus  withdrawing 
from  the  church,  and  in  such  case  it  be  recommended  to  the  Consistory,  as 
our  deliberate  and  unanimous  opinion,  that  the  Consistory  furnish  them 
with  certificates  of  dismission — such  as  they  can  conscientiously  give — that 
whenever  they  are  received  into  the  fellowship  of  any  sister  church  their 
relation  to  the  Church  of  Paramus  shall  cease.” 

According  to  the  church  records  Major  Andrew  P.  Hopper, 
Garret  P.  Hopper,  Henry  P.  Hopper.  Cornelius  A.  Hopper 
and  their  wives,  together  with  Ann  Hopper,  were  received  into 
the  communion  of  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
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of  Totowa,  by  certificate  from  the  Church  of  Paramus,  March 
5,  1836.  Against  this  action  of  the  Consistory  of  the  Second 
Church  of  Totowa,  Mr.  Cornelius  S.  Van  Wagoner  appealed 
to  the  Classis  because  of  some  supposed  irregularity  that  does 
not  appear  on  the  records.  The  Classis  refused  to  sustain  the 
appeal.  Mr.  Van  Wagoner  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eltinge  then  ap- 
pealed from  the  action  of  the  Classis  to  the  Particular  Synod  of 
New  York  in  session  May,  1836.  The  Particular  Synod  re- 
fused to  sustain  the  appeal  and  confirmed  the  action  of  the 
Classis.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Eltinge  and  Mr.  Van  Wagoner  then 
appealed  to  the  General  Synod  in  session  June,  1837.  The 
General  Synod  refused  to  sustain  the  appeal  and  affirmed  the 
decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York. 

Not  yet  satisfied  the  Church  at  Paramus  memorialized  the 
General  Synod  in  session  June,  1838*  to  reconsider  the  whole 
matter.  The  Synod  did  so,  and  after  due  deliberation  unani- 
mously adopted  the  following : 

“Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  Memorial  of  the  Consistory  of  the 
Church  of  Paramus  that  they  find  difficulties  which  to  them  appear 
insuperable  in  the  way  of  carrying  into  effect  the  decision  of  this  Synod 
in  relation  to  what  is  usually  termed  the  “Hopper  Case,”  and  whereas 
said  Consistory  of  Paramus  ask  from  this  Synod  some  action  which 
shall  relieve  them  from  their  present  difficulties,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  persons  who  have  been  received  into  the  Second 
Church  of  Totowa  on  a certificate  from  the  Church  of  Paramus  are  mem- 
bers in  full  communion  of  the  Second  Church  of  Totowa,  and  that  any- 
thing in  any  previous  decision  of  this  Synod  which  militates  against  this, 
be  and  hereby  is  repealed.”* 

It  would  be  difficult  to  make  a more  definite  statement,  but 
notwithstanding  this  decisive  action  of  the  General  Synod, 
from  whose  decisions  there  is  no  appeal,  and  although  the 
Hoppers  had  been  members  of  the  Second  Church  of  Totowa 
since  March  5th,  1836,  the  Consistory  received  this  extraor- 
dinary notice. 

To  the  Revd  Consistory  of  the  2nd  R.  D.  Church  of  Totawa  Dr 
Brethren:  we  hereby  apprize  you  that  by  the  last  decision  of  the  General 
Synod  on  the  Hopper  case,  (not  repealing  the  decision  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  York  on  the  Van  Wagoner  Appeal)  the  Hoppers  are  Con- 
tinued members  with  the  Church  at  Paramus,  and  as  they  are  under  a 
course  of  discipline  by  us,  you  are  hereby  friendly  and  kindly  cautioned 
to  take  heed  How  you  admit  them  to  the  Sealing  ordinances  of  Gods 
House

There  is  no  record  in  the  minutes  of  the  Consistory  of 
any  formal  action  in  connection  with  this  remarkable  com- 
munication, but  the  sentiment  of  the  Consistory  in  relation

easily  be  inferred,  inasmuch  as  April  19th,  1839,  after- 

considering  the  matter  for  six  months,  Mr.  Garret  P.  Hop- 
per was  elected  by  the  Second  Reformed  Church  of  To- 
towa  to  serve  as.  Elder,  and  public  notice  was  given  that 
if  the  way  be  . clear  he  would  be  ordained  as  such  Sun- 
day, May  1 2th.  Mr.  Hopper  had  been  a member  of  the 
Second  Church  of  Totowa  for  more  than  three  years,  but  the 
day  preceding  the  time  appointed  for  his  ordination  the  fol- 
lowing communication  was  sent  to  Dr.  Duryea  :

and  deeission  to  the  Next  ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Classis  of  Pearamus

When  this  communication  was  laid  before  the  Consistory, 
they  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Elting’s  com- 
munication was  out  of  order,  as  the  General  Synod  of  1838 
had  made  a final  disposition  of  what  is  commonly  called  the 
“ Hopper  Case,”  and  that  the  ordination  of  Mr.  Hopper  take 
place  as  previously  determined.  Mr.  Hopper  was  thereupon 
ordained  an  Elder  of  the  Second  Church  of  Totowa,  and  four 
months  afterward,  Sept.  8th,  1839,  the  Consistory  of  the 
church  received  a communication  from  the  Consistory  of  the 
Paramus  Church  giving  notice  that  they  had  appealed  to  the 
Classis  of  Paramus  from  the  decision  and  act  of  the  Consistory 
in  electing  and  ordaining  Garret  P.  Hopper  an  Elder. 

In  reply  to  this  marvellous  communication,  the  Consistory 
resolved  that  they  would  not  grant  an  appeal,  inasmuch  as  they 
did  not  wish  to  make  themselves  a party  in  the  case,  for  the 
reasons  stated  in  the  resolution  passed  on  receiving  a communi- 
cation from  the  Paramus  Consistory  dated  May  nth  last. 

By  this  action  the  Consistory  declared  their  acquiescence  in 
the  decision  of  General  Synod,  and  politely  informed  the  Con- 
12 
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sistory  of  the  Paramus  Church  that  their  warfare  must  be 
waged  with  the  General  Synod,  while  the  Second  Church  of 
Totowa  quietly  viewed  the  conflict  from  afar,  ready  to  cheer 
the  conqueror.  The  drama  was  over.  After  more  than  six 
years’  controversy  the  “ Hopper  case”  was  finished. 

XXIII.  The  Pastorate  ok  the  Rev.  John  Ii.  Dur- 
yea,  D.  D. 

After  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Liddell  the  church 
was  vacant  for  about  five  months.  During  this  time  the  Con- 
sistory, composed  of  John  Joseph  Blauvelt,  Adrian  R.  Van 
Houten,  Isaac  I.  Stagg  and  Thomas  Terhune,  Elders,  with 
Peter  A.  Hopper,  Cornelius  H.  Post,  Ralph  Doremus  and 
David  A.  Alyea,  Deacons,  sought  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Demarest,*  who  was  settled  at  Clover  Hill,  N.  J.  He 
was  a man  of  marked  peculiarities,  pure  in  character,  strong 
in  his  convictions  of  duty  and  devoted  to  the  work  of  preach- 
ing the  Gospel.  He  graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  New  Brunswick  in  1837  an^  ha<^  been  laboring  at  Clover 
Hill  only  a few  months.  He  supplied  the  pulpit  with  such  ac- 
ceptance to  the  congregation  that  he  was  called  to  the  pastorate 
of  the  church,  but  for  various  reasons  did  not  see  his  way  clear 
to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  people. 7 

Paterson  New  Jersey  Octr  29  1838

The  Second  Reformd  Dutch  Church  of  Totawa  at  Paterson  being  destitute  of 
the  stated  Ministry  of  the  Gospel,  Revd  Mr.  Liddle  our  late  Pastor  having  left  us,  and 
having  heard  a good  report  of  you  by  some  of  the  Brethren  as  a Gospel  Minister.  The 
Congregation  Unanimously  agreed  to  invite  you  to  come  and  preach  for  us  and  Adminis- 
ter the  Lords  Supper  on  the  Second  Sabbath  in  November  next.  If  therefore  you  can 
make  it  convenient  to  be  with  us  on  that  day  we  will  be  pleased  to  hear  you  and  will  ex- 
pect if  possible  that  you  lecture  for  us  at  least  in  two  different  parts  of  the  Congregation 
in  the  early  part  of  the  following  week,  if  the  above  accords  with  your  Views  Please  let 
us  hear  from  you  immediately  on  Recpt.  of  this 
by  order  of  the  Consistory

fTo  the  consistory  of  the  2nd  Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  Totowa 
Dear  Brethren, 

Since  I have  left  Patterson  I have  made  use  of  every  means  in  my 
power  to  determine  what  is  my  duty  with  reference  to  the  call  which  you  offered  to  make 
upon  me.  After  viewing  the  matter,  both  impartially,  I trust,  and  in  all  its  bearings,  the 
conclusion  to  which  I have  come,  is,  that  upon  the  whole  it  is  most  my  duty  to  remain 
with  my  present  charge.  While  I believe  that  if  I should  now  leave  my  present  congre- 
gation, it  would  become  greatly  distracted  and  in  all  likelihood  destroyed,  my  chief  reason 
for  declining  to  accept  your  call,  is,  that  by  continuing  at  my  present  station,  I shall  be 
best  qualified  upon  the  whole,  to  discharge  the  duties  which  I owe  to  God,  as  a minister 
in  his  church.  If  it  is  any  grief  to  you  to  hear  that  I decline  coming,  it  is  equally  painful 
to  me  to  make  known  my  determination,  for  be  assured  that  I have  formed  this  determin- 
ation not  for  a want  of  regard  to  your  interests  or  from  any  selfish  motives,  but  from  a 
greater  regard  to  what  I conceive  to  be  my  duty.  But  brethren  may  the  Lord  not  leave 
you  destitute,  but  send  you  “ a pastor  after  his  own  heart,”  and  let  me  request  of  you, 
your  prayers  for  myself,  that  I may  be  faithful  wherever  I may  be  found,  and  at  last  “fin- 
ish my  course  with  joy  and  the  ministry  which  I have  received.”  Might  I suggest  that 
if  you  should  find  any  difficulty  in  settling  upon  a proper  person,  the  respected  theological 
Professors,  might  aid  in  determining  your  choice.

P.  S.  My  affectionate  remembrance,  to  the  families  of  Messrs.  Doremus,  Post,  Benson, 
Sickles,  Van  Houten  and  all  with  whom  I had  the  pleasure  of  becoming  ac- 
quainted, W.  D. 
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The  attention  of  the  Consistory  was  then  directed  to  the 
Rev.  John  H.  Duryea,  who  having  recently  graduated  from 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  had  been 
ordained  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  at  Warwarsing, 
Orange  County,  N.  Y.  In  response  to  the  Consistory’s  re- 
quest he  supplied  the  vacant  pulpit  with  such  acceptance  and 
favor  the  second  Sabbath  of  January,  1839,  tnat  after  the 
services  the  congregation  was  assembled  in  the  Consistory 
Room,  and  action  taken,  as  appears  in  the  following  minute  : 

“At  a meeting  of  the  congregation  of  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Totowa  January  13th,  1839,  in  the  Consistory  room,  the  meet- 
ing was  organized  by  calling  John  Joseph  Blauvelt  to  the  chair  and  ap- 
pointing Ralph  Doremus  Secretary.  The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer 
by  Mr.  Richard  Van  Houten.  The  object  of  the  meeting  was  made 
known  by  the  chairman,  when  the  congregation  unanimously  agreed  to 
make  a call  on  the  Rev.  John  H.  Duryea,  for  Six  Hundred  Dollars,  with 
the  parsonage  house,  yearly  and  every  year  so  long  as  he  continues  to  be 
our  minister,  and  .payable  half  yearly. 

And  the  said  congregation  do  further  agree  to  pay  all  the  expense  of 
removing  his  furniture  from  his  present  situation  to  our  parsonage  house, 
providing  he  the  said  J.  H.  Duryea  accepts  our  call. 

Resolved That  the  Consistory  pay  Rev.  John  H.  Duryea  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars  to  defray  his  expenses  in  visiting -us. 

Resolved , That  John  Joseph  Blauvelt  be  President  of  Consistory. 

Closed  with  prayer.

In  view  of  this  action  of  the  congregation  a subscription  for 
the  pastor’s  salary  was  circulated  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  and 
the  Consistory  convened  on  Wednesday,  January  the  16th,  to 
execute  the  will  of  the  people.  There  was  no  delay ; the 
Dutch  were  aroused  and  their  proverbial  slowness  annihilated 
by  the  enthusiasm  engendered  by  the  Christian  bearing  and 
eloquent  preaching  of  the  young  man  they  sought  as  their 
pastor. 

As  the  Constitution  of  the  church  requires  a neighboring 
minister  to  be  present  and  superintend  the  proceedings  when- 
ever a Consistory  is  desirous  of  making  a call,  the  Rev. 
Ebenezer  Wiggins,  pastor  of  the  Fiist  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Totowa,  at  the  request  of  the  Consistory,  was  pres- 
ent for  that  purpose. 

In  formulating  a call  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the 
congregation,  the  Consistory  specified  the  following  require- 
ments : 

“The  particular  services  which  will  be  required  of  you  are  to  preach 
twice  on  the  Sabbath  day,  pay  pastoral  visitation  through  the  congrega- 
tion once  a year,  lecture  once  a week  in  some  part  of  the  congregation,  and 
catechise  from  the  Heidelberg  catechism  once  a week.” 

The  call,  when  executed,  was  signed  by  John  Joseph  Blau- 
velt, President  of  the  Consistory,  sealed  with  the  official  seal

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of  the  church  find  attested  by  Ebenezer  Wiggins,  Moderator  of 
the  Call. 

The  subscription  for  the  pastor’s  salary,  to  which  we  have 
already  referred,  is  an  interesting  document,  a copy  of  which 
is  carefully  preserved  in  the  minutes  of  the  Consistory.  There 
are  113  names  and  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $552.50,  with 
four  others  still  to  be  heard  from.  The  subscribers’  names  ap- 
pear on  this  list  in  groups,  which  designate  in  a general  way 
the  locality  in  which  they  resided,  and  present  a fair  view  of 
the  extent  and  character  of  the  congregation.*  Manchester  is

Still  to  be  heard  from:  John  A.  Van  Houten,  Cornelius  C.  Blauvelt,  Sr.,  Abraham 
Voorhies,  Mrs.  Garret  Van  Wagoner.  The  last  eight  names  in  the  Manchester  list  were 
written  some  time  after  the  rest  of  the  list,  and  perhaps  should  be  recorded  in  some  of  the 
other  lists. 
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represented  by  thirty-nine  names  and  subscriptions,  amounting 
to  $136;  Totowa  by  nine  names  and  subscriptions,  amounting 
to  $r34;  Small  Lots  by  twenty-four  names  and  subscriptions, 
amounting  to  $ l 1 8 ; the  Goffell  by  eleven  names  and  subscrip- 
tions, amounting  to  $6S  ; Paterson  by  fourteen  names  and  sub- 
scriptions, amounting  to  $^0.50 ; Preakness  by  sixteen  names 
and  subscriptions,  amounting  to  $46.  It  was  a country  congre- 
gation, composed  well  nigh  exclusively  of  the  old  Dutch  fam- 
ilies residing  on  the  Totowa  side  of  the  Passaic,  and  it  was  al- 
most entirely  independent  of  the  ambitious  city  growing  up  by 
its  side  across  the  river. 

Having  accepted  the  call  tendered  him  by  these  people.  Dr. 
Duryea  was  installed  pastor  April  9th,  his  ministration  com- 
mencing with  the  third  Sabbath,  the  17th  of  February,  1839. 

The  pastorate  thus  inaugurated  continued  until  August  7th, 
189^,  when  Dr.  Duryea  departed  this  life  and  entered  Heaven. 
In  18S2  he  was  declared  pastor  emeritus , but  ever  maintained 
the  most  intimate  relations  with  the  church  he  served,  without 
an  associate,  for  more  than  forty-three  years. 

The  account  of  his  ministry  already  given  at  length  in  the 
memorial  discourse  published  herewith  renders  unnecessary, 
in  this  connection,  a formal  review  of  his  life  and  labors.  The 
history  of  the  church  and  congregation  during  this  period,  as  is 
ever  the  case  when  peace  reigns  and  prosperity  cheers,  can  be 
quickly  related. 

In  1844  there  is  a curious  record  of  a member  of  the  church 
who,  it  is  said,  for  some  reason  which  does  not  appear,  at  sun- 
dry times  mutilated  and  defaced  the  doors  of  several  pews, 
causing  the  Consistory  to  place  on  their  minutes  an  expression 
of  opinion  in  relation  thereto  as  follows  : 

“ Resolved , That  the  outrages  that  have  been  committed  are  of  so 
flagrant  a nature  as  to  compel  1 us  to  seek  reparation  for  the  past  and  pro- 
tection for  the  future,  and  though  we  have  continually  received  insult  for 
kindness  and  renewed  injury  for  forbearance,  still  feeling  desirous  to  cul- 
tivate peace,  we  will  afford  Mr. r—  another  opportunity  to  make  rep- 

aration in  part,  and  therefore  request  him  to  meet  the  Consistory  Aug.  25, 
in  the  church,  at  2 P.  M.,  and  then  and  there  repair  the  damages. 

Here  the  record  ends.  Nothing  more  appears  in  relation  to 
the  matter,  and  the  reader  of  the  records  is  left  to  marvel  at 
the  strange  methods  which  enmity  employs  to  vent  its  rage. 

The  only  things  which  seem  to  have  disturbed  the  peace  of 
the  congregation  during  Dr.  Duryea’ s pastorate  were  connected 
in  some  way  with  the  pews,  which  were  owned  by  the  families 
of  the  church  and  descended  as  a legacy  from  father  to  son.  A 
resolution  of  the  Consistory  in  1848  to  tax  the  pews  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  sanctuary,  gave  rise  to  some  dissension  and 
proved  a constant  source  of  trouble,  until  in  1865  the  Church 
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acquired  title  to  all  the  pews.  In  connection  with  these 
troubles  the  Consistory  found  it  necessary,  in  1850,  to  adopt  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution  : 

“vVhereas,  Abraham  Stephens,  a member  of  this  church,  has  occupied 
pew  No.  60,  by  the  consent  of  the  Consistory  of  said  church,  and 
Whereas,  John  R.  Berdan  has  instituted  a suit  against  said  Stephens  for 
occupying  said  pew, 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  the  Consistory  defend  said  suit  unto  its 
final  issue  and  bear  Mr.  Stephens  harmless  of  all  costs  and  charges.” 

In  1S56,  for  the  purpose  of  counteracting  another  evil,  an 
attempt  on  the  part  of  pew  owners  to  make  their  ecclesiastical 
possessions  a source  of  individual  revenue,  the  Consistory  was 
obliged  to  take  decided  action  as  follows  : 

Resolved , That  the  Consistory  will  not  recognize  any  arrangement 
made  by  pewholders,  when  leaving  the  church,  for  renting  their  seats,  un- 
less they  make  provision  for  the  annual  rate  to  which  such  seats  are  sub- 
ject for  the  support  of  the  Gospel. 

Such  records  are  a silent  revelation  of  the  evils  connected 
with  individual  ownership  of  pews,  and  should  cause  rejoicing 
that  the  lines  have  fallen  unto  us  in  an  age  when  the  system 
which  gave  them  birth  has  passed  into  the  great  multitude  of 
things  that  were. 

An  examination  of  the  minutes  of  the  Consistory  reveals  in- 
terspersed, amid  the  routine  of  business,  a careful  attention  to 
Christian  discipline,  a frequent  citation  of  those  whose  conduct 
has  seemed  disorderly,  and  now  and  then  a significant  resolu- 
tion plainly  intimating  that  some  of  the  evils  of  the  present  are 
heir-looms  from  the  past.  Here  is  one  that  was  evidently 
adopted  for  protection  and  revenue  : 

July  10,  1846,  Resolved , That  the  members  of  Consistory  who  are  ab- 
sent from  a regular  meeting  and  cannot  give  a good  and  satisfactory  ex- 
cuse, pay  the  Treasurer  fifty  cents,  and  if  not  present  until  after  a quarter 
of  an  hour  of  the  appointed  time,  twenty-five  cents. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  revenue  derived  from  this  source, 
although  sixteen  months  passed  before  all  the  members  were 
present  at  a meeting  of  the  Consistory.  It  was  probably  easier 
to  make  good  excuses  than  to  pay  the  fine. 

In  1859  the  Consistory,  evidently  at  the  pastor’s  request,  en- 
deavored to  prevent,  through  careful  supervision,  the  pulpit 
from  becoming  an  advertising  medium,  by  the  adoption  of  the 
following  : 

Resolved , That  all  notices  handed  to  the  sexton  or  others  be  passed 
through  the  Elders  to  the  pastor. 

In  1849,  by  the  payment  of  $200.  the  Consistory  secured  a 
perpetual  policy,  insuring  the  church  edifice  against  fire  to  the 
amount  of  $4,000,  in  the  Franklin  Fire  Insurance  Company  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 
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In  the  autumn  of  1858  the  congregation,  feeling  the  need 
of  increased  accommodations  both  for  those  already  with 
them  and  such  as  desired  to  come  among  them,  the 
Consistory  enlarged  the  church  edifice  by  an  addition  of 
eighteen  feet  in  the  rear,  thereby  gaining  thirty-eight  addi- 
tional pews  on  the  ground  floor  at  a cost  of  about  $1,700. 

In  the  Spring  of  i860  the  elders,  Garret  I.  Blauvelt  and  Ira 
Ryerson,  made  the  church  a generous  donation  of  a bell  to 
supercede  the  old  triangle  which,  since  the  erection  of  the 
church,  had  called  the  congregation  to  worship.*  During  the 
autumn  of  1S72  and  the  Spring  of  1S73  a new  lecture  and 
Sabbath  School  room  or  chapel  was  erected  at  a cost  of  about 
$6,000.  This  was  a neat  brick  building,  forty  by  sixty  feet  in 
area,  a little  way  in  the  rear  of  the  church.  It  was  built  by  pri- 
vate subscription,  which  left  $2,000  unpaid  until  the  Spring  of 
1877,  when,  by  one  effort,  the  congregation  wiped  out  the  in- 
debtedness, that  when  commemorating  the  semi-centennial  of 
the  organization  of  the  church  the  pastor  could  declare  the 
church  and  the  chapel  entirely  free  from  debt. 

The  whole  number  of  members  in  the  communion  of  the 
church  from  its  organization  in  October,  1827,  to  April,  1882, 
when  Dr.  Duryea  was  declared  emeritus  and  retired  from  the 
active  duties  of  the  pastorate,  was  864.  Of  this  number  633 
were  received  since  February,  1839,  w^en  Dr.  Duryea’s  pas- 
torate was  inaugurated.  The  largest  number  received  in  any 
one  year  was  42,  the  smallest  number  3.  The  first  occurred  in 
1843,  when  there  was  a general  awakening  throughout  the 
churches,  the  last  in  1S65,  when  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
people  were  agitated  by  the  scenes  attending  the  great  South- 
ern Rebellion,-  “and  it  seemed  at  times  a matter  of  doubt 
whether  either  nation  or  church,  or  both,  might  not  go  down 
in  one  common  ruin.” 

In  October,  1877,  four  and  a half  years  previous  to  his  retire- 
ment from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  Dr.  Duryea,  after 
reviewing  the  history  of  the  church,  closed  his  discourse  with 
these  words  : 

More  than  three-quarters  of  this  church’s  existence  has  embraced 
the  period  of  the  present  pastor’s  oversight.  He  is  this  day  oppressed 
with  the  thought  of  how  little  has  been  accomplished  for  the  Master, 
compared  with  what  ought  to  have  been  effected.  To  many  his  ministry 
has  not  proved,  he  fears,  of  saving  benefit.  Even  many  of  those  who 
helped  to  build,  were  ribt  themselves  living  stones  in  the  spiritual  house. 
Then,  too,  there  are  many  upon  whom  he  has  laid  his  hands  in  baptism 
whon  yet  he  has  not  welcomed  to  the  table  of  the  Lord.  Many  whom  he 
has  instructed  in  the  great  truths  of  Salvation,  that  they  might  become  in- 
telligent and  useful  in  the  church  of  their  fathers  have  either  wandered  to

other  folds  or  chosen  to  five  in  utter  neglect  of  church  privileges.  These 
are  some  of  the  thoughts  that  give  a sad  tinge  to  a review  of  the  past. 

But  there  are  many  pleasant  memories  of  having  contributed  some- 
thing to  the  spiritual  and  eternal  profit  of  those  who  have  waited  upon  his 
ministry  in  the  sanctuary  and  to  whom,  in  their  homes,  he  has  carried  the 
consolations  of  the  blessed  Gospel  in  times  of  sorrow  and  death. 

Fondly  he  cherishes  the  memory  of  many  fathers  and  mothers  and 
others  whose  names  he  might  mention  who  have  gone  from  under  his  min- 
istry to  the  better  land  and  with  whom  he  hopes  to  join  in  the  everlasting 
song  of  the  redeemed.  Having  sown  with  them  in  tears  we  hope  to  reap 
with  them  in  joy.  How  blessed  through  immortal  ages  to  walk  the  golden 
streets  and  drink  from  the  pure  river  of  the  water  of  life  with  those  to 
whom  here  he  was  guide,  counsellor  and  comfortex-. 

‘Church  of  my  sires;  my  love  to  thee 
Was  nurtured  in  my  infancy, 

And  now  maturer  thoughts  approve 
The  object  of  that  infant  love. 

Linked  to  my  soul  wito  hooks  of  steel, 

By  all  I say  and  do  and  feel, — 

By  records  that  refresh  my  eye 
In  the  rich  page  of  memory, — 

By  blessings  at  thine  altars  given, 

By  scenes  which  lift  the  soul  to  Heaven, 

By  monuments  that  humbly  rise,

XXIV.  The  Pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Peter  H.  Mil- 
liken,  Ph.  D. 

The  Classis  having  declared  Dr.  Duryea  pastor  emeritus  in 
April,  the  Consistory,  composed  of  Garret  I.  Blauvelt,  William 
Row,  John  Hopper  and  Duncan  Macfarlan,  Elders  ; Henry  A. 
Hopper,  William  H.  MacBain,  John  Row  and  Charles  L. 
Hunter,  Deacons,  at  once  sought  for  a pastor,  and  July  25th, 
1S82,  called  the  Rev.  Peter  H.  Milliken,  Ph.  D.,  who  accepted 
their  call  and  was  installed  pastor  of  the  church  Sunday  after- 
noon, October  8th.  Upon  this  interesting  occasion,  the  like 
of  which  had  not  been  witnessed  by  the  congregation  since 
1839,  the  Rev.  John  Gaston,  D.  D.,  presided  and  read  the  pre- 
scribed forms  for  constituting  the  pastoral  relation,  the  Rev. 
John  C.  Van  Deventer  preached  from  Psalm  110:3,  the  Rev. 
N.  H.  Van  Arsdale,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  L.  Searle 
conducted  the  devotional  exercises,  and  the  newly-installed  pas- 
tor closed  the  services  by  pronouncing  the  benediction. 
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The  pastorate  thus  inaugurated  continued  for  six  years  and 
three  months,  or  until  January  i,  1889,  and  witnessed  a good 
degree  of  spiritual  and  temporal  prosperity.  During  its  con- 
tinuance 1 1 1 persons  were  received  into  the  communion  of  the 
church,  no  were  baptized  and  46  couples  were  united  in  mar- 
riage. Almost  immediately  after  its  inception  the  congrega- 
tion was  led  to  consider  the  necessity  of  procuring  a parsonage, 
and  measures  were  inaugurated  which  resulted  in  the  erection, 
at  a cost  of  $4,500,  on  their  own  land,  of  the  present  neat, 
comfortable  and  commodious  home  for  the  pastor  in  the  rear  of 
the  church.  It  was  completed  in  September,  1883,  and  the 
building  committee,  consisting  of  Mr.  John  Row,  Mr.  Edo  I. 
Merselis  and  Mr.  Edo  E.  Vreeland,  in  making  their  final  re- 
port, the  people  having  contributed  the  necessary  means,  were 
enabled  to  present  the  building  to  the  Consistory  entirely  free 
from  debt. 

One  improvement  almost  invariablv  calls  for  another,  and 
the  new  parsonage,  with  its  modern  equipments,  contrasted  so 
strongly  with  the  church  edifice  which,  for  a quarter  of  a cen- 
tury had  remained  the  same,  that  the  congregation  in  March, 
1884,  took  the  following  action  : 

Resolved , That  in  view  of  the  blessings  with  which  we  are  surrounded 
it  would  be  to  the  honor  of  Jesus  Christ  to  remodel  and  beautify  our  house 
of  worship. 

Resolved,  That  if  sufficient  funds  are  raised  by  subscription  the  fol- 
lowing improvements  be  made  : 

1.  That  a new  roof  be  put  on  the  building. 

2.  That  the  galleries  be  modernized  and  made  comfortable  and  at- 
tractive. 

3.  That  stained  glass  windows  be  substituted  for  the  present  plain 
glass. 

4.  That  the  windows  behind  the  pulpit  be  closed  and  a passage  way 
opened  into  the  Lecture  Room. 

5.  That  the  pews  be  remodeled  and  the  ceiling  refrescoed. 

6.  That  iron  columns  be  substituted  for  the  present  wooden  pillars. 

A building  committee  was  ap*pointed  consisting  of  Messrs. 
John  Row.  Eeter  H.  Van  Wagoner  and  Edo  I.  Merselis,  who 
at  once  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  effected 
the  proposed  alterations  with  commendable  energy  and  taste  at 
a cost  of  $3,700,  a portion'  of  which  amount  they  were  com- 
pelled to  borrow  as  the  work  advanced,  but  the  whole  of 
which  was  fully  paid  in  July,  1887. 

In  addition  to  these  sorely-needed  improvements  the  Sunday 
School  room  was  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a Bible  class 
room,  and  in  1888  another  addition  was  made  and  a broad  gal- 
lery run  across  the  rear  of  the  main  assembly  room  at  a cost  of 
about  $1,000. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Milliken  was  the  son  of  John  S Milliken, 
and  was  born  in  the  town  of  Crawford,  Orange  Co.,  N.  V. 
He  prepared  for  college  in  English  studies  at  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  in  classical  studies  under  private 
tutors.  He  graduated  from  Rutgers  College  in  1876,  from  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  in  1879,  and 
ten  years  later  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  City  of  New  York.  Immediately  after  his  gradua- 
tion in  1S79  was  licensed  by  the  Classis  of  Orange,  and 
October  28th  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry  and  installed  pas- 
tor of  the  Reformed  Church  at  Berea,  in  the  town  of  Mont- 
gomerv,  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.  After  a three  years’  pastorate  he 
accepted  the  call  of  the  Second  Reformed  Church  at  Paterson, 
N.  T.,  which  after  little  more  than  six  years  he  resigned  in  re- 
sponse to  a call  from  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,  where  he  was  installed  in  January,  1889,  and  is  still 
laboring  successfully  and  acceptably. 

During  his  residence  in  Paterson  Dr.  Milliken  was  a trustee 
and  treasurer  of  the  Paterson  Orphan  Asylum  Association,  and 
is  now  a member  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America. 

NXV.  The  Pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  W. 

Welles,  D.  D. 

The  successor  of  Dr.  Milliken  was  the  present  pastor,  the 
Rev.  Theodore  W.  Welles,  D.  D.,  who  was  installed  May  6th, 
1S89.  Upon  this  occasion  the  Rev.  Peter  Crispell  presided  and 
read  the  constitutional  forms,  the  Rev.  William  H.  Vroom,  a 
classmate  of  the  pastor-elect,  preached  the  sermon,  and  the  Rev. 
John  H.  Duryea,  D.  D.,  led  the  devotional  exercises.  The 
Consistory  at  this  time  was  composed  of  William  S.  Millar, 
Henry  A.  Hopper,  William  Row  and  Jacob  Ryerson,  Elders: 
Louis  P.  Pittenger,  George  Schoemaker,  Edo  I.  Merselis  and 
Peter  H.  Van  Wagoner,  Deacons. 

The  extensive  improvements  made  during  the  former  pastor- 
ate left  but  little  to  be  done  of  a similar  character.  The  outer 
appearance  of  the  church,  however,  required  attention, 
especially  the  grounds  about  it,  which,  not  being  enclosed, 
were  in  a sad  condition.  To  remedy  this  a neat,  iron  fence 
was  erected  about  the  church  on  Water  street  and  Temple 
street  and  new  wooden  fences  were  built  about  the  rest  of  the 
property  at  a total  cost  of  about  $600.  Other  improvements  of 
the  church  property  have  from  time  to  time  been  made.  The 
third  story  of  the  parsonage  which,  when  the  building  was 
erected  was  left  unfinished,  a useless  attic,  has  been  divided 
into  pleasant  rooms  and  finished  to  correspond  with  the  rest  of 


the  building.  The  church  and  parsonage  have  been  repainted, 
the  steeple  of  the  church  reshingled  and  crowned  with  a new 
weather  vane,  put  in  thorough  repair  and  the  entire  heating 
apparatus  of  the  church  and  lecture  room  newly  furnished,  at 
a total  cost  of  about  $1,000. 

During  the  six  years  and  eight  months  that  have  passed  since 
the  present  pastorate  was  inaugurated  13 1 persons  have  been 
received  into  the  communion  of  the  church,  151  baptized  and 
69  couples  united  in  marriage. 

To  complete  the  history  and  gratify  those  who  may  desire  to 
know  somewhat  of  the  present  pastor’s  antecedents,  we  quote 
from  a work  entitled  ‘k  Ancestral  Tablets,  or  An  Account  of 
the  descendants  of  Gov.  Thomas  Welles  of  Connecticut:” 

Theodore  WyckofF  Welles  was  the  third  son  of  the  Rev.  Ransford 
Wells,  D.  D.,*  and  Joanna  Hardenbergh.f  He  was  born  in  the  City  of 
Newark,  Essex  Co.,  N.  J.,  May  6th,  1839.  He  attended  the  Academy  in 
Schoharie  Village,  Schoharie  Co.,  N.  Y.,  until  about  fourteen  years  of 
age,  when  failing  health  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  cease  all  study. 
To  occupy  the  time  he  became  a clerk  in  stores  at  Schoharie,  at  Cobleskill 
and  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  When  eighteen  years  of  age  he  taught  school  at 
Niskayuna,  Schenectady  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  subsequently  at  Fonda,  the 
meanwhile  reading  law  with  the  Hon.  Frothingham  Fish,  of  Fultonville, 
Montgomery  Co.,  N.  Y. 

He  made  a public  profession  of  his  faith  in  Christ  Oct.  16,  1859,  in 
the  Third  Reformed  Church,  since  known  as  the  Park  Avenue  Reformed 
Church  of  Jersey  City,  N.  J.  He  entered  the  Junior  Class  of  Rutgers 
College,  graduating  in  1862.  Continuing  his  studies,  he  graduated  from 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  in  1865.  The  same 
year  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  by  the  Classis  of  Montgomery 
and  ordained  by  the  South  Classis  of  Bergen  pastor  of  the  Reformed 
Church  of  Bergen  Neck,  Hudson  Co.,  N.  J.  A short  time  after  his  settle- 
ment the  name  of  the  church  was  changed  to  the  First  Reformed  Church 
of  Bayonne.  The  congregation  rapidly  increased,  a parsonage  was  built 
and  a new  house  of  worship  erected.  In  1873  he  became  pastor  of  the 
First  Reformed  Church  at  Freehold,  known  as  the  old  Brick  Church  at 
Marlborough,  Monmouth  Co.,  N.  J.  After  a successful  pastorate  here  of 
more  than  fourteen  years,  he  accepted  a call  to  the  Fourth  Reformed 
Church  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  was  installed  as  its  pastor  Dec.  1,  1887. 
In  a few  months  he  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  of  Totowa  at  Paterson,  N.  J.,  and  was  there  installed  May  6th, 
1889.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  in  1893  from  Rutgers 
College.  He  married  May  27th,  1863,  Jane  Elizabeth  Van  Dyck,  only 


*Rev.  Ransford  Wells,  D.  D.,  was  a descendant  in  the  6th  geneiation  of  Thomas 
Welles,  an  English  Puritan,  who  fled  to  America,  because  of  persecutions  by  the  Church 
of  England,  in  1636,  and  was  Governor  of  Connecticut  in  1655  and  58.  Dr.  Welles  was 
born  at  Catskill,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  6th.  1805,  and  died  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  March  4th,  1889. 
He  graduated  from  Rutgers  College,  1827,  and  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New 
Brunswick,  N.  J.,  1830.  He  was  a son  of  Elijah  Wells  and  Mary  Allaben,  a descendant 
through  his  mother  of  John  Bouton,  a French  Huguenot,  who  fled  to  America  in  1633,  and 
died  at  Danbury,  Ct. , 1704. 

tJoanna  Hardenbergh  was  the  daughter  of  Jacob  R.  Hardenbergh,  and  Mary  M . 
Lowe,  of  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  a granddaughter  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  Rutsen  Hardenbergh, 
D.  D.,  the  first  President  of  Rutgers  College,  and  Dina  Van  Bergh,  of  Amsterdam, 
Holland,  a great-granddaughter  of  Col.  Joannes  Hardenbergh  and  Maria  DuBois,  and 
thus  a descendant  of  Louis  Du  Bois,  a French  Huguenot,  who  fled  to  America  in  1661. 
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daughter  of  Rev.  Lawrence  H.  Van  Dyck*  and  Christina  Hoes,  f “He  is  a 
member  and  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America,  a Trustee  and  Vice  President  'of  the  Paterson 
Orphan  Asylum  Association,  a Director  and  Vice  President  of  the  Pater- 
son Rescue  Mission,  Stated  Clerk  and  Treasurer  of  the  Classis  of 
Paramus,  Trustee,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  William  Stinson 
Library  of  Paterson,  and  a member  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society 
and  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society.” 

XXVI.  The  Choir. 

From  the  minutes  of  the  Consistory  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  a 
very  clear  understanding  of  the  efforts  of  the  congregation  to 
secure  an  efficient  service  of  praise  so  essential  in  the  public 
worship  of  the  sanctuary. 

The  first  reference  to  the  subject  is  a statement  made  March 
7th,  1840,  that  Mr.  Cornelius  Van  Gieson’s  services  have  been 
secured  as  a leader  of  the  church  music.  This  position  was 
subsequently  occupied  by  Messrs.  Charles  Miller,  Abraham 
Post,  William  Pulis  and  John  I.  Goetschius,  the  last-named  en- 
tering upon  his  duties  in  1851.  After  this  date  there  is  no 
mention  of  the  singing  or  music  in  the  minutes  of  Consistory 
until  w~e  are  informed,  in  1863,  of  the  purchase  of  a melodeon, 
and  in  1S65  of  the  resignation  of  Mr  Alfred  H.  Decker,  as 
chorister.  This  melodeon  was  an  instrument  similar  to  the 
more  pretentious  cabinet  organ  so  familiar  to  the  present  gen- 
eration. The  melodeonist  was  Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Goetschius, 
who  was  subsequently  Mrs.  Angelo  Zabriskie,  and  died  in 
1880. 

During  the  year  1S66  Mr.  Abraham  Post  and  John  L.  Stagg 
had  charge  of  the  singing.  In  1S67  we  first  find  mention  of  an 
organ  in  the  church  by  the  appointment  of  a committee  of 
three  to  have  the  organ  tuned,  and  the  announcement  that  Mr. 
John  L.  Stagg  had  been  employed  as  organist  and  chorister  at 
$200  per  year,  beginning  June  1st,  1867. 

There  are  no  records  by  which  to  determine  the  year  when 
the  organ  was  purchased.  The  most  reliable  information 
causes  us  to  fix  the  date  about  1S64  or  65.  The  cost  of  the 
instrument  was,  according  to  the  memory  of  some,  $2,oco, 
while  others  say  it  was  only  $1,500.  The  purchase  money 
was  raised  by  the  ladies  of  the  congregation,  through  a sew- 


*Rev.  Lawrence  H.  Van  Dyck  was  the  son  of  Henry  L.  Van  Dyck,  M.  D. , and  Catherine 
Van  Alen,of  Kinderhook,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  Oct.  5,  1807,  and  died  February  24,  1893. 
He  graduated  from  Amherst  College  in  1830  and  from  Auburn  Theological  Seminary  1833. 
He  was  a descendant  of  Hendrick  Van  Dyck,  who  with  Peter  Stuyvesant  and  Lubbertus 
Van  Dincklagen  formed  a council  delegated  by  the  West  India  Company  of  Holland  for 
the  government  of  the  Dutch  possessions  in  America.  Rev.  Cornelius  V.  A.  Van  Dyck, 
M.  D.,  D.  D.,  L.  H.  D.,  LL.D.,  of  the  Syrian  Mission,  was  his  youngest  brother. 

tChristina  Hoes  was  the  daughter  of  Barend  Hoes,  of  Kinderhook,  N.  Y. , and  Dirickie 
Van  Buren,  a sister  of  Martin  Van  Buren,  8th  President  of  the  United  States.  Hannah 
Hoes,  Martin  Van  Buren’s  wife  was  the  sister  of  Barend  Hoes. 
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ing  society  which  met  once  a week,  and  by  personal  solici- 
tation among  the  people.  The  first  organist  was  Mr.  John  L. 
Stagg,  now  residing  at  Chicago,  Illinois.  July  9,  1869,  the 
committee  on  the  choir  reported  that  they  had  engaged  Alfred 
H.  Decker  as  leader,  and  “that  he  is  to  furnish  an  alto  singer 
who,  with  himself,  will  serve  for  $150  per  year,  and  Mr.  Zet- 
tle,  an  organist,  who  is  to  receive  $100  per  year.  The  other 
two  members  of  the  choir  to  receive  each  $50  per  year.”  Mr. 
Zettle,  for  some  cause,  served  but  little  over  a month,  as  July 
25th  the  committee  engaged  Mr.  John  L.  Stagg  at  $150  per 
year.  June  29th,  1S70,  a Professor  Geering  was  employed  as 
organist.  In  1873  Mr.  Alfred  H.  Decker  was  again  chosen  as 
the  leader  of  the  choir,  and  Mr.  Marmaduke  Fox  as  organist. 
Mr.  Decker  resigned  in  March,  1874,  and  the  Consistory  se- 
cured the  services  of  Mr.  Coldthirst,  who  agreed  to  furnish  an 
alto  singer.  May  1st,  1874,  Mr.  Alyea  was  appointed  leader 
of  the  choir.  May  31st,  1 877,  Mr.  Alfred  Id.  Decker  was 
again  employed  to  provide  a choir  and  organist  and  to  instruct 
the  youth  in  music,  at  an  annual  salary  of  $350.  April,  18S1, 
Mr.  Garret  W.  Pulis  was  engaged  to  lead  the  singing,  provide 
an  organist,  and  other  members  of  the  choir,  to  keep  the  organ 
in  tune  and  to  furnish  the  blower. 

In  1885  Mr.  Edwin  B.  Kieft  was  engaged  as  Musical  Director, 
and  Mr.  John  G.  Zabriskie  as  organist.  The  arrangement 
continued  until  May  1st,  1S86,  when  Mr.  Zabriskie  was  en- 
gaged as  Musical  Director  and  organist,  and  has  continued  to 
occupy  the  position  to  the  present  time,  with  entire  satisfaction 
to  the  congregation. 

XXVII.  The  Sabbath  School. 

There  are  no  records  extant,  so  far  as  known,  which  reveal 
the  time  when  the  Sabbath  School  was  organized.  It  must 
have  been  very  soon  after  the  completion  and  occupancv  of  the 
sanctuary.  In  the  Statistical  Table  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus 
for  1835,  the  first  year  the  churches  were  required  to  make  such 
a report  the  Second  Church  of  Totowa  reports  a Sabbath 
School,  and  in  1837  reports  130  scholars. 

During  the  ministry  of  Mr.  Liddell  there  is  record  that  the 
need  of  greater  facilities  for  the  Sabbath  School  rendered  it 
necessary  to  build  a lecture-room  for  its  accommodation.  Un- 
der date  of  July,  1838,  Mr.  Cornelius  S.  Van  Wagoner  laid 
before  the  Consistory  his  resignation  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Sabbath  School,  and  the  Consistory,  in  accepting  the  same, 
passed  a vote  thanking  Mr.  Van  Wagoner  for  his  services  as 
Superintendent.  At  this  time,  according  to  the  minutes  of 


General  Synod,  the  school  reported  170  scholars,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  150. 

For  nearly  thirty  years,  from  July,  1838,  to  October,  1865, 
there  are  no  Sabbath  School  records,  so  far  as  known,  save  the 
Consistorial  reports.  From  these  it  appears  that  in  1847  there 
"were  two  Sabbath  Schools,  with  a total  average  attendance  of 
200,  and  in  i860  thiee  schools,  with  250  scholars,  and  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  200.  One  of  these  extra  schools  was  held  in 
the  Totowa  school  house,  and  for  many  years  was  superintend- 
ed by  Mr.  Richard  Van  Houten  ; the  other  was  at  the  Goffle, 
near  North  Paterson,  and  appears  on  record  only  in  i860,  but 
the  Totowa  school  is  reported  until  1878.  Why  these  schools 
were  abandoned  does  not  appear. 

A complete  list  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  Sabbath 
School  of  the  church  previous  to  1865  cannot  be  given.  It  is 
known,  however,  that  among  those  who  occupied  this  position 
there  were  Messrs.  Richard  Van  Houten,  Adam  VV.  Dockson, 
John  I.  Goetschius  and  John  C.  Westervelt.  October  8th, 
1865.  the  Sabbath  School  was  reorganized,  a new  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  adopted,  and  an  enrollment  made  of  eight  offi- 
cers, thirty-one  teachers  and  two  hundred  and  twenty- nine 
scholars.  From  a report  for  the  year  ending  July  17th,  1870, 
found  among  some  old  papers,  it  appears  that  the  average  at- 
tendance had  been  121  scholars  and  21  teachers.  The  largest 
number  present  any  one  Sabbath  was  220,  the  smallest  number 
So,  and  there  were  362  volumes  in  the  Library.  This  report 
also  says  : 

“ One  great  obstacle  to  the  success  of  the  school  is  the  need  of  more 
faithful  and  earnest  teachers.  It  causes  deep  regret  when  we  think  of  the 
large  number  of  members  of  this  church  who  seldom,  if  ever,  visit  our 
school  when,  if  they  are  not  able  to  take  charge  of  a class,  their  presence 
occasionally  would  greatly  encourage  us.” 

At  the  present  time,  December,  189^,  there  is  an  enrollment 
of  sixteen  Officers,  thirty-seven  Teachers  and  37 6 Scholars. 
The  school  assembles  in  the  Lecture  Room  at  2 o’clock  P.  M. 
each  Lord’s  Day,  and  during  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
189^,  has  had  an  average  attendance  of  304.  The  smallest  at- 
tendance during  the  year  was  184. 

The  Superintendents  since  1S65  have  been:  Alfred  H. 
Decker,  Robert  B.  Kinsell.  Albert  D.  Bogart,  Albert  Berdan, 
John  Hopper,  Garret  W.  Pulis,  Rev.  Peter  H.  Milliken, 
Charles.  L.  Hunter,  Harry  L.  Stewart. 

The  Superintendents  of  the  Primary  Department  during 
the  same  period  have  been  : Miss  Martha  A.  Post  (Mrs.  Wil- 
liam J.  Wilcox) . Miss  Hannah  Boothroyd,  Mrs.  John  L.  Tem- 
ple, Mrs.  Garret  W.  Pulis,  Miss  Kitty  Folley  (Mrs.  Harmon 
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Smith),  Miss  Amelia  Schoemaker,  Miss  Christine  V.  D. 
Welles. 

Treasurers : Henry  P.  Simmons,  William  Row,  Henry 
Frederick,  Harmon  J.  Schoemaker,  Jacob  Ryerson,  Bernard 
B.  Hopper. 

Secretaries:  Peter  Quackenbush,  Angelo  Zabriskie,  John 
R.  Berdan,  Jr.,  W.  S.  Bogart,  William  Douglas.  Geo.  W.

The  record  of  other  officers  and  of  teachers  is  too  incomplete 
for  their  enumeration.

These  are  of  comparatively  recent  date.  If  others  than 
those  still  in  the  church  have  had  a being  they  have  expired  and 
left  no  record  other  than  the  silent  influences  they  created. 
Cur  data  relates  only  to  the  church  societies  qf  the  present : 

The  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  was  organized  Nov.  4, 
18S4,  with  Miss  Matilda  Blauvelt,  President;  Mrs.  Peter  H. 
Milliken,  Vice  President;  Miss  Mary  S.  Duryea,  Secretary, 
and  Mrs.  Josephine  Zeluff,  Treasurer.  The  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  have  been  continued  in  their  respective  offices  to  the 
present  time.  Miss  Blauvelt  has  departed  this  life  to  receive 
the  reward  of  her  faithful  service.  The  office  of  President  is 
now  filled  by  Mrs.  Louis  P.  Pittenger  and  Mrs.  Theo.  W. 
Welles  is  Vice  President.  The  Society  holds  monthly  meet- 
ings and  labors  to  advance  the  Kingdom  of  God  by  raising 
funds  for  the  missionary  operations  of  the  Boards  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

The  Ladies ’ Association  was  organized  in  May,  1886,  for 
the  purpose  of  creating  a fund  to  be  used  as  the  association 
might  determine  for  promoting  the  church’s  interests,  and  has 
proved  itself  in  many  ways  an  efficient  helper.  Its  first  Presi- 
dent was  Miss  Mary  M.  Watson,  who  during  the  present  year 
was  succeeded  by  Miss  Ellen  Ryerson.  Its  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  from  its  organization  have  been  Mrs.  Josephine 
Zeluff  and  Miss  Mary  S.  Duryea. 

The  Young  People's  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  was 
organized  May  4th,  18SS;  Mr.  Louis  P.  Pittenger,  President; 
Mrs.  John  C.  Makepeace,  Secretary,  and  Miss  Winonah  For- 
shay  (Mrs.  Richard  R.  Hyatt),  Treasurer. 

The  Society  meets  once  a week  for  religious  services,  and 
while  aiding,  as  opportunity  affords,  in  the  work  of  the  church, 
has  had  special  change  of  providing  flowers  for  the  pulpit  on 
the  Lord’s  Day.  The  present  officers  are  Miss  Annie  Duryea, 
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President;  Miss  Nora  Sandford,  Vice  President;  Miss  Julia 
S.  Hartley,  Secretary;  Miss  Kitty  Van  Ness,  Treasurer. 

The  Ministering  Circle  of  King's  Daughters  was  organ- 
ized March,  1891,  Miss  Christine  V.  D.  Welles,  President; 
Mrs.  Walter  G.  Van  Blarcom,  Treasurer,  and  Mrs.  Cornelius 
Huber,  Secretary.  The  circle  meets  once  a week  for  work  : 
the  making  of  garments  for  the  needy,  and  ministers,  as  oppor- 
tunity affords,  to  the  relief  of  the  destitute.  To  their  labors 
the  church  is  also  indebted  for  the  beautiful  grey  marble  bap- 
tismal font  in  front  of  the  pulpit.  In  many  homes  their  minis- 
tering kindness  has  brought  grateful  smiles  to  the  lips  and 
awakened  godly  praise  in  the  hearts  ot  the  needy.  At  the 
present  time  Miss  Isabella  Van  Wagoner  is  President;  Miss 
Jennie  Kent,  Treasurer,  and  Mrs.  Walter  G.  Van  Blarcom, 
Secretary. 

The  f uni  or  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  was  organized 
in  September,  1S93,  Mrs.  Henry  H.  Freeman,  Superintend- 
ent. Its  first  officers  were  : Miss  Eleanor  Gammon,  President ; 
Miss  Eleanor  Doremus,  Vice  President;  Miss  Rachel  E.  Van 
Blarcom,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  It  has  a present  enroll- 
ment of  93  ; meets  once  a week,  on  Friday,  at  3 o’clock  P.  M., 
and  tends  greatly  to  the  instruction  of  its  members  in  the  truths 
of  the  Gospel  and  the  development  of  habits  of  Christian  ser- 
vice. The  officers  at  present  are  : Miss  Eva  Doremus,  Presi- 
dent; Miss  Emma  Hopper,  Secretary;  Mr.  Charles  E.  Hun- 
ter, Treasurer  ; Miss  Eleanor  Doremus,  Musical  Director  ; Mrs. 
Henry  H.  Freeman,  Superintendent.

Among  the  1110  names  on  the  roll  of  communicants  the 
name  of  one  person  is  entered  three  times,  and  the  names  of 
twenty-eight  others  are  entered  twice.  Having  been  received 
into  the  communion  of  the  church  these  persons  have  taken  let- 
ters of  dismission  to  some  other  church,  and  after  awhile  have 
returned  to  the  church  of  their  first  love.*  This  reduces  the 
number  of  persons  who  have  been  or  are  in  the  communion  of 
the  church,  from  mo  to  10S0.  Of  this  number  763  are  wo- 
men and  318  are  men,  48  were  communicants  when  the  church 
was  organized,  684  have  been  received  to  communion  on  a pro- 
fession of  faith  in  Christ,  83  of  them  receiving  baptism  when 
making  such  a profession,  and  349  were  received  on  certificates 
of  church  membership  Of  the  1080  enrolled  communicants 
372  have  died,  283  have  been  dismissed  to  other  churches,  14

the  communion  of  the  church,  70  have  wandered  away  without 
a formal  dismission,  and  344  are  still  on  the  roll  in  good  and 
regular  standing.  Of  this  number  261  are  women  and  83  are 
men  ; 254  were  received  on  a profession  of  faith  in  Christ,  46 
of  them  receiving  baptism  when  making  such  a profession,  and 
90  were  received  on  certificate  of  church  membership.  Among 
the  344  who  appear  on  the  roll  in  good  and  regular  standing 
31,  because  of  their  present  residence  and  other  causes,  are 
not  in  attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  and  are 
not  counted  in  estimating  the  strength  of  the  church.  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1895,  -the  resident  and  attendant  membership  was 

310, 

Of  the  232  who  had  been  received  into  the  communion  of 
the  church  when  Dr.  Duryea  commenced  his  ministry  only 
four  remain : Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Row,  Mrs.  Abraham 
Van  Houten  and  Mrs.  Richard  Van  Houten. 

Two  sons  of  the  church  have  entered  the  Gospel  ministry  : 
the  Rev.  Cornelius  Blauvelt,  wrho  was  received  into  the  com- 
munion of  the  church  in  1S33,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Dater,  who 
was  received  in  1845. 

Two  daughters  of  the  church  have  carried  the  Gospel  into 
heathen  lands  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America.  Sarah  A.  Cham- 
berlain, wife  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Scudder,  of  the  Arcot  Mis- 
sion, India,  and  Miss  Mattie  Estelle  Duryea,  who  is  connected 
with  the  mission  at  Nagasaki,  Japan. 

The  little  flock  of  48  souls,  which  in  1827  was  driven  out  of 
the  inheritance  of  their  fathers,  with  no  house  of  worship,  with 
no  shepherd  to  guide  them  and  no  organization  other  than  a 
common  purpose  and  a mutual  desire  to  establish  for  them- 
selves and  their  children  an  accessible  and  convenient  sanc- 
tuary, has  steadily  advanced  in  number  and  strength  and 
efficiency  and  power  until,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  the 
church  thus  established  has  become  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
number  of  its  communicants  in  the  Classis  of  Paramus  by 
which  it  was  organized. 

In  1828  the  benevolent  contributions  of  the  church  were 
$24.38.  Further  than  this  there  is  no  definite  record  of  benev- 
olent contributions  previous  to  1853.  Since  then  they  have 
amounted  to  $25,352.  The  largest  benevolent  contribution  was 
in  1873,  and  amounted  to  $1,617*80.  The  nearest  approach  to 
this  sum  was  in  1890,  when  the  church’s  gifts  to  benevolent 
work  were  $1,405.68.  The  average  yearly  contribution  to 
benevolent  purposes  during  the  present  pastorate  has  been 
$T ,°93- 


Of  moneys  raised  for  congregational  purposes  there  is  no 
record  previous  to  1857.  Since  then  there  has  been  raised  and 
expended  $110,672.  The  largest  amount  contributed  for  con- 
gregational purposes  in  any  one  year  was  in  1873 — just  before 
the  panic — $6,000.  The  nearest  approach  to  this  sum  was  in 
1884,  when  $5,395  were  expended  for  congregational  purposes. 
The  average  yearly  expenditure  for  congregational  purposes 
during  the  present  pastorate  has  been  $3,88S. 

In  1827  the  congregation  owned  nothing.  It  had  been 
stripped  of  everything.  In  1895  it  has  property  unencumbered 
free  and  clear  of  all  indebtedness  to  the  amount  of  at  least 
$40,000. 

For  a people  thus  highly  favored  how  appropriate  is  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Psalmist : u If  it  had  not  been  the  Lord  who  was 
on  our  side  now  may  Israel  say,  if  it  had  not  been  the  Lord 
who  was  on  our  side  when  men  rose  up  against  us  then  they 
had  swallowed  us  up  quick  when  their  wrath  was  kindled 
against  us.  But  our  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth,  and  in  his  name  we  set  up  our  ban- 
ners.” 

The  Kingdom  of  God  is  stronger  to-day  because  of  the  dis- 
sension which  led  to  the  establishment  of  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  of  Totowa.  The  moral  and  religious  culture  of  this 
portion  of  the  city  is  greater  and  the  influence  of  the  Gospel  is 
felt  more  efficiently  in  homes  unnumbered  through  the  large 
Sabbath  School  the  church  has  maintained,  than  would  have 
been  the  case  if  the  church  had  not  been  located  on  the  Totowa 
side  of  the  river.  The  flames  which  consumed  the  old  Totowa 
church,  while  dissolving  long  established  relations  and  rending 
in  twain  the  old  congregation,  have  been  a source  of  Gospel 
light,  revealing  to  thousands  “ the  Lamb  of  God  who  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world,”  and  giving  glimpses  to  dying  gen- 
erations of  the  glory  awaiting  the  redeemed  in  the  Home  of  the 
Heavenly  Father. 

To  this  result  the  planting  and  the  growth  of  the  city  on  the 
other  side  of  the  river  has  directly  contributed.  If  Paterson 
had  not  been  founded  there  would  have  been  no  controversy 
when  the  Totowa  Church  was  destroyed,  in  relation  to  the 
location  of  the  new  sanctuary  and  the  church  so  dear  to  innu- 
merable hearts  and  hallowed  in  the  memories  of  a host  who 
have  entered  into  the  temple  of  God  not  made  with  hands, 
would  never  have  been  reared. 

We  are  lost  in  admiration  of  the  wisdom  of  God  as  we  be- 
hold his  tireless  providence  causing  all  things  to  work  together 
for  good,  and  using  all  things:  the  genius  of  a Hamilton,  the 
founding  of  a city,  the  flames  which  destroy  the  property  of

mankind,  and  even  the  fierce  passions  which  array  brothers  in 
the  Lord  in  contending  factions,  using  all  things  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  Messiah’s  Kingdom  and  make  the  earth  ring 
with  the  Gospel  ol  His  love. 

As  God  honors  those  who  seek  to  honor  Him,  blessing  them 
in  their  labors  and  multiplying  their  joys,  those  who  are 
God’s  through  faith  in  Christ  should  seek  to  make  the  church 
in  which  God  lias  given  them  a name  and  a place  as  efficient 
as  possible,  in  bearing  to  the  homes  of  the  people  the  truth, 
without  which  a happy  home  is  impossible.  The  glory  of  a 
community  is  not  determined  by  the  number  of  its  shops  and 
factories  and  mills  and  stores,  but  by  the  number  of  its  happy 
Christian  homes.  The  treasures  the  Lord  is  ever  seeking  are 
homes  on  earth  reflecting  the  happiness  of  the  home  in 
Heaven. 

As  God  advances  the  material  prosperity  of  His  people  He 
desires  them  to  improve  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  to  sanc- 
tify the  homes  of  mankind  and  to  labor  for  the  uplifting  of 
society  in  all  that  pertains  to  moral  culture  and  Godly  service. 
Such  labor  can  never  be  in  vain.  The  future  is  bright  with  the 
sheen  of  the  glorious  appearing  of  the  great  God,  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ.  Looking  for  this  blessed  hope  the  author  closes 
his  review  of  the  past,  desirous  only  that  “the  things  of  old” 
he  has  brought  to  light  may  tend  to  quicken  the  spiritual  ener- 
gies of  the  people  to  whom  he  ministers  in  the  Lord,  and  to 
incite  them  to  such  diligence  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  that  at 
the  final  review  the  Judge  of  all  the  earth  can  say  to  each  one 
and  to  all : “Well  done,  thou  hast  finished  the  work  given 
thee  to  do.  Enter  now  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord.”

N.  Y.,  1859;  Woodstock,  N.  Y.,  1864;  Closter  City,  N.  J.,  1866 ; West  Hurley,  N.  Y.,  1869, 
and  Linlithgow,  Livingston  Manor,  N.  Y.,  1878,  until  his  death  ,1881...  He  died  suddenly  while 
walking  in  the  street  at  Kingston,  N.  Y.  “He  was  a sound  and  tender  preacher  of  the 
Gospel,  a fervent  Christian,  a faithful  pastor,  a careful  student  of  the  Bible,  gentle  and 
amiable  in  disposition.” 

+Was  an  active  Elder  eight  times,  viz.:  in  1847,  ’58,  ’64,  ’70,  ’73,  ’75,  ’8i.  Was  Treas- 
urer 1857-’ 59.  He  died  in  office  Aug.  ii,  and  the  following  minute  was  placed  on  record 
by  the  Consistory  Aug.  ^3,  1882: 

The  Consistory  of  the  Second  Reformed  Church  of  Totowa  at  Paterson  have  learned 
with  great  sorrow  of  the  death  of  Garret  I.  Blauvelt,  who  departed  this  life  Aug.  n,  18S2. 
One  of  the  oldest  in  the  communion  of  the  church  and  also  senior  member  of  the  Consis- 
tory, connected  with  the  church  for  half  a century,  Mr.  Blauvelt’s  death  leaves  a void  in 
the  counsels  of  the  church  and  community  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  fill.  But  in  none 
will  his  death  be  more  deeply  felt  than  in  this  church  which  he  regarded  with  such  benev- 
olent interest,  and  among  the  members  of  which  his  unvarying  courtesy,  his  gentle  man- 
ners and  his  kindly  words  will  be  long  remembered.

This  dispensation  has  deprived  a husband  in  feeble  health  of  a tender  and  devoted 
wife,  an  only  child  of  an  affectionate  and  anxious  mother,  and  the  church  of  a warm 
hearted,  active,  and  much  esteemed  member.  Anxious  to  be  right,  she  conversed  much 
with  her  own  heart  and  much  with  her  Saviour  and  His  Word.  In  her  last,  lingering 
months  she  found  Him  especially  and  increasingly  precious.  Deeply  conscious  of  her 
own  nothingness  she  rejoiced  in  the  fullness  and  sufficiency  of  her  Redeemer.  She  was 
favored  with  Pisgah  views  of  the  Promised  Land  and  stepped  into  the  Jordan  exclaim- 
ing: “ All  is  well !”

tAt  a meeting  of  the  Consistory  July  18,  1882,  a communication  was  received  from 
Jacob  R.  Berdan,  executor  of  the  will  of  Mrs.  Rachel  Ann  Ryerson,  stating  that  in  her  last 
will,  bearing  date  March  15,  1878,  Mrs.  Ryerson  had  bequeathed  the  church  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  invested  in  good  security,  and  the  interest  thereof  used  as  payment 
for  two  or  three  pews  in  the  church.  It  was  therefore 

Resolved , That  to  carry  into  effect  the  intentions  of  said  will  the  pews  No.  10  and  86  be 
marked  off  on  the  map  of  the  pews  of  the  church  edifice  as  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  church.

boro,  Mass.,  Oct.  29,  1756,  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  the  town  of  Sharon,  Conn.,  and 
a soldier  and  officer  of  engineers  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  having  been  in  Ethan  Allen’s 
force  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Ticonderoga — in  the  name  of  God  Almighty  and  the  Conti- 
nental Congress.  Her  father,  Jacob  Chamberlain,  was  born  at  Sharon,  Conn.,  April  6, 
1791.  He  married  Anna  Nutting,  of  Groton,  Mass. , fifth  in  descent  from  William  Nutting, 
who  emigrated  from  England  to  Massachusetts  about  1640.  Their  eldest  child,  born  at 
Sharon  June  1,  1830,  was  Sarah  Anna  ; their  eldest  son,  born  April  13,  1835,  was  the  Rev. 
Jacob  Chamberlain,  M.  D.,  D.  D.,  for  many  years  a missionary  to  India  from  the  Re- 
formed church  in  America. 

Sarah  Anna  Chamberlain,  or  Anna,  as  she  was  usually  called,  in  April,  1853,  married 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Scudder,  third  son  of  Dr  John  Scudder,  and  sailed  with  him  to  join  the 
Arcot  Mission,  India. 

In  1859  they  were  both  broken  down  by  jungle  fever,  contracted  in  journeying  through 
a terribly  feverish  jungle,  and  in  i860  they  returned  to  the  United  States.  He  became  a 
Chaplain  in  the  Army,  and  she  was  with  him  at  the  front,  when  possible.  He  was  again 
so  broken  down  by  the  campaign  in  front  of  Richmond  that  he  was  ordered  back  from  the 
field  and  was  made  Chaplain  of  Governor’s  Island,  New  York  Harbor,  where  they  lived 
for  several  years.  When  he  resigned  that  post  and  became  Secretary  of  the  American  and 
Foreign  Christian  Union  they  located  at  Paterson,  N.  J.  She  had  never  recovered  her 
health  after  her  break  down  in  India,  but  in  feebleness  carried  on  all  her  duties  until  in 
in  January,  1870,  they  went  to  Saratoga  on  account  of  his  health,  and  she  there  became 
worse  and  died  in  Saratoga  Feb.  11,  1870,  mourned  by  all  who  knew  her,  but  especially  by 
the  native  converts  in  India,  who  had  been  so  uplifted  by  her  earnest  and  consecrated  life.
